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CHAPTER I. 



DESCRIPTION OF THE DOMINION OF WALES. 
{Earl MS., 141.) 

WA.LE8 being ye refuge and place of safeguard of ye remnat of 
ye Auncient Srytains (ye first inhabitants of ye ile of Great 
Brytannye) being driuen thither^ and dispossessed by ye Saxon 
kings, and hauing taken from them ye fertile conntryes of 
England, held ye same, and therein preserued their aancient 
blood royall of ye kings and auncient families, ye posteritie of 
the nation, their lawes, and ancient language, from ye furie 
and cruel murther of ye Saxons, between which twoe nations 
there continued implacable hatred and warrs ; insomuch as 
notwithstanding that the Hepterchia, or seuen kingdomes of ye 
Saxons, wear reduced into one monarchic by Englered, king 
of ye west Saxons, and by him vnited and first called by ye 
name of England, yet had these Saxon kings of England 
neuer any obedience or subjection of ye Prince that ruled 
Wales, but they held Wales as absolute monarks, not acknow- 
ledginge any supreame vnder God ; where the lawfull of Kyd- 
wallader, ye last Kinge of Brittany of the Brittish line, did 
rule and govern the countrey and people as their lawfull 
Kings and Princes all ye time of ye Saxon government. And 
in the end, when yt pleased God to send ye Normans, under 
ye conduct of William, their Duke, to make a conquest of 
England, and dispossessed ye Saxon issue of the Crowne, and 
vnrooted most of their nobilitye, and brought in their owne 
nation, and soe many alterations as is found to haue hapned 
to this land by that conquest ; and after that William ye Con- 
queror had quietlie possessed ye kingdome of England, and 
had pacified all troubles and tumults, yet did not (neither 
would ye Welesmen nor their prince) seeme to take any notice 
of that Conquest obteyned oner ye Saxons (their professed 
enemies), or that yt concerned them any way, but accompted 
of y t as a warr between twoe strainge nations.

Longe before ye time of William ye Conqueror, ye gou'mt 
of all ye parts of Wales was vnited, and fell to Rodery ye great, 
called in hystories Ro^ericus magniis, whoe diuided Wales 
between his three sonnes — Cadel, to whom he gaue South 
Wales, conteyning 25 Cantreds ; Anarawde, to whom he gaue 
North Wales, conteyning 15 Cantreds; and to Merwyn he 
gaue Powys, conteyning 14 Cantreds. 

At ye time of ye Conquest, or shortlie after, in ye Con- 
queror's days, ye issues of these 3 sonnes possessed Wales, 
according to ye said diuision, viz., Rees, ye sonne of Theodor, 
ruled South Wales; Griffith, ye sonne of Conan, gou'ned 
North Wales ; and Bletlin, ye sonne of Kynuin, possessed 
Powys. 

These 3 Princes and their people would neuer acknowledge 
ye Norman Conqueror nor his issue to haue any superiority 
ou'r Wales, as is aforesaid; and for this, and for the con- 
tinuance of the inueterate hatred that remayned unquenched 
between them and the remnant of the Saxons that inhabited 
and were still ye corps of ye common people of England, there 
arose cruell warrs between ye King of England and ye Princes 
of Wales, and daily incursions and invasions were made one 
each part uppon and by other, and ye King of England often- 
times leuied great armies, and invaded ye borders of Wales, 
and forced the inhabitants to flee to ye mountains and hills 
out of ye low and plaine, and possessed diu*s of their countreys. 
Againe, ye Welshmen, when Fortune fauored them, would 
eftsoones repell them, and spoyle their countreys and people, 
and take them captives, and make diu's roads ouer Seueme, 
and take and lead great spoyles out of England. And when 
their estate was fully settled, they resolued to make conquest 
of Wales, and to subdue ye peopl and countrev to their 
obedience, as they before had donne by England; but the 
Countrey of Wales, being, by reason of ye roaghnes of ye 
ground, the high and steepe hills, and ye straight passags, 
woods, and boggs, was naturalie of yt selfe soe stronge, that 
hardlie any great arraie could be brought to enter and annoy 
ye Welshmen; and ye Kings of England, hauing brought 
their sundrie armies, wear forced diu's times to returne home 
with losse of men and charge, as may appear by ye cronicles 
and histories of this Realme, as that how William Rufus and 
Henry ye Second, whoe entered Wales 3 times with Royal 
armies; King John's warrs made there vppon Lluellin, ye 
son of Yerwerth, prince of North Wales ; Henry ye 3 vppon 
Lluellin, ye sonne of Griffith, and many other voj'ags, wherein, 
by reason of ye roughnes of ye Countrey, there hapned as

mucli barme to themselaes as hindrance to ye Welshmen; 
neu'thelesse, they wanne att seu'all tymes diu's Coiintreys 
from ye Welshmen. / 

And ye Kings of England, seeing ye warrs very troblesom 
and hard to eflfect a conquest by any great army (ye rather to 
bring under ye Welshmen, and to ease their owne charge of ye 
warrs), did use and would giue vnto ye Lords and other great 
subjects of England such countreys in Wales as they could 
winne from their enemies ye Welshmen, ffor soe are ye wordes 
of diu's of ye graunts. 

By which means, and other great allurements graunted to 
those that attempt to conquer ye Welshmen (which shallbe 
more particularlie shewed hereafter), many great noblemen 
and others of England were drawn to bring great armyes of 
Englishmen and Normans into Wales, and conquered many 
great Lordships and countreys there, which they held to them 
and theyr heyrs of ye kings of England as lands purchased by 
conquest from ye Welshmen. 

And about ye Conquests time, ye kings of England hauing 
placed diu's great Earls, and built din's great townes of gar- 
risons in ranks on ye frontiers of Wales, as Bristow, Gloster, 
Worster, Sallop, and Chester, as places to be ready to chasten 
ye Welshmen nppon all attemps. The said Earls and gouer- 
nors with these great garrisons townes first begonne by ye 
kings leaue and permission, and by their setting forwards to 
invade and dispossesse the Welshmen next adjoyning to thease 
parts, and to invade their countries, and to possesse ye same 
by force, as namelie Peter Corbett, for Caufe; Theobald de 
V erdon, for Welbye ; Mortimer, for Wigmore ; Fitzallen, for 
Clune and Oswestrye ; Walter Lacy, for Ewyas Lacie ; Drue 
de Baladon, for Abergaueney ; Monhault, for Ha warden ; Gyl- 
bert. Lord of Monmouth, for Monmouth ; Poulk Pitz-warren, 
for Whittington; Roger le Strainge, for Elsmere; ye Lord 
Reygnald Gray, for Ruythin ; and others for other countreys 
in Wales. And shortlie after came Robert Fitz-Hamon with 
his 12 knights into Glamorgan; Barnard Newmarch, to the 
lordshipp of Brecknock ; Strangbowe, to ye countrey of Dinet, 
or Pembrokeshire ; Martyn, to ye conntrey of Kemis ; Moris de 
Londres to Kydwelly ; and Comwllon Lacy, Earl of Lyncoln, 
to ye countrey of Ros and Riuoniog, now to ye lordshipp of 
Denbigh; Bruis to ye lordshipp of Gower, Bnelt, Radnor, 
Melenith, and Elurl Moylanant k Nantheduy, and other lands 
in Wales. ; 

And to ye end that ye said lords should be aswell ye more 
willing to those attempts, as alsoe ye better able to rule and

goueme^ and keepe in due obedience ye people of yecoantrey^ 
being once subdued, ye King of Englana suffred and neasitie 
of gouernm't forced those lords to assume and take vnto them* 
selves such p'rogative and authoritye within ye said lord- 
shippes as to themselues seemed best^ and were fitt for ye 
quiett gouemm't of any countrey. 

The like pollicie (saith ye auncient historiographer Lampri- 
dius) was used by ye kings of England with lands uppon ye 
borders of Scotland shortlie after ye Conquest. His words, 
cyted by Mr. Cambden, are as followeth : " Sola qua' de hos- 
tibus captee erant Limitanis Dncibus & molitibus donasset; 
ita ut eor' essent, si hseredes eoru' militarent, nee vnga' ad pri- 
uatos pertineront existimamus attentius eos militaturos, so 
etiam sua cura defenderent/' 

And, therefore, there is noe record to be found in ye Tower, 
or elswhere in England, of any graunt made to any to be a 
Lorde Marcher in Wales, or any libertie graunted to any of 
them, as they themselues then and long time after ysed. And 
the kings writts out of his Courts of Westminster did not 
runne into Wales, Pembrokes'e excepted, which was counted 
part of England, and, therefore, called Little England beyond 
Wales. Neither was there any shiriff or other officers of ye 
king to execute any of ye kings writts or p'cepts in Wales, 
and yet of necessitie law and justice was to be administred 
for the quiet governm't of ye people, without which noe com- 
onwealth nor society might be p'serued or gouemed. There- 
fore, these lords themselues were forced of necessitye to exe- 
cute lawes of soueraigne gou'nors oner their tenants and 
people in those strainge countreys, and lordships subdued by 
them, which ye kings of England did for pollicie permitt for a 
tyme. 

And to gr*t charter of such lybertyes i^ these cases could 
not convenientlie be for 3 causes. 1. For ye kings of England 
knew not before hand when they graunted to any noble-man 
such lands in Wales as he could winne from ye Welohmen 
what lands or countreys he should soe winne, or whether he 
should winne any land att all, and, therefore, could not gr't 
them any liberty es within any certain p'cinct or territorye. 

A second cause was for that ye lords, after they had wonne 
or conquered any countrey in Wales, were not desirous nor 
hastye to purchase or seeke any such liberties of the king, for 
that it was not certain whether or how longe they should 
keepe or injoye those countreys or ll'ps that were soe wonne 
from ye Welshmen ; for oftentimes those countreys soe wonne 
were again recouped, some by composition with the King of

England^ as may appear by diuers compositions taken with 
ye Prince of Wales; and oftentimes some of ye U'ps were 
againe recou'd by force, and ye English lords expelled, which 
made ye lords slowe to seeke or sue for any charters of 
libertyes to be used in any of these U'ps vntill he had contin- 
ued in quiet possession for diuers ages. 

Another reason which I have heard of ye learned whie ye 
Lordshipp Marchers had noe charters of such liberties as they 
used within their seignories was for that ye liberties and royal 
jurisdiction used by those lords were such and soe high of 
nature, soe royall and soe united to ye Crowne, yt by the 
lawes of this land yt lay not in ye power of ye king, or to 
seuer ye same from his imperiall crowne. And, therefore, yt 
was thought fitter and better course to suffer ye lords to 
assume and take those libertyes of their owne authoritye then 
to sue and obteyne a uoyd graunt of ye same, which, if at any 
time called in question, must be adjudged of noe force. Which 
kind of government by Lords Marchers continued in Wales for 
many years, till att length, in ye tyme of H. 8, the countrey 
was brought into such quietness of subjection, and ye people 
they became so obedient, that ye kings of England well per- 
ceaued yt ye countrey might be gou'ned by ciuill and politique 
lawes, as ye rest of ye realme : and, therefor, in ye 27th yeare 
of H. 8, he resumed all or most of those royall jurisdictions 
into his hands, and depriued ye Lords Marchers of ye same, 
and left them in effect but as lords of manors in England, and 
then ordayned justics himself, and justics of ye peace, shiriffs, 
and other o£Scers, and diuided ye countrey into shyres, and 
erected great sessions, quarter sessions, and other courts, for 
ye gouemm*t of ye countrey by officers of his owne, and by ye 
lawes of England, and left little or noe authoritye to ye Lo' 
Marchers, which pollicye and guifts of ye kings of England 
to their noblemen continued a long while, and for many yeares, 
viz., from ye Conquerors time vntill E. 1, insoemuch that 
about ye tyme of Ed. 1, almost all Wales was come into ye 
hands and possession of diuers English lords, who held ye 
same of ye kings of England, and not of ye Princs of Wales. 

And ye said Lo^ at their first coming to those Tps by con- 
quest, espiing out ye best and most fertilyt parts in each 
countrey, builded their castles for themselues, and townes for 
their owne soldiers and countreymen which came with them 
to remayu near about them as their guard, and to be ready 
always to keep vnder such of the countrey inhabitants as 
would offer to rebell, or arise either agaiiist ye kings of 
England, being then become lords paramount of all those 
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Lords Marchers, or against tlieir owne lords, or seek to I 

retume subject to their aascient princs ; and by this means / 

all the townes and castles in most part of Wales, which now 
are to V^e Bcene, were first bnilt, which may appear by je aan- 
cient charters of these townes, made by these lords and first 
conquerors and founders of ye same townes, wherein roost of 
these townes is yet to be seene Tery auncient charters and 
large libertyes grannted to ye burgesses and free men of these 
townes by ye auncient lords thereof, and fewe or none p'r- 
chascd libertyes of ye kings of England vntil many years after, 
and that when either these Fps came into ye kings hands or 
otherwise; by some meanes obteyned charters from ye kings 
of England, and that but in fewe townes, which most comonly 
were but confirmations of their former libertyes by their owne 
lords. 

I'y this means, many townes and castles built in Wales, as 
Pembroke, Tenby, and Hauerford AVest, by Strongbow, Wil- 
liam do Valeraer, and ye Hastings, being his posteritye, and 
Newport, built by Martyn, Lord of Kernes, Kydwellir towns 
and castle, by Londres, and after augmented by ye Duke of 
Lancaster, to whom it came by match, and ye townes and 
castles of Swansey, Oystermouth, Loghor, Kadnor, Buelt, 
Rayad'r, and diners other built by ye ^misses and ye Mor- 
tytners and Beauchamps, to whom afterwards yt came by issue 
female of ye said Bruise. Brecknock was soe built by Bernard 
Newmarch, Blapnllifng by Herbert filius Herberti, Cardiff 
and Cowbredy by Fitz hamon and ye Earls of Gloucester, 
Neaos by Greenfield, Abergaueney by Drue de Baladon, Miles 
Earle of Hereford and others his posteritie, Ruythin in Den- 
bighsheir by ye Lords Gray, lords therof, Denbigh by Lacye, 
Karl of Lyucolne, soe was Monmoth, Vske, Newport, Treleg, 
Chepstow, and diu's other townes too many here to recyte, 
builded by ye auncient conquerors of those I'ps. And although 
yt diu's of these townes were auncientlie townes long before ye 
Connuest, yet were these auncient townes for ye most part 
vtterlie destroyed and defaced in ye winning thereof by these 
Normans and English lords, and new castles and townes 
builded in their place builded by them ; by which meanes soe 
many castles were builded in Wales as are now to be seene 
ruinows in euery part almost of ye -countroy. 

And yo said Lo' Marchers were bound by lawes of England 
always to keopo their castles with sufficient men and munition I 

for yo keeping of ye kings enemyes in that I'p or county in 
subjection if they offered any attempts or riotts, as oftentimes 
thoy did. [ 
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The said Lo* Marchers, being English lords, executed ye 
English lawes for ye most part within their I'pp, and brought 
ye most part of ye lands of ye said Tpp to be English tenure, 
and passed ye same according to ye lawes of England, viz., by 
ffine, recou'ry, ffeoffm't, and liu'y of seisin, as in England; and 
such parts as they left to ye auncient inhabitants of ye countrey 
to possesse, being for ye most part the barrennest soiles, was 
permitted by some lords to be holden by ye old Welsh cus- 
tome as to passe ye same by surrend^* in court, which they 
called in their countrey language k of His e ystynyalen, wherof 
this word y stonnoll was deriuod, and where such custome was 
permitted, there is noe deed to be found of any lands of that 
nature before. 

Before 27 H. 8, that Wales was made sheir ground, but for 
soe much lands in those Tpps as was turned to English tenure 
you shall find deeds some 400, some 300 yeares past, uery fair 
written in Latyn or French as was used in Engl' in those 
days. 

And the lawes of England was induced and brought in by ye 
Lo' Marchers, cheiflie because ye lawes of Wales were alto- 
geather vnknown to ye English lords and their English people 
that came with them into Wales, whoe onlie vnderstood and 
delighted in ye lawes of England, and would be gou'ned by 
none other laws, therefore they brought in ye execution of ye 
English lawes in eu'y L'pp M'cher in Wales, sauing that they 

I)ermitted vnto ye auncient ff's certeyn poynts of ye old Welch 
awes, which were nothing noysome to ye lords nor repugn't 
to ye lawes of England, which though ye same were indeed ye 
comon lawes of Wales before, yet tbey were reteyned and 
suflfred in those Tpps by and vnd'r ye name of ye custornes, 
among which was graunted the use of Gauelkind for partining 
ye lands between ye brothers, and ye passing ye land by 
surrender in Court, and not by fine, fefim't, and liu'y of seisin 
and att'hment, which were ceremonies which were neu' known 
nor required by ye auncient lawes of Wales. And these were 
now latlie taken as perticuler customes of the manors wherein 
they were permitted, whereas indeed it was part of the aun- 
cient comon lawes of Wales, and was generallie practised 
throughout all Wales before ye coming of the Lo' Marchers, 
which customes the lords were contented to admitt, to satisfie 
ye minds of such Welsh men that submitted themselues to 
their lords, being a contentm't to ye tenants and noe pr'judice 
to the lords ; and this was used onlie amongst ye Welshmen 
that were permitted to enjoye their auncient lands in some 
L'pps Marchers, for ye lords were not able to bring with them 
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sufficient nomb'r of people to inhabit the whole conntreys they 
sabdaed ; bat where parted ye Eaglishmen yt came with them^ 
aad gaue them lands^ the said Welsh castomes were not ased, 
bat they held all their lands according to ye lawes of England, 
and ye eldest sonne had ye whole inheritance, and for this 
caase, in many ll'pp there is a Welsh court for ye Welshmen 
by themselues, where their Welsh customes were obseraed, 
and ye Englishmen had another court a part for themselues ; 
and in common speach among them, the one part is yet to this 
day called ye English shier and ye other part ye Welshsheir. 
Exemples hereof you shall find in Gower, where is the Eng- 
lisheir and Welshsheir, in Coity An^licana, and Coity Wallias, 
in Glamorgan ; Aaan Anglicana, ana Auan Wallicana; English 
Talgarth and Welsh Talgarth; and in Narberth, in Pembrooksh' 
is ye like ; alsoe in Fornica, Kidwelly, Anglicana, and Comata 
Kidwelly, Wallicana, and Llanstephan, Dominiu' Wallicanu', 
and Llanstephan Dominu' Anglicanu% and in many other l^ps 
in Wales ; wherevpon you shall corpmonlie find ye land in ye one 
to be of ye Welsh tenure and auntientlie was p'tible betweene 
ye brothers and snrrendred in court, and ve other of English 
tenure, and always passed by ffeffm't and other conueyances 
att ye coon' law before was sheir ground. 

And yet in some fewe L'ps Marchers in Wales, that were 
wholie turned into English tenures, yt is found that ye tenants 
were permitted to haue their old customes of diuiding their 
lands between ye heyrs males, and there, although ye lands 
were partible amonge the sonnes, yet did they passe all their 
lands by feffm't ; auncient deeds are to be found there not- 
withstanding the said partition and ye said lands is to be lands 
of English tenure and Welch dole, and termed among them in 
Wales, Kyfraith laysnig ap Rhan Kyraragg, and in those I'ps 
where ye lands soe partible was holden by knights squirs, ye 
lords had ye wardshipp of all the bretheren as if they had 
been sisters, which was commodious for ye lords, and might 
be an occassion to mooue ye lords to suffer, or rather to wish, 
their tenants to continue their said custome of parting their 
lands among their sonnes, and many lords did vtterly extirpat 
both Welsh lawes and Welsh dole, and wrought all as in Engl'; 
and these matters and customes were p'mitted or denied in 
eu'y Ppp as pleased ye first conquerors thereof Although 
some of ye Lo' Marchers of Wales, longe after they had en- 
joyed their I'ps, and after the principalities of Wales came to 
ye kings hands, did purchase of ye kings of England diu's 
priuiledgs as cognizans of pleas, free-warren, ffayrs, and mar- 
ketts, &c., as they did in their owne manners in England, yet 

i 
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had they all these libertyes before these said graunts and 
greater in themselves^ taken and assumed in their owne 
anthoritye, and ye kings suSrance, and alsoe they themsejuea 
gane such libertyes to their t'ts that held of them, soe yt by 
that which was aboue written, and ye 3 reasons form^lie shewed, 
yt doth appear whie yt is not to be found that ye king gaue to 
any man a graunt to be a Lord Marcher, as such libertyes as 
they injoyed, but that ye same first grew by their owne as- 
sumption and contenued by prescription. 

And in this sort Lo' March's in Wales still grew and in- 
creased in number vntill ye time that ye Lords or Prince 
Llewellin ap GriflSth, ye last prince of ye Welsh blood, was 
slain, viz., ano. 11 E, 1, then Kiiiff of England, whoe then 
tooke and seised ye principalitye of Wales into his hands and 
gaue the same to E. 2, his sonne, and made him Prince of 
XVales, sithence which time there neither was nor could be any 
L'ps Marchers in Wales erected, ffbr that after ye subdueing of 
ye said Prince Lluellin, there was neu' any Ppp wone or re- 
couped by force from any Welsh man, but that all submitted them- 
selues to ye kings of England ; and such libertyes or freedomes 
as any would procure to any towne, I'pp, or libertye in Wales, 
sithence the coming of ye principality of Wales into ye kings 
hands by ye ou'throwe of ye said Prince Llewellin, the same 
was and hath been obteyned by charter and graunt from ye 
king, neither durst any Lo' Marcher, or other man in Wales, 
sithence yt time claime or assume to himself any more prini- 
ledge, libertye, prerogative ; but such as would obteyne the 
same by graunt from ye kings of England more then was in 
themselues before. 

For immediately after ye joining of ye Principalitye by ye 
king he p'sentlie held a parliament at Buthland Castle, and 
there ordeyned lawes and officers to gouerne Wales after ye 
English lawes. 

Soe that afterward yf ye king gaue any I'pp in Wales to 
any man he would not assume to himself to administer lawe 
and justice to his people and tenants as ye Lords M'chers were 
forced to doe in form' times, for that ye kinge had then or- 
dayned lawes for ye gou^ment of ye countrey, by which lawes 
he must then goneme ye cuntrey soe giuen him by ye kinge. 

By this which is before written yt may be gathered, and yt 
is apparant, that there is noe Lo* Marcher which had any Lo' 
paramount immediate or meane between him and the crowne 
of England before ye conquest of the said Lluellin, as is before 
said, notw'thstanding such Ppp had jurisdict' royall, which 
many lords in Wales obteyned by p't from ye king of 

I 
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England longe after ye coming of the Principalifcye of Wales 
to ye crowne of England^ and yet were auncientlie tenants to 
some of those L'pp Marchers. 

The like libertyes did din's buishopps and abbotts, ye cells 
of St. John of Jerusalem in England, purchase, who held diu's 
lordshipps in Wales as the auntient dowers of their seas and 
abbeys, and neu' came to ye same by conquest as ye Lords 
Marchers did (but not with any such libertye and jurisdiction 
as may be p'sumed). In which Vps they did not in the Welsh 
princs time exerte such regale authoritye as the Lord Marchers 
did, as is thought, but afterwards purchased the same of ye 
kings of England as may appeare by diu's auncieut charters 
by them thereof obteyned ; and by some other of the same 
charters yt appeareth that after ye gou'ment of princs of 
Wales was expelled, that those bushops, abotts, and other 
religious men were forced to take vppon them the like Regall 
power of gouemment within their I'pps as their neighbours 
ye Lords Marchers did before the obteyning any such charters 
as appeareth by ye charter of R. 2 to Adam, Bushop of St. 
Dauyds, ye words whereof are as follows : — 

Vt cum ipse Episcopatu' suum et quamlibet parcellam 
eiusdem de nobis ut de corona n^ra integer teneat ipseq' ac 
p'decessores sen episcopi loci illius jurisdictione regali in 
omnibus dominiis suis Epatus p' dicti yt in cognitionibus omni 
modorum placitor', personaliu', realium ac de corona ad p'secu- 
tionem suam propriam e alior' cu' oid'is proficuis inde pro- 
nenientibus iuxta co'suetudines partiu^ illar' totis retroactis 
temporibus vsi fuerunt et gauisi absq' hoc quod nos sen pro- 
genitores n^rj, sen aliquis domin^ Marchise aut eorum ministri 
ratione aliquor' dominor' in Wallia infra dicta dominia ipsius 
episcopi aliqualiter intromittere consueuim', sou consueuerunt 
debuimns aut debeant. 

By this charter 2 things are to be noted touching Lo' 
Marchers; first thatyt appeareth that ye bushopp of St, Dauids 
before any charter obteyned had assumed to himself thexecu- 
tion of jura regalia, and other authorities of a Lo' Marcher, 
and did p'trib therein, and to have coguizans of all pleas 
(which he could not doe by ye lawes of England, soe that in 
ye tyme of ye auntient princes of Wales the bushopps had 
not these jurisdictions, whereof as yet I cannot find any cer- 
tayntye). Yet yt appeareth by ye words of this Charter, that 
after that the lawes and authoritye of these princs was ex- 
pelled and putt downe in Pembrookshier (sauing the lands of 
spirituall men, which to invade was accompted sacriledge), 
that ye bushopps were likewise forced to assume vnto them- 
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selaes those libertyes, for otherwise their tenants and peapl' 
must haue lined lawless and without gou'ment; soe that till 
the time of R. 2, ye B. of St. Dauids vsed all their p'rogatiues 
by prescription, by the example of their neighbors ye Lo' 
M'chers, and for necessitye of gou'nment; and herein alsoe the 
tenure in capite of his lio' in Wales is expressed and alleadged 
as a reason to haue induced those libertyes, where yt is said, 
vt cum ipse episcopatum suum de nobis vt de corona n'ra 
tenet, and therefore doth afterwards inferr those words, absq' 
hoc quod nos seu progeni tores n^ri sen aliquis alius dominus 
MarchisB aut eorum ministri ratione aliquorum dominorum in 
Wallia infra dicta dominia ipsius Epia' aliqualit'r intromittere 
consueuimus seu consueuerunt deberaus aut debeant. Soe 
that to hold a L*pp in "Wales of ye king in cheif in auncient 
time was sufficient to make a L,ord Marcher, and of necessitye 
the lord hereof was forced to take upon him ye regall autho- 
ritye of a Lord Marcher. This matter is alsoe explaned by 
au auncient president to be seene in ye newe booke of entries, 
litle assise foil. 74 b., by these woids: fuit seisitus de Baronia 
de L. in Wallia onde, etc., qua quidem Baronia est eodem 12 
Junij fuit quoddam dominium regale vbi breue domini regis 
non currit et immediate tenetur et eodem 12 Junii tenebat'r de 
d'no rege in capite^ quodque pr'dictus comitat'. H. E. proxi- 
mus Anglise adjacens illi p'ti walliae ybi ilia baronia jacet, siue 
existet, where ye cheif reason is yt it was regale dominu', for 
that yt was in wallia vbi Breue regis non currit, and that it 
was holden in capite of ye king. But notwithstanding the 
former ground and position that all L'pps Marchers att ye first 
took their beginninge by conquest of ye English lords, which 
is true, and holdeth for well neer for all or the greater number, 
yet is here found some fewe Lo' Marchers in Wales that came 
to be Lo'pps Marchers vppon another ground, and had their 
original somethinge differing, namelie Powys and other ye 
auncient members hereof, as Arwistley, Kyueiliog, Mouthwy, 
Kedewin, and some other Tpps in Mountgomery sheir, whoe 
neu'r were woone by conquest of any English lord, but came 
to be L'pps Marchers by ye meanes following. The auncient 
lords hereof, Griffith ye sone of Meredith ap Blethin, seing ye 
kings of England and ye other English lords prepare them- 
selues to make a conquest of Wales in discretion and pollicye, 
submitted himself to H. ye 1, and yeMed to hold all his 
cuntreys of Powys of ye kings of England in chief, as ye 
English Lo' Marchers did, and to doe the king ye like seruice, 
and acknowledge ye like dutye and obedience to ye King and 
Crowne of England as ve English Lords Marchers did for their 

I 
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lo'pps which they had woone in Wales, which he dalye and 
dutifullie performed, and thereupon he was saffred by ye king 
to enjoye all his auncient inheritaunce in Wales to him and 
his heirs, and was by H. ye 1 created Lord of Powys, and 
made baron of ye Parliament of England, whose heir ffemale, 
afterward named Hawis Gadame, fell to be ye kings in wards,by 
reason of ye alteration of ye tenure into capite, whoe bestowed 
her in mariage to a ualiant gentellman of the kings named 
John Charlton, and soe came ye auncient L'pp of Powys, 
being farr larger then now yt is, to ye poss'on of ye English 
lords by mariage. The like did Mowthwy, being another 
brother's portion, and the rest ; soe that these I'pps, of all ye 
rest in Wales, differeth in ye original coming to be Upps 
Marchers : but yet in ye point yt holdeth with ye rest and 
agreeth, that yt must be holden in capite of ye king of Eng- 
land, which is one of ye cheifest and surest badges (as ys 
afforesaid) to know a Marcher, For howsoeu' yt come to 
passe, it was not material!, soe yt were and come to be held of 
ye king of England, and did acknowledge ye king for their 
Boueraigne lord, and yelded obedience to him, and to renounce 
their obedience to ye princes of Wales ; for ye kin^s of Eng- 
land sought noe more att ye first of any Lo' in Wales, but 
suffred them to rule their t'ts and peaple as pleased them in 
all other things, and therefore you shall find that E. 1, E. 2, 
and E. 3, being kings of England long after, and att such 
times as their sonnes were rrinces of Wales, and had ye 
actuall power of ye Principality for vrgent affayrs, did write 
for men and other affairs of estate to the cheifest of ye Lo' 
Marchers in Wales, but did not write to any part of ye prin- 
cipalitye, which sheweth that ye kings of England accompted 
ye Lo' Marchers to remayne their tenants, as holding their 
L'pps of them in cheef, and did not suffer ye princs of Wales 
to shew any com'aund or rule ou' them; there are many records 
to this effect directed to ye particuler Lords Marchers of 
Wales to be found in ye tower, ye breif of some you may find 
in ye end of this book. And by this meanes of ye submitting 
of ye Lords of Powis to ye Kings of England, yt came to 
passe that their Ppps doe continue and remaine without any 
alteration, as ye same was in most things in ye auncient princs 
hands. For whereas most of ye other I'pps in Wales, that 
were wonne and conquered by ye sword, the lords and con- 
querors thereof, not regarding to obserue and pr'serue ye 
meares, bounds, or names of ye auntient Cantreds or Com'otta 
(being ye onlie diuisions that were knowne of I'pps or manors 
in WaleSj amonge ye auncient princes there), did alter the 
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samo and created newe bounds by giuing diu's manors to their 
seruants and men that came with them^ and soe wonld deuide 
one comote into 6 or 7 manors^ more or lesse^ erecting a 
court baron in each manor, making manors some of greater, 
some of lesser quantitye of land as pleased ye Lo' to giue, 
and as ye person deserued, and soe ve bounds and names of 
ye auncient comotts were in most 1 ps that were conquered, 
new chainged, and in some places ye names vtterlie forgotten ; 
but in this I'pp of Powys, and ye rest of ye ancient members 
hereof, ye coinotts remayne intyer and whole in bounds, and 
retayne the auntient names without alteration to this day. 

And whereas by the auncient laws of Wales there was a 
court in eu^y commotte ; soe, is there in ye lordshipp no we a 
Court Baron in eu'y of ye auntient commotts for ye said 
baronye of Powis, as much as now beareth ye name, and 
which came to ye part of Jane Charlton, wife of John Gray, 
consisted in olde tvme of six comotts, namelie, Carrinion 
Mechan, Twohlord, ^fechaniscoed, Mognant, Uanerchidol, and 
y stradmerchell, in eu^y of which comotts there was of old 
time an ancient court, and now att this day ye barony of Powis 
doth consist of this six manors, and called by those names, and 
known by their ancient bounds, and in each of these is att 
this day a Court Baron and Leat kept after ye use of England. 

And this barony or Tpp of Powis, although it be one of the 
most royallest, greatest, largest, and best seignioryes and Lord- 
shipp Marcher of Wales, yet hath it not any manor or Tpp holden. 
of yt, as most of the rest of the Upps Marchers in Wales that 
were conquered haue. The reason is for yt it was neuer 
conquered, wherby ye lord had not any occasion to bestowe any 
manors or such guifts uppon any of his men that ayded them 
in their conquest. Alsoe, within ye said Ppps of Powys there 
is noe diuision of knights fees, carucats, or ploughlands, or 
oxiands, being a measure and quantitye of land brought first 
into Wales by ye English and Korman lords, and neu' known 
to TO auntient Welshmen or Brittons. The like obseruation 
as 1 have nowe said of ye barony of Powys shall ye find in ye 
rest of ye members that sometime were auncient Powys, as 
Mouthwy, kery kedewen, Arwistly, keuiliog, Doythwr kyneth 
howen, etc. All which, for that they became subject to ye 
crowne of England by submission, and not by conquest, the 
auntient comotts remayne entyer in bounds, and reteyne ye 
auncient names, and in eu'y auncient comott now a Court 
Baron, and not one meane manor holden of any of them, nor 
any knights fees, oxelands, or ploughlands in any of them. 
The like shall you find in all ye principalitye lands in ye 
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countreys of Anglesey, Gamaraan, Marioneth, Flint, Carmar- 
thin, and Cardigan, that the auntient comotts remayn entier / 
without alteration, retayning still their auntient names and j 
bounds, and att this day a Court Baron or hundred court kept 
in each of them was before ye principalitye came to ye king. 
But in all or most of other I'pps in Wales you shall find it 
altred for ye reason before said. And, therefore, I have 
thought good to lay downe at large the state of the I'pp of 
Powys, being the one and onlie U'pp of all Wales that came to 
be a L'pp Marcher in this sort, whereas neer all the rest was 
wonne by force and crueltye ; and to shew ye reason and 
cause wliie this I'pp of Powys and ye other auncieut members 
of ye same doe in these fewe poynts differ from ye rest of ye 
L'pps Marchers, and soe might breed a doubt for want of true 
knowledg of the originall hereof 

Another I find by auncient record and testimony that the 
lo'pps of Bromfield and Yale in Denbighsheir, aunciently 
called Dinas Bran, being ye cheif castle and auncient house of 
ye said Tpp, came to ye po'n of ye English lords as followeth : 
Emma, daughter to ye Lord Awdley, widdow to Grifi&th ap 
Madoc, Lord of Bromfield and Yale, Chirke, Nanthedwy, 
Maelor, and other lands, parcell of auncient Powys, hauing 4 
sons by her husband, between whome their fathers inheritance 
was deuided, first grewe between her and her husbands kin- 
dred about the custody and education of her sons, ye fathers 
kindred fearing that yf ye sonnes should be brought vp by ye 
mother in England, ye children would become English, and 
Boe rather incline to ye King of England then to ye Princs of 
•Wales, betweene whom and both their nations att that time 
there was continuall warrs; but ye widdowe getting to her 
possession, her 2 eldest sonnes, Madoc and Lluellin, ye first 
hauing for his part Bromf' and Yale, the other hauing Chirk 
and Monthedwy for his portion, because she was not able to 
keepe them and their lands from ye Welshmen, nortoremayne 
amonge them vppon her joynture, went vnto K, E. 1, then 
King of England, and delink him her 2 sounes aforsaid, 
shewing that by right they were his majestyes wards by reason 
of ye submission which ye ancestors of ye said infants, Princs 
of Powys, had made formerlie to ye kings of England, and 
yelded to hold ye dominion of Powys of ye kings of England 
in capite, and therevppon ye kinff tooke them to his ward and 

Srotection, and comitted ye wardshipp of Madoc ye eldest to 
ohn, Earl Warren, and ye wardshipp of Lleullin to Roger 
Mortimer, 3 sonne to Rafe Lo* Mortymer of Wigmore,^ with 

1 This is wrong, and is at variance with the Charter given at pa^

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2 ^rdeins, hauing ye 2 youths and their lands in their ens- 
todye, ye Earl Warren builded ye Castle of Holt in Bromfield^ 
and Ro^er Mortymer likewise builded ye castle of Chirke, and 
placed garrisons of English soldiers there to defend ye countrey 
from ye Welshmen ; but shortlie ye both wards died without 
issue^yet afterwards ye other guardians held them still in ye pos- 
session of ye lo'pps aforesaid^ and would neuer after be driuen 
from them; and to procure theraselues some culler to hold ye 
same, in ye 10th y. of E. 1, Roger Mortymer obtayned a graunt 
from ye king of ye said I'pps of Bromf' and Yale, and by force 
and color thereof, held ye same from ye right heirs for euer 
after; ye words of which charter, as I have seen ye same, are as 
foUoweth : — 

" Rex, etc., concessimus et hac p^senti charta confirmauimus 
diUto ac fideli n'ro Johannis de Warrena Comitis Surrey Castra 
de Dinas Bran quod fuit in manu n'ra in principio p^sentis 
guerra n'res Wallias et totam terram de Brom : cum perti- 
nentis quern Griffinus et Lluellinus fiUii Madoci Vychan, p' 
se nel per tutores seu custodes suos in principio guerrse illius 
tenuerunt, saluis nobis et heeredibus n'ris Gastrum et terram 
de Hope cum omnibus pHinentiis suis q'ed nobis et heredibns 
nMs remanere voluimus adeo plene et integer sicnt Dauyd 
filius GriflSni inimicus et rebellis n'r' ea tenuit et principio 
guerrse supra dictse. Dedim* etiam et co'cessim' eidem Comiti 
de nobis et heredibns n'ris eidem comiti terram de Yale plene 
q'ae fuit Griffini vichan filius Griffinis de Brom' enimici n'ri 
habendu' et teneMum de nobis et heredibns n'ris eide' comiti 
et hasredibus snis p^ dictu' castru' de Dinas Bran et p' dictus 
terras de Brom^ et de Yale plene et integre sicnt p' dictus 
Griffinus et Lluellinus terram illam de Bromfield et Griff vichan 
terram illam de Yale tenuerunt, sicnt p'dict' e', vna cum 
forisfacturis hominu' -de iisdem tenia de Brom' et de Yale quae 
ad nos pertinere poterant uel debeant, e cu' omnibus aliis ad 
ea pertinentiis saluis nobis et hseredibus n'ris pr'dictis de Castro 
de Hope cu' omnibus p'tinentiis suis sicnt pr' dictu' e' faciendu' 
inde nobis et haeredibus n'ris seruitiu' quatuor feodor' militu' 
pro omni seruitio, consuetudine et demanda, qua noluim' etc., 
datu' p' manu' n'ram apud Ruthland 7 die Octobris An'o reflrni 
n'ri 10 * 

The like charter had Roger Mortymer vppon Chirk; by 
means of which 2 charters these two great 1 pps came to ye 
pou' of these English lords, whose issues and assignes held ye 
same till yt came to ye crowne, and by this charter there is noe 
words of Jura Regalia, or any other regall power or authoritye; 
and yet did these 2 lords use all ye regall jurisdiction as liberall 
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as any other Lords Marchers in Wales^ and ye said Tpp of 
Bromfield was ye 3 or 4 L'pp Marcher in Wales^ and is 730/. 
of auntient rent of assise per ann'. 

Alsoe, the Lady Bmma, for that her husbands kindred in 
Wales did force^ molest^ and trouble her lands of Maelor, being 
her joyntures, and would not snflfer her to enjoy ye same in 
quiet, for anger that she had deliuM her 2 sonnes to ye king, 
and thereby had procured ye coming of ye 2 noblemen to build 
ye castles of Bromfield and Chirk^ and to bring English gar- 
risons into ye cuntrey. She therefore desired ye king to ^ue 
her lands in England for yt^ and she would deliuer to ye kings 
pou* Malore, which ye king did accept, and soe came ye king 
to ye pou' of Malor Sasneg, which, for yt her sonnes that were 
in ward died, ye king held yt euer after and would neu' suffer 
any of their heyres to haue yt, p'tending that they were rebells 
against him, and soe Malor remayned a L'pp Marcher always 
in ye kings hands, cominfi^ to the same in quiett by ye deliu'y 
thereof to him by ye widdowe without force or charge of war. 

And by ye former ch'r made by E. 1 to John, Earl Warren 
and Surrey, he reserued to himself ye Lordship of Hope, being 
parcell of JBromfield, alsoe eu' sithence hath ye Lordship of 
Hope continued in ye Crowne, and by this yt seemeth that 
those Ppps which are holden of ye king as of ye principalitye 
of Wales cannot themselues to be L'pps Marchers, although 
diu^s of such Tpps, before Wales was reduced into shier ground, 
did use such royall and regall jurisdictions as the Lo' Marchers 
did, and that either by a speciall graunt from ye King, or by 
use and custome ; for it is to be found in some royall L'ps 
Marchers in Wales that the measne lords that were ye tenants 
had ye like royall jurisdiction in some things in their measne 
I'pps, as their lord paramount had, and this came by ye gpraunt 
or permission of their owne lord paramount ; and therefore ye 
statuts of 34 H. 8 and 4 Mariae, which seemeth to respect 
and take speciall notice of the libertyes of those Tpps, doth call 
them Tpps royall in respect of their royall libertyes then used, 
and therefore doth couple them and the L'pps Marchers to- 
geather, where it saith that all L'pps Marcher and Tpp royall 
in Wales shall haue and enioy diu's libertyes and priuiledgs 
there mentioned. 

By this meanes ye noblemen woone many cuntreys in 
Wales, and the king himself alsoe woone diu^s vppon his 
owne charge ; and those cuntreys that were woone uppon ye 
charge of ye English lords remayned to them and their heyrs, 
but those yt were wonne at ye kings charge remayned to ye 
king, except such of ye same as was after bestowed upon some 
of his nobles for their good seruice. 

I 
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And yt is to be remembered that almost all Wales was and 
bad been in ye bands of English lords before ye time that 
Prince Lluellin was slaine as before is said, soe that there was 
nothing left to Prince Lluellin but ye sheirs of Anglesey, Car- 
naruan, Merioneth, and part of Flint in North Wales, and 
most part of Carmarthensheir, viz., West Towy and all Car- 
digansheir in South Wales, which as yet was not wonne by yo 
kinge or any English lo', and was in gou'ment of ye said 
Prince Lluellin, and soe much is aunsweared att this day to his 
ma'tie by ye name and title of Parcella Pnncipalitatis Walliee 
and noe more ; ye rest was conquered by ye Lords Marchers 
and is aunsweared to his ma^tie by ye title of other mens 
lands that have been owners thereof, and came to ye crowne 
by attaynder or otherwise. 

Edward ye Third (doubling as it seemed), or meaning the 
seuering of ye principalitye of Wales from ye crowne of Eng- 
land, and fearing thereby that ye kings of England might 
loose ye tenure and seruice of ye Lo* Marchers in Wales, by 
reason of ye vniting of both togeather, and that ye princi- 
palitye departing from ye crowne of Engl', the said L'ps 
Marchers should be construed in lawe to passe with ye princi- 
palitye from ye crowne of England by reason of ye union of 
the pou' of them both in his highnes hands simul and semel 
the dismembring of which Lo* Marchers might be a great 
weakning of ye crowne of England, therefore very prouidentlie 
to preuent ye same, in the 28th yeare of his raigne, cap. 2, yt 
was enacted by Parliam't that all Lords of ye Marches of 
Wales shall be perpetuallie attendant and annexed to ye 
crowne of England, as their ancestors haue been always before. 
And not to the principalitye of Wales, into whose hands 
soeuer the same shall come hereafter. 

Anno 2, H. 4, cap. 18, yt was ordeyned the Lo* of the 
M*ches of Wales should send sufiScient stuffing and ward in 
their castles and su'ryes to the intent that noe losse, ryott, or 
dainger should come to ye king or to his realme by their 
tenants or other Welshmen in their default, as was donne for 
default of good gouerment in times past 

By which words yt seemeth that there was noe Lo' Marcher 
without a casti, and his charge was to keepe a sufficient garrison 
to represse those of ye countrey of Wales yt should to arise 
and annoy ye kings subjects, and therefore it seemeth that all 
those little townes, whereof we see many in Wales, were built 
close to those castles to keepe those garrisons. And ye aun- 
cient inhabitants of all those townes in Wales were English- 
men, kept of purpose by ye lords as a trustie garrison of his 
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owne cuntxymen to subdue those peaple of ye cuntrey att 
such time as they should offer auy reuolt as affore is said, 
which appears by that which was enacted by ParHaraent, anno 
4, H. 4, cap. 32, that ye garrisons of castles and walled townes 
in Wales should be suflScientlie prouided and stored with 7aliant 
English persons, straingers to ye seignories where ye said 
castles bo sett, and not of any mixt of ye said partyes or 
s*noryes in Wales vntill the lands were .... and appeased. 

And for proof that they were Englishmen that inhabited 
these townes in auntient time yt appeareth by ye names and 
surnames of ye men of that time that soe inhabited therein, 
and although most of the inhabitants of those townes are 
become now mere Welsh in language and manner of lining yet 
doe many retaine ye English names, and most places about 
those townes doe giue great libertyes to Englishmen of those 
townes. 

Neither might any Welshman be a burgesse or purchase 
any lands within any borough in Wales as appeareth by din's 
auntient statuts, namelie, 2 H. 4, cap. 12 and 20. Alsoe it 
was enacted that noe Welshman should haue any castle, for- 
tresse, or house of defence, sauing such as was in ye time of 
K. B., ye conqueror of Wales, except buishops and other 
spiritual lords (4 H. 4, cap. 31). 

By which pollicye and meanes aforesaid the Kings of Eng- 
land, by setting of their noblemen and others to gett coun treys 
and I'pps in Wales, and to cause them to build castles, for- 
tresses, and townes, and to place English soldiers therein 
always ready to subdue the Welshmen if they offred to arise 
or rebell against ye kings of England in time subdued ye 
most part of ye cuntrey of Wales without any great charge of 
ye kings of England ; and the more to encourage them ye 
kings of England suffrd ye lords to use all royall authoritie 
and jurisdiction oner ye countreys soe subdued, regardinge 
more to have them subdued and kept in obedience from 
irrupting vppon ye kings subjects in England then any other 
thing. 

And ye more to encourage ye valiant and haughty e-minded 
men of England to take in hand ye subduing of countreys in 
Wales, ye kings of England used another allurm't to drawe 
one those that were thirstie of honor and preheminence, whish 
was to create such of his Engl' subjects as should subdue any 
creature in Wales (and to bring it subject to England) to be a 
lord baron and peere of ye realme, and to haue place and 
uoyce in the Parliament House of England, by ye name and 
title of a lord or baron of such cuntrey of Wales as he sub- 
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daed or conquered there, and to aduance them thereby from 
ye number of ye comons of ye realme to be of ye highest 
ranke of/men to be peers of ye realme, which thing no doubt 
drewe on many valiant minds to take this enterprise in hand, 
and therefore by search of ye Parliament roules in ye Tower, 
amonge ye writts of ye sommons of ye barons, you shall find 
there in the times of H. 3, E. 1, and B. 2, and E. 3, and other 
kings, that there were 2 1 barons that had place in Parliament 
by baronyes and lordshipps in Wales which had been con- 
quered by them and their ancestors from ye Welshmen. 

And this ye kings of England did for 2 speciall causes ; ye 
one, as before is said, to allure his subjects to subdue ye 
Welshmen and to bring them and their cuutrey vnd'r his obe- 
dience vppon ye charge of his subjects. The other was to ex- 
plaine to ye world ye kings of Engl* right ouer Wales, which 
they claymed to be a member and of right auncientlie subject 
to ye crowne of En^V, which ye kings of BngV still pretended, 
and ye princes of Wales alwayes denied, and to sett forth and 
demonstrate to ye world ye kings of Engl' right to their su- 
premacy on' Wales, there could noe bett'r course be diuised, 
nor ye kings title made more enident and apparant to all na- 
tions, then that ye lords and barons of Wales were members 
of ye Parliament of England, which did openlie shewe and 
manifest that Wales must be subject to ye crowne of Eng^. 

But of all those 21 lordshipps that in those days had their 
place in Parliament, there is onlie Abergaveny att this day 
that still continueth his place and name, and in ye line 
and blood of ye first conqueror thereof, and is the 
proto-baron, or first and primer lord of the barony of this 
realme, a matter very remarkable and worthye of many good 
notes, and all ye rest of ye said baronyes hauing lost their 
name and place either by coming to ye crowne or to other 
barons that formerlie had other placs and titles in ye ParHa- 
ment, and soe drowned in obliuion and growne out of know- 
ledge. 

And by those meanes in a short time, viz., in and before ye 
time of fe. 1, almost all ye countrey of Wales was ye po'n of 
English lords, and each of them in eu'y great sar'y builded 
newe castles and townes, soe that there is scarce a castle in 
Wales, being in number 143 castles, but is knowne att this 
day to hane been bnilded by some English lord or other. 

And soe ye gou'ment of Wales was continued vndV ye 
Lords Marchers vntill ye time of H. 7, in whose time ye 
Welshmen willinglie submitted themselves in hart to his 
highues being patemallie of their auncieut princs of ye Brit- 

I 
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tish line, in such sort, that they whoe in former times were 
termede soe disobedient to ye crowne of Engl* (and against 
whome ye kings of England promulged snch ynatarall and 
extreame lawes, as neuer any prince did ye like against his 
subjects) grewe soe quiett that K. H. 8 in his tyme did well 
perceaae yt ye peaple and cuntrey of Wales might be gou'ned 
by lawes as ye subjects of England and not by thraldome and 
crueltye used by ye Lo' Marchers. 

Alsoe it appeareth that in those days ye more to allure men 
to ye conquest of Wales, whoesoeuer would undertake ye con- 
quering or subdueing any cuntrey in Wales, ye kinge would 
allowe or grant him any prerogative whatsoeuer he would 
desire in ye cuntrey subdued ; and, therefore, in the Statute 
of Prerogatiua Regis, made anno 17 E. 2, cap i, yt appear- 
eth yt ye Lo* Alarchers had granted to them that ye king 
should not haue his i)rerogatiue in wards, lands, yt are of 
ye fees of ye earls and barons in ye marches, vbi breuia regis 
non currunt, and this seemeth to haue beene permitted them 
before, att ye first by ye kings, when they first vnd'tooke 
such conquest in Wales, and after, when this statut' was made, 
ye earles and barons then in parliament that had L*ps Marchers 
stood to have that exception in for those things which ye 
kings had allowed and permitted them to enjoy in former 
tyme ; for otherwise they could not nor would not have stood 
vppon this ; being long after ye conquering of ye Prince of 
Wales, and diuers years after that ye Lords M*chers had giuen 
oner winninge any cuntreys in Wales. 

And whereas att ye first ye permitting of ye Lo* M'chers to 
haue such absolut* power oner ye subdued Welshmen, was 
found a good poUicie to bring them lowe, and ye more ready 
to obey; yet when as ye said Welshmen had yelded them- 
selues to be gou*med by due course of lawe and lay in ciuill 
and quiett sort as ye rest of ye subjects of England, which 
they did not till ye times of H. 7 and H. 8, then was ye go- 
uemmen* and royall jurisdiction of ye said Lords Marchers 
(which was in most placs executed most injuriouslie by bad, 
partiall, and coueteous ministers), found to be most noysome 
and rather a cause to urge ye subjects to rebell then to p'seme 
and keep in quiettness ye countrey people; whereuppon ye 
said K. H. 8, in anno 27 of his reigne, by deepe and graue 
aduise and profound counsell did resume into his hands ye 
whole, ye whole p'rogatiues which ye Lo' Marchers used, 
being jurisdictions more fett for a prince then a subject, and 
left no more regall authoritye then lo* of manors in Engl* 
haue, as is said before. 
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And perceiving that all or most Lo' Marchers had noe 
graunts from ye kings for any libertyes or franchises, or for 
any there L'ps Marchers, but ye same was used and taken by 
them att ye begining of their owne authoritye (ye kings of 
England consenting herevnto), and permitting ye same and 
maynteyned only by p'scription, he did prouide by Act of 
Parliament that they might hold courts barons, courts leets^ 
have waist, stray, engfang theist, outfang theist, treasure 
trove, deodands and felons goods, goods of outlawes, wreak of 
ye sea, moyty of recognizances forfeited, and div's other 
things, and prouided that they might hold those by p'scrip- 
tion w'in ye lordshipps, as they did before in tymes past, not- 
withstanding the abrogatinge of the rest of the authorities. 

Sithence which time, for that ye said jurisdictions and autho- 
rityes with ye most co'on signes and outward badges and 
tokens (whereby ye co^on peapl and others of ye ignorant sort 
took knowledge of L'pps Marchers) are taken away and growne 
out of use, and it is now growne a doubt and question which 
are and were L'pps Marchers in Wales and which were not, 
some clayminge ye same whoe neuer was, and some whoe are 
and ought to be allowed are denied soe to be. 

For resolution of which doubt and question which I haue 
often heard mooved and debated by ye opinion of ye grauest 
and best learned, yt is thought fitt we should resort and 
leame out of the first originall beginning, and the cause, 
when, whie, and ye maner, how those L'ps Marchers had 
their first beginning, as a ground most suer to knowe ye 
same. 

Where it will appeare that there can be noe Lo* Marcher- 
but such as was subdued by ye kings of England or some of 
his subjects to his use or their owne before ye death of Prince 
Lluellin ap Griffith, and before ye coming of the principality 
of Wales to the hands of ye kings of England, which was in 
ye ii year of E. 1. 

And to know what I'pps in Wales were soe subdued before 
ye com'ing of ye principality to ye kings hands, yow must 
knowe that as many lo^pps as were soe subdued of auncient 
time, were and are all holden of ye crowne of England, and in 
chief, and not of ye principalitye of Wales, nor of any other 
measme Tpp or manor, which is an enident and manifest token 
of a L'pp Marcher, and this tenure only may be a sufficient 
note and badge for triall of ye doubt, and, therefore, the aun- 
cient offics or inquisitions found after ye death of ye auncient 
lords of these I'pps will shew much light herein, and ye same 
is one of ye most certeins tokens of all others, and carrieth 
most reason and proofe with it. 
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Alsoe, there is noe L*pp Marcher that has not been in 
auntient tyme ye inheritannce of some English lord or noble- 
man (for that Tpp if any be in Wales) that hath ^ontinnallie 
been in pou' of any Welsh lo% and not ginen him be ye king 
till ye conquest of Wales, or that was holden of ye Prince of 
Wales (which Prince of Wales neuer suffered any of his sub- 
jects to enjoy any of the said jurisdictions yt ye King of Enffl' 
p'mitted to ye Lo^ Marchers of Wales), cannot be said to be 
any of the L^pps M'chers of Wales. 

Alsoe, those L'pps Marchers which were holden of ye kinge 
in cheef before ye said conquest of Wales, if any grew for ye 
title or inheritance thereof, the same was pleaded att the 
co'on lawe in Westminster, and there was fines lenied of those 
sur'yes and of none other in Wales, which is another euident 
signe of aL'pp Marcher (vide Fitzh' title jurisdiction 23, 13 B. 
3, 21 H. 3, 34, and 18 E. 2. Br" title jurisdiction et inde q' 
viscount de Gloster serua execution sue recou'y in dower in 
marches de Gales de yn manor tent^ in chief. Fitz* dower 71. 
1 E. 3). 

Another badge or token which div's men take to knowe a 
L^pp Marcher by, is, that yf he did exercise iura regalia within 
ye I'pp, (yt is) triall of life and death, hold plea of land and 
such like ; then some say it was a L'pp Marcher within ye 
opinion of those yt are both learned and skilfull in ye auntient 
estate and gou'ment of Wales doth not always hold for that 
yt is euident that some manors, holden of other L'ps Marchers 
in Wales, did use ye same by graunt of their lords paramount, 
and yet were neuer Lords Marchers of themselues, but held 
oner of some other L'pp Marcher, and neu' held immediatelie 
of ye crowne of England, as ye L'pps of Coity and Auan 
holden of Glamorgan, and Walwins Castle holden of ye Earl of 
Gloster, did in old time, and some such liberties might also be 
purchased by ch^r from ye king by those to whom he gaue 
Tpps after ye subduing of ye Principality, and yet doth this 
differ much from ye beginning of a L pp Marcher ; neither did 
ye king write to such lords for men or any other vrgent 
affaires, when he wrote to all ye Lords Marchers of Wales, as 
appeareth by ye auntient records in ye tower, but always were 
wrote to the lo' paramount, which held immediatelie of ye 
king, leauing ye lo^ paramount to commaund such lo' measme 
as held of him. 

And diuers small measmo I'pps in Wales in proces of time, 
as their chief lords went into England, and laue their tenants 
and seruants holding Tpps of them, to be their stuards and 
leiftenants vnd' them within their seign'oiyes in Wales, did 
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vsarpe and encroch diuers anthorityes and jurisdictions rojall 
to themselues within their manors jt they had of ye Lo' 
Marchers. (For there are fewe or noe Lo* Marchers in South 
wales, but had diuers and sundrie manors holden of them) 
whereuppon you shall find great quarrells and suits of later 
tymes between some of ye Lo' Marchers and their tenants^ 
and quo warranto brought touching those things. Alsoe, some 
Lo' Marchers did giue their tenants such jurisdiction within 
their manors which they held of them, and yet were they for 
all this noe Lo' Marchers as before said. Alsoe, some of ye 
English Lords Marchers hauing in proces of time brought 
their countreys or Tpps in quiett or ciuill gouerment, returned 
home to their auntient habitations in Engl^ and grewe care- 
lesse of their lo' in "Wales, and soe remayning in EngP, did 
sell away those jurisdictions, some part of the same to some 
other of ye Lo* Marchers adjoining ; for that the reuenues of 
their l^pps would not beare, and ye charge of justics, cham- 
berlaines, and chauncellors, constables of ye castles, and other 
officers to minister justice there, which of necessitye mu&t 
have been Engl'men, and learned in ye lawes of England, 
whoe would not supplie the roomes without greater fees, then 
the proffitts of those casualityes would yeld vnto ye lords, and 
yet did these Tpps remain L'pp Marchers, and were bound 
in all things to serue ye King of England as other Upps 
Marchers did, as to keepe their castles in repay re, and their 
garrisons compleat, to be ready to serue the king in wars, 
with competent number of able men of those manors or coun- 
treys which they had subdued, and held of ye Kings of Eng- 
land to seurue 4is well against ye Welshmen as elsewhere ye 
king had need. 

Another apparant signe to know a L^pp Marcher is said to 
be that passing and conveying of lands within ye manors or 
Tpps by course of ye co^on lawe of England, viz., by fine, re- 
coup, deed, and release, liu'y and seisin, and att^ment, before 
ye 27 H. 8, which was most certeinlie brought in by ye 
English lords that conquered those countreys and Tpps from 
ye Welshmen, for before ye subduing of Wales ye same was 
gou'ned by ye lawes of Howell Dha, sometimes Prince of 
Wales, by which lawe all ye lands in Wales did passe by snr- 
rend' in court and not by fine, etc.; and, therefore, in all 
L^pps wherein these English lawes did this Welsh custome, 
there are auntient deeds, releases, indentures, fines, etc., to be 
seen and found before Wales was diuided into shier-ground, 
which argueth ye same was conquered by an English lord, 
and so cousequentlie should seem to be a L'pp Marcher ; but 
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in yt part of "Wales which Prince Lluellin had in possession 
(and is now accompted je principalitie lands) he used in ye 
saibe ye anntient lawes of his fathers and conntrey, and ye 
same lawes continued for passing and conneying of lands after 
K. E. 1 recouered the principality, and soe vntill 27 H. 8. 
Sithence which time throughout all "Wales they use to convey 
and passe their lands by conveyances at ye co'on lawe, which 
was used before onlie in Upps Marchers conquered by some 
English lo' in old time. 

But this is no certeyn token for a general triall of a L'pp 
Marcher from another that is not ; for that there were diu's 
L' Marchers in Wales that were auntient L'ps Marchers in 
which ye lords thereof did permitt their tenants to continue 
their auntient custome in that poynt, and to passe their lands 
by surrend^ in court, according to ye lawes of Howel Dha, and 
to deuide ye same amongst heirs males vt supra, etc.; and yet 
were these I'pps conquered by English lords, and had all other 
trialls by ye lawes of England, as yt is more largelie touched 
before. Besides, here are divers I'pps yt att ye first Engl* lo' 
did give lands to their tenants to hold by copy of Court Roll, 
which is a co'on tenure in England ; and in all those I'pps 
there is noe deed or release to be seene yet att this day, and, 
therefore, although ye passing of lands in Wales before it 
came to be shier-ground by deed, releaz, or be an euident 
signe yt the same was conquered from ye Welshman, yet doth 
yt not hold e conuerso for ye reasons vt supra. Alsoe, ye Lo' 
Marchers in Wales did vse, and were soe permitted of their 
owne absolute power, to incorporate townes and boroughs, and 
gaue them diuers charters and libertyes, such as pleased them, 
without seeking leaue or licence of ye King of Enri*, which 
is taken for a very probable signe that such were Lo' Marchers, 
for you cannot find any such graunts or charters throughout 
Wales but such as were made Lo' Marchers, 

Anotl^er signe and token of a L^pp Marcher was an vnrea- 
sonable custome vsed within ye L'pps Marchers of Wales, 
which was to haue all ye goods of any their tenants that died 
intestate within their Lo^ Marches, which custome, although 
yt seemeth against all law and reason, and fitt to be nombred 
amonge ye unlawfuU customes, which by Act of Parliament 
are abolisht, yet was ye same used, and yet is in all or most 
of ye L' Marches, sauing where ye lord of a good mynd and 
conscience haue released to their tenants the same vnreason- 
able custome by speciall charter, many of which releases are 
yet to be seen in din's L'pps Marchers in Wales; and yet ap- 
peareth among ye Records of ye Tower, 28 E. 3, in Bundello 
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Eschartor', that yppon a commission graunted to certain com'- 
issioners to enquire whether there were any such customes 
used in Wales, yt is there found by oflBce that ye Lords of ye 
Marches of Wales had used ye same customes within their 
L^pps Marchers, tyme out of mind. 

It was alsoe in auntient tyme an especiall matter, and most 
Tudoubted and infallible signe to knowe ye Lo' iJ archers of 
Wales by, that ye K. and counsell in all weighty affairs, as for 
warrs, musters, guarding of ye sea coasts against forreine in- 
vasions, and other such like affayrs of importance touching 
matters of estate for Wales, used to write to ye lords of ye 
seu^all cuntreys and I'pps in Wales, as ye Queen and counsell 
used att this day to ye sheriffe, justice of peace, leiftenants of 
sheirs, charging them to haue speciall care vnto those I'pps 
and cuntreys which they then held of ye king, that ye peapl 
thereof were su£Scientlie armed, and ye sea coasts and their 
castles sufficientlie guarded with wach and ward, whereof 
there are dinars p^sidents to be seene among ye Records in ye 
Tower, this alsoe is plainlie expressed, and the same still 
ress^ued in ye statute of Wales, an^o 84 H. 8, cap. 26, where 
it is enacted, that all processe for vrgent affayrs were for ye 
causes aforesaid ; ffor other processe out of ye kings courts did 
neu' runne into Wales, and these processes were always 
directed to ye lords of ye manors and other gou^nors and 
stuards of ye I'pps (vt supra) for other oflBcers in Wales the 
king had not. 

-^soe, ye Lo^ Marchers being permitted to take vppon them- 
selnes all manor of regall and royall gou'nm^ some of them 
imitating ye king in certain of ye tenures of their freeholders, 
they created tenures to hold of them in capite, and enjoyed 
within their Lo' Marcher ouer and amonge their tenants the 
like p'rogatives as ye king did by his p'rogative royall 
within his realme, wheresoeu' this is found, yt is a great argum^t 
and manifest signe of a L'pp Marcher ; yet this not so co'on 
a matter as yt yt should be expected in ev'y Lo' Marcher, for 
in diu's I'pps ye same is not to be found ; but wheresoeuer ye 
same is found yt is a great confirmac'on that the same was a 
L'pp Marcher att ye tirst. Soe that by this which is before 
written ye most truest and surest marke or note to knowe a 
L'pp Marcher, is to see whether ye same was conquered from 
ye Princs of Wales in auntient time and holden of ye Kings of 
England before ye coming of ye priucipalitie to ye Kings of 
England ; and to knowe ye same ye most certeyn direction is 
to search ye auntientest inquisitions post mortem of those 
lords. 

Another apparant and infalible signe to know a L^pp 
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Marcher hj, is^ that ye escheator of Wales did in anntient 
tyme enqaier of ye tenure and find offices post mortem of ye 
lo^ of those I'pps, and that by writts and commission to him 
directed out of ye kings Chancery of England ; for as soone as 
ye marches of Wales was wholie subdued and woone by 
English lords and brought to hold of ye King of England^ fibr 
that the same Ppps were not in any shier in England^ and ye 
king had noe escheator to enquier of ye tenure of those Tpps, 
ye same, therefore, was laid vppon ye escheators of ye next 
English sheir adjoyning to those I'pps, by making him alsoe 
escheator of ye marches of Wales aswell as of ye English 
sheirs adjoyning; and soe that escheator had the charge^ 
care, and suruey of all L^pp Marchers that were holden of ye 
king, whoe by ye office of escheator of ye marches^ would 
come into any L^pp Marcher in Wales in what part soeuer ; 
and swear an enquest, and find an office, after ye death of any 
Lord Marcher; and enquier of ye value and tenure of his 
L'pp Marcher, whereas all offics of other manners yt were 
holden of the king as of ye principalitye, were found by vertue 
of writts or comission issuing out of ye kings exchequer att 
Carnaruan or Chester for North Wales, and of ye exchequer of 
Carmarthen or Cardigan for South Wales, or out of Pembroke 
for lands holden of ye king as ye earldome of Pembroke, ye 
like was for lands holden of ye king of any other L'pp Marcher, 
as Glamorgan, Brecknock, Denbigh, Bromfield, etc., but always 
offics of any anntient L'pp Marcher in Wales which was 
holden of ye king before ye principalitie of Wales came to ye 
crowne, ye same was always found by writt or comission ou6 
of ye kings Chancery in London, and vnd' ye great aeale of 
Engl^ and ye offices found uppon ye same returned into ye 
same court, whereof there are many to be found extant in ye 
Tower to this day of eu'y L'pp Marcher in Wules. 

And now to know ye difference att this day between a L'pp 
Marcher and another Tpp that is not; as ye case now standeth, 
ye one little differeth from ye other, only in these things that 
are reserued to L'pps Marchers and Lo' Royall by ye statute 
24 H. 8, cap. 9, against killing of weanelings, ye penalty is 
giuen to Lords Marchers, and by ye statute of 26 H. 8, cap 4, 
that Lo^ Marchers should haue ye defaults af those that ap- 
peare not att their courts, and by ye statut of 27 H. 8, cap. 26, 
they shall haue halfe of ye forfeture of comon mainprise recog- 
nisancs of ye peace, or appearance forfeted by their tenants, 
aunsweared them by ye sheriffs, mizes and proffitts of their 
t^ts, as they used to haue at their first entrie, and keepe and 
hold Court Baron, Court Leete, and Law dayes, and all things 
to ye same court belonging, and shall have within ye pr'cinct 
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of their Ppps and lawe dayes^ waifs, strays, infangtheef, and 
oiitfangtheefy treasure troue, and deodands and felons cattell, 
and of persons condemned or outlawed of ffelony or murther, 
and also wreck de mere, wharfage, and custome of straingers 
as they haue had in tymes past, as though such priuiledges 
were graunted to them by ye king by poynt of Charter. And 
re statut of 1 E. 6, cap. 10, for awarding of proclamac'ons into 
kVales vppon suits out of ye Kings Bench and common place, 
ye libertyes, interest, and pr^heminence of Lo' Marchers is 
saved by prouiso, and by ye statut of 1 and 2 P. and M., cap. 
15, the self same things as is graunted them before by ye statuts 
of 27 H. 8, cap. 26, is to them here confirmed, which in effect 
is all the difference that is be found between a L'pp Marcher 
and another Tpp that was not of that prerogative, which are 
left as memorialls to ye posterity to know which were Lord- 
shipps Marchers in former auncient tymes. 

And now to know whie these Ppps were first called L'ps 
Marchers and Lords of ye Marches of Wales (for soe shall ye 
find them called in most auncient records), seeing diu's and 
many of them are farr from those parts, which we now call ye 
Marches of AVales ; and placed in ye very hart and center of 
Wales, and some in ye most remote and furthest parts of 
Wales, ye cause whie was for that att ye first these L'pps 
Marchers, first of all other placs, beganne in ye Marches of 
Wales next adjoy'ing to England. For ye lords of England 
first of all beganne after ye conquest to subdue those parts 
nearest vnto them, and to take from ye Welchmen those 
cuntreys next adjoy'ing to England which was and now is 
called ye M'ches of Wales, being alsoe ye best and cheefest 
soyl of all Wales, and there when diu's lords had wonne diuers 
cuntreys, and made Tpps thereof, they were called Lords of 
the Marches, and in time, by ye corruption of speech, they wero 
called Lo' Marchers by omitting ye sillables (of the), and 
insteed thereof adding ye letter r to ye word marches, and 
making yt Lords Marchers for ease of speech; and therein 
the Marchers are ye most auncient L'pps Marchers to be 
found, for ye Welshmen inhabeting near att hand were wont 
to make sodein invasions vppon ye Kings of England subjects 
next vnto them, and oftentimes would take them prisoners, 
sometimes bum townes and villags, take away their goods, and 
invade their cuntreys with open hostilitye. Which greate. 
injuries first forced ye K's of Engl^ vppon ye humble com- 
plaint of their subjects, to take in hand to subdue ye cuntrey, 
and then did sett diuers of the noblemen to subdue first those 
parts which did most annoy him ; and, therefore^ first there 
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were nery strong townes and citfyes built in those qnarters 
that then were ye limitts of both cuntreys, viz., vppon ye river 
of Seaoeme, as namely Bristoll, Gloncest'r, Worster, Sallop, 
and Chester vppon ye riuer Dee, as formerlie is said all townes 
of great force ; and there were great and mightye subjects 
placed as men fittest of fforce and abilitye to defend and annoy 
ye Welshmen, as may well appear by ye auntient earles of 
townes and cyttyes. Then did these noblemen and earles of 
those townes, hauing once formelie seated themselues in stronge 
fortifications, proceed further into Wales, and wonne many 
Fpps, as Clifford ye Hay, Abergauenny, Chepstow, Monmouth, 
Vsk, Newporte, Skynfraith and Buelt, Brecknock and Rad- 
norsheir, and came not further by land that wayes ; and this 
was not done by one army, nor att once, but at many and 
sundrye times from year to yeare, and by seu'all and sundrie 
lords, ye like did ye Earls of Chester, Sallop, and other for 
Mountgomery hedewin, Clum, Osestrye, Whittington, Ha- 
warden, and Elsmere, and ye rest towards Chester. 

And to ye end ye Welshmen might not at any hand be free, 
but occupied one euV side, that their fores should one eu'y 
side be disperced, and their cuntrey at one instant be inuaded ; 
diu's of ye English lords did attempt to inviron ye cuntrey of 
Wales, and by water brought great armyes, and invaded and 
subdued great cuntreys one ye sea coast of Wales as ye I'pp of 
Glamorgan, ye I'pp of Gower, ye I'pp of Elidwelly, Langham, 
Lanstephon, ye earldom of Pembrook, ye Tpp of Kemise, 
which was ye furthest of Wales yt was subdued by any Lo' 
Marcher that way vppon ye north sea coast, whoe was forced 
always to confront ye Princes of Wales, for yt he was next 
unto the cuntrey of Cardigansheir, and daylie subject to their 
sodein invasion, and therefore stood in most danger of all ye 
Lord Marchers of Wales ; from ye riuer Seicey in South Wales 
to ye riuer of Corwy in North Wales was there noe Lo' 
Marcher; but ye same cuntreys remayned wholie to ye Prince 
of Wales vntill ye principalitye came to ye crowne. 

And this word Lo' Marcher, or Lords of ye Marches of 
Wales was not onlye proper to l^pps within those parts which 
now are counted to be in ye Marches of Wales only, but yt 
was alsoe applied, spoken, and meant of all such I'pps as was 
subdued by ye English lords and taken from ye Princs of 
Wales, and holden of ye King of EngU in cheif, in what part 
soeu' the same Tpp lay, yen wear in ye furthest parts of 
Wales, or in ye hart or inland of Wales, as appeareth plainly, 
for yt ye escheator in auncient tyme in ye sheirs of Gloster, 
Hereford, Sallop, and Wigom, whoe was alsoe escheator of ye 
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Marches of Wales, as appeareth by diuers inquisitions found 
before them, which by reason they were escheators of the 
Marches of Wales, did enquier of ye tenure of L'pps Marchers 
in all parts of Wales, as in Glamorgan shier, Carmarthen sheir, 
Pembrook shier, and of all other sheirs in Wales where any 
L'pps Marchers were; and by this means ye escheator of ye 
Marches of Wales in ye times of E. 1, E. 2, and E. 3, and other 
kings tymes, and did enquier after ye death of Londres and ye 
Duke of Lancaster for ye tenure of Kydwelly and Cornwllon ; 
after ye death of ye Earls of Pembrooke for ye Earldome of 
Pembrook after ye death of Sir Will'm Marty n and others for 
ye Lordship of Kemys, after ye death of ye Lord of Abergagny 
and Brecknock, and did come into those parts and lordshipps, 
and sate in execution of their office to enquier thereof, whereby 
yt appeareth that this word Marches of Wales (as touching ye 
matter we now treat of) was taken to extend to all Wales 
subdued by ye Lo' Marchers, and not stinted to these parts 
which we now call ye Marches, being next adjoy'ing vnto 
England, and was ye first part subdued and brought subject to 
Engl' by ye means aforesaid, and was ye means and cause that 
they were called Lo' of ye Marches, and afterwards Lo' 
Marchers. 

And that this word Marches of Wales was taken for euery 
part of Wales soe subdued by any Engl' lord yt is euident bv 
ye statut of 27 H. 8, cap. 26, which saith that the statute shall 
not be prejudicial! to S'r Walter Deuoreux, knight of ye office 
of ye stuardshipp of Buelts, in ye Marches of South Wales, 
which Lo' of Buelts is in ye hart of Wales, in ye countye of 
Brecknock, and not in those parts that we. now call by ye 
name of Marches of Wales. 

Alsoe in ye lOth y' of H. 4 yt is found by ye escheator of 
Herefordsheir, by an office found after ye death of John Tutchett 
Lo' Audley as followeth: Dicunt quod pMict' Johannes Tutchett 
ch^l^r tenuit in Marchia Walliae p'dict comitat' adjacent, me- 
dietat' Castri et dominii de Neuport in Kemes, et tenet' de 
domino Rege in capite p* seruitium militare, which lordsh' of 
Kemis and ye Castl* of Newport lieth in ye furthest part of 
Pembrooksh' vppon ye sea coast, and yet was yt said to be in 
ye Marches of Wales, Comitat' Hereford adjacent, for none 
other cause but for that yt was a L'pp Marcher, and was first 
subdued by an Engl' lord, and soe came to be holden of ye 
king as ye lordshipps that lay in ye marches were att the first ; 
and therefore, and for this cause did ye Lordshipps Marchers 
first take their name were they neuer soe far in ye hart of 
Wales, yf they came to be subdued as ye Lordships Marchers 
first were, and were Lo'ps Marchers indeed. 
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Alsoe this poynt is much manifested by ye inqaisition taken 
before ye comMss'oners appoynted for that purpose 28 E. 3, 
before mentioned, touching intestate goods, and yt appeareth 
by auntient charter of Tenbye, made by Amer de Valence, 16 
E. 2, and ye charter of Hauerford "West, made by E. 1, An^o 
Reg". 19, that they released ye same custome to their burgesses 
of those townes, and Sir Nicholas Martyn did ye like to his 
t*ts of Kemys and yet yt is manifest that Tenby, Hauerford 
^Yest and Kemys are not neare the parts next England, but in 
ye remotest and farthest part of "Wales. 

The like is found by ye office vppon ye attaynd'r of James, 
Earl of Wiltshier, to be used and done in Laugharne, an'o 5 
E. 4, which is alsoe in Carmarthenshire vppon ye sea coast ; 
soe that yt appeareth that Domiu' in Marchia Walliae was 
then vnderstood of euery L'pp Marcher in Wales in what part 
soeuer. 

And now I will end here with aunswearing a doubt which 
I haue heard mooved of diuers, which was that ye riuer of 
Seuerne was ye auntient bound and limitt between Cambria, 
now called "Wales, and England, while all ye land that is ouer 
ye said riuer of Seauerne, viz., all Herefordsh^, and soe much 
beyond Seauerne as was part of ye auntient countryes of Glos- 
ter, Sallop, and "Worstershiers, had not been diuided into 
L'pp Marchers, as ye rest of Wales was ; for yt is certein that 
a great part of Glostersh', some other part of Worstersh*, 
and some part of Shropsh', longe before ye statute of 27 H. 8 ; 
alsoe ye auntient sheir of Hereford is wholie beyond Seauerne, 
and yet it was not deuided into L'pp Marchers as ye rest of 
the marches was that was soon sithence ye Conquest tyme. 
To know ye cause of this, you must und^stand that soe much 
of Wales beyond Seauerne as made ye auncient county of 
Hereford, and soe much alsoe beyond Seauerne as was aun- 
tientlie part of ye countryes of Gloster, Wigorne, and Sallop, 
was long before ye Conquest woone from ye "Welchmen, viz., 
in, or shortlie after, ye time of Oflfa, K. of Mercia ; and all 
ye Welchmen cleerlie expelled there hence, and ye county 
now planted with Englishmen, and this was long before ye 
deviding of England into sheirs, and ye same was then an- 
nexed and became part of ye kingdom of Mercia, and soe as 
parcell of that kingdome yt came to ye hands of K. Alfred, 
whoe first deuided Engl' into sheirs, and, therefore, he finding 
yt ready subdued, and ye Welchmen expelled, made noe dif- 
ference between yt and that which was one this side Seauerne, 
but did deuide that with ye rest into sheirs, and soe added 
some part thereof to ye sheirs of Gloster, Worster, and Sallop, 
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and made je whole sheir of Hereford, all beyond ye Seaaeme^ a 
slieir of y t self, for heerin I find difference between conquer- • 
ing of Wales by ye Saxons and ye Norman kings, for soe much 
of Wales as ye Saxon kings did winne, they then did yt them-' 
selues, and att their owne charge and to their owne use, and 
did not suffer their subjects to deal therein. But when the 
Normans K's came and had poss'on of ye whole realme of 
EngF, ye Conqueror att his first coming contented himself 
with ye realme of Engl', and thought himself well spedd to 
haue soe good successe in ye conquest thereof; and all his 
tyme did not bend much of his fore's against Wales, more 
then he was forced to doe by their inuading of his peapl and 
countrey ; and so his issues after, him being much buiseed with 
keeping their cuutreys in France in quiett, were not soe well 
able to attend warrs one euery side, and that those cuntreys of 
Wales yt were subdued were rough and hillie, and hard to 
uanquish, they thought it a better poUicie to giue to their no- 
bilitye such part thereof as they could conquer and subdue 
whiles they did attend warrs in other plac's, which ye Saxon 
K's neuer did. Soe that there was neuer any Fpp in Wales 
woone by any subject but such as was sitfaence the coming of 
William ye Conqueror, and that Herefordsheir and such parts 
of the other three sheirs afforesaid, as lieth beyond the Sea- 
uerne, and was parcell of ye auntient shers, was not wonne 
from ye Welchmen sithence ye Conquest (as some doe sup- 

f)ose and would infeer) may appear manifestlie by one manor or 
'pp in Herefordsh' called Virchinfeild, being one of the furthest 
parts of that sheir towards Wales, is auntient demesne lands, 
of which kind there none to be found in all England, but such 
• as was in ye pou' of King Edward ye Confessor, before the 
conquest of William ye Conqueror, which argueth plainlie 
that yt must be woone from ye Welchmen by ye Saxon kings 
before ye Conquest, and that yt was by all likelihood made a 
sheir when King Alfred first diuided all England into sheirs, 
and that yt is noe newe sheir as some doe imagine, because yt 
lieth oner Seauerne, and was within ye bounds of auntient 
Cambria. 

An ahstract of diu's records found in ye Tower, where ye "kings 
in auntient tyme wrote to diuers Lo' Marchers in Wales, 
and peapl of those Vpps, touching affayres required of them 
in respect of their Vpps, which they held of ye king, as foU 
hweth--^ 

King E. 1, in ye 11 y'r of his raigne, att which tyme he 
brought bis great and ye last army that was in Wales, and in 
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which ye last Prince Llaellin was slaine, and when ye king 
first came to ye poss'on of ye principalitie of Wales, ye king 
and his army being att Aberconwey, fearinge ye scarcetye of 
victualls that might ensue, wrote to ye officers of all ye good 
townes and countreys in South Wales, that were form erlie sub- 
dued by ye Lords Marchers, and were att ye kings com- 
maundem' that they should cause victualls to be brought out 
of all parts of Mountgomery in Quindena PascaB next follow- 
ing, to furnish ye army, where he write th to ye chief townes 
in euVy L'pp M/cher, and to some L'pps Marchers themselues 
as followeth.

Heer is to be noted that ye kinge write not heer to any p't 
of ye 6 sheirs that is part of ye principality of Wales, but 
only to such parts of Wales as was subdued by ye Lords 
Marchers, and which were his tenants, and held their Tpps 
im'ediatelie of ye king. Yet we must think that the. K. had 
alsoe men out of ye principalitye lands to seme him in these

MODERN STATE OF THE PRINCIPALITY OF WALES.

Edward the Third, in a Parliament holden at Westminster, 
in the fifteenth year of his reign, created Edward his eldest 
son, surnamed the Black Prince, Prince of Wales, being then 
of tender years, and invested him in the said Principality with 
these ensigns of honour, and as in the charter is contained, 
per sertum in capite et annulum in digito aureum, ac virgam 
argentum juxta morem : By a chaplet of gold, made in the 
manner of a garland, for the word sertum importeth, by a 
gold ring set on his finger, and by verge, rod, or sceptre of 
silver, howbeit, in the investiture of the succeeding princes, 
this rod or sceptre (as appeareth by the charters of their 
several creations) was changed into a verge of gold. 

The said ring, for the better maintenance of tne said Prince, 
his son in honourable support, according to such his state and 
dignity, gave vnto him by his charter, dated the Twelfth of 
May, in the seventh year of his reign of England, and in the 
fourth year of his reign of France, and enrolled in the Ex- 
chequer in the term of S. Hillary, in the eighteenth year of 
the said King Edward the Third, the said principality, and 
the manors, lordships, castles, and lands ensuing to appertain 
to the said principality, viz. : — 

All his lordships and lands in North Wales, West Wales, 
and South Wales. 

1. The lordship, castle, town, and country of Carnarvon. 

2. The lordship, castle, and town of Conway. 

3. The lordship, castle, and town of Crucketh. 

4. The lordship, castle, and town of Bewmarish. 

5. The lordship, castle, and town of Hardlagh. 

6. The lordship, castle, and towns and counties of Anglesey 
and Merioneth. 

7. The lordship, castle, town, and county of Caermardin. 

8. The lordship, castle, and town of Lampadervaur. 

9. The lordship and stewardship of Cantermawer. 
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10. The lordship, castle, town, and county of Cardigan. 

11. The lordship, castle, and town of Emelyn. 

12. The loi'dship, castle, and town of Buelt. 

13. The lordship, castle, and town of Haverford. 
14 The lordship, castle, and town of Montgomery. 

And all the lands that were of Bice ap Meridick,^ which 
came to the lands of King Edward the First, together with 
all the lordships, cities, castles, boroughs, towns, manors, 
members, hamlets, lands, tenements, knights-fees, voy dances 
of Bishopricks, advowsons of churches and of abbies, priories, 
and of hospitals, with customs and prisages of wines ; the 
e.xercise and execution of justice, and a chancery, forests, 
chaces, parks, woods, warrens, hundreds, comots, etc., and 
all other hereditaments, as well vnto the said principality as 
unto the said king in those parts then belonging. 

To have and to hold the same vnto the said prince and his 
heirs, kings of England.

PAPERS RELATING TO THE GOVERNiEENT OF 

WALES. HEN. VIII. JAC. I. 

{The fore-edge of this MS. is burnt away.) 

PROUIDED that Walshman, when born borne there, shall 

purchase landes and tents in the Salop, Bridgenorth, Ludlow, 

Leomynster, Hereford nor other marchaunt towns joyn- 

ing to the Marches of Wales suburbs of the same. 

That no such Walshman be chosen or receaued to be citizen 
or in any cytie, bonrrough, or marchaunt town. 

That such Walshmen as alredy be, in any such cytie, bour- 
rough» or franchised towne, citizens or burgesses, shall geue 
good caution for their loyaltie and well bearing, as well 

towardes the K. and his hey of his realme of England, as 

towardes the gouernours of such cities, townes, etc.: for safety 
of the same cities, bourroughes, etc., if the same Walshmen 
will dwell and remayne therein. 

'JTiat none of them be receaued to the office of mayor, 
baillif, chief constable, or warden of the portes, or of the 
gaite, nor to the common counsaile of such cities, bur- 
roughes, etc. 

Nor that he be in any wise made other occupier or officer 
in the 

Nor that any Walshmen beare any manner armor in any 
such citties, burroughes, etc. (Hen. IV, ca. 12, fol. 21.) 

That ypon complainte to the K. against the people of Wales 
making aaily and nightly incursions ypon the counties ad- 
ioyning to the Marches, taking distresses of horses, oxen, 
kyne, sheepe, swyne, and other goodes to a great number, 
which they carry to their seigniories where they be resiaunt, 

and withold to till gree be made at their will, and that as 

well of such as haue not offended others. '(2 H. IV, ca. 16.) 

And that the people of Wales do dailly arrest the people of 
those counties combing with their marchandizes or other 

I 
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their goodes and catties, affirming p against them of detts, 

couenants, trespasses, and other acco'ns, wherof they be 
parties nor pledges, to thend to grieue them by oatragioas 
amercements and etc. 

The K., for remedy to those mischiefs, prouided that if any 

people of. counties be arrested and griened as aforesaide. 

Maintenaunt tres testimonies should be made, reciting their 
grieuances to the gouemors or stewardes, where such offendors 
be resiaunt with their goods or cattails receaued in Wales, 

vnder the or of the mayors or bailliffs of the cities 

and burroughes, or stewardes of franchises where the people 
grieued be dwellinge. That the gouemors or stewardes of 
Wales may cause their distresses, goodes, or cattals so taken 
or arrested, to be deliuered vnto them. 

And if they make not deliuery within seuen days after re- 
quest to them so made; then to be lawfuU to the English 
people grieued to arrest all men that come with the goodes 
and cattail of them of the seigniories of Wales, where such 
offendors be inhabiting or resiaunt, and the same to detayne 
till full agreement be made to the parties grieued with their 
mises, costes, and expenses, together with their distresses, 
goodes, and catties. 

Prouided that if any Walshmen enter into any of the coun- 
ties adioyning to the borders or marches in England, and do 
bume, kill, rauish, or com'itte any other felony or trespas, 
whereof he is attainted within the realme of England by the 
lawes there by outlagary or abjuration, and repaireth into 
Wales, and abideth there. (H. IV, ca. 17.) 

That vpon the certificate and recordes to be made by the 
justices of the K. in Engl, before whome they shall be so 
convicte, vnder their seales, to the lords and mynisters where 
such felons shall be found in Wales ; fynall execution be made 
vpon the same felons, by those U's, or mynisters. 

Prouided that the Lords of the Marches of Wales shall kepe 
sufficient warde in their castles and seigniories in Wales, that 
no losse, riott, nor damage come to the K. or his realme, nor 
any of his Hege people, by their tenaunts, resiaunts, nor other 
Walshmen in their defaulte, etc. 

Prouided that no whole Englishman, by the space of three 
yeers following, should be convicte at the suite of any Walsh- 
man in Wales, but by the judgement of English justices, or 
by the judgement of whole Englishmen burgesses, or by 
enquests of burroughes, townes, and Englishmen of the seig- 
niories, where such Englishmen be arrested. 

Prouided that no Wulshman be receaued to purchase lands 
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or tenets in Engl., nor within the burroughes or English 
j townes in Wales, vpon paine to forfeiete the same purchases 
/ to the lords of whome the same be holden, as the estatt which 
' the purchaser had therein. 

That no Walshman be accepted burges, nor have any other 
libHy within the realme, nor within the burroughes or townes 
aforesaide. 

Provided that no Englishman liege to the within 

Tranches or without, in any county, hundred, or courte 

Wales, of whatsoeuer estate, but by Englishmen, and of the 
most of good fame, not procured. (4 H. IV, ca. 26.) 

Nor that the English burgesses, which have marryed Walsh- 
women franchises with the English burgesses. 

Prouided, for theschewing of many mischiefes, happening 
in the land of Wales. By many wasters, rymers, mynstrells, 

and other vagabondes. That waster r}'mer, mynstrell, 

nor vagabond be in any wise susteyned in Wales to make 
Comerthies or gatherings vpon the people there. 

Prouided that no congregations be suffered to be made by 

the Walshmen place in Wales, to make or take any 

counsaile, vnles it be for an euident necessary cause, and 

by licence of the chief officers and mynisters of the sa 

seigniory, where such thing shall be donne, and in the pre- 
sence of the sa officers and ministers. (4 Hen. IV, ca. 28.) 

That no man be armed, nor beare defensible armor, to mar- 

chaunt townes ci nor congregations in the same, nor in 

the highe wayes, in affray of the peac the Eg. liege 

people. 

That no Englishman, nor Welshman, of what estate or con- 
dition soeuer, send bring by colour of marchaundize or 

othenvise, any victuall or arms to any of Wales, without 

the speciall licence of the K. or his counceil, vnles for 

stuffing and enstoring of castles or English townes, vpon 
paine of forfeiture of the same, etc. (4 H. IV, ca. 80.) 

That in euery part of the marches of Wales, and townes of 
the marches, there be English constables to enquire, serch, 
and arrest all such victualls and armor. Those constables to 
haue the sixth parte of the forfeittures by them found. 

That no Walshman haue castle, fortres, or house defensiue 

of his owne, nor of to kepe, otherwise then was vsed in 

the time of K. Edward the conqueror of vpon payne of 

forfeitture of the same. Except bishops and other tem 

j lords for their own bodies. (4 H. IV, ca. 31.) 

. . . . be made justice, chamberlen, chauncellor, trea- 
surer, sherif, atewarde, constable of castle, reccauor, escheator. 
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coroner, nor chief forester, nor otlier oflScer, nor keeper of the 
recordes, nor h'eatenaunt in any of the saide offices^ in any parte 
of Wales^ nor of connsaile of any English lord^ notwithstanding 
any patent made to the contrary, with this clause (non ob- 
stante quod sit Wallicus natus). Ezceptt bishops in Wales, 
and of tnose and others whome the K. hath found his good 
and lawful liege people, he will to be advised by his counsel!. 

That for the more sufficient custody of the land of Wales, 
and to thend that a man may haue the better knowledge of 
the condition of the people there, the garrisons of the castles 
and walled townes there, be purveyed and stored sufficiently 
of valiant Englishmen, straungiers to the seigniories, where 
such castles be sett. And not of any man mixte of the parties 
or seigniories in Wales, or the marches of the same, till the land 
of Wales be otherwise justified and appeased. (H. IV, ca. 33.) 

That no Englishman married to any Welshwoman of the 
am'ity or alyaunce of Owen ap G-lendeur, traitor to the K., 
or to any other Welshwoman after the rebellion of the said 
Owen, or in tyme to come marrieth himself to any Walsh- 
woman, be put in any office in Wales, or in the marches therof. 

That touching felonies and robenes done within any seig- 
niory of Southwales, the people of the countrey where such 
felons be borne, receaued or dwellinge, shall take the same 
felons and bring them to the gaile of the same countrey where 
they shall be taken, orels they shall be charged, and make 
satisfaction of the felonies and roberies to the parties grieued, 
and that by the award of the Lo' of the same seigniory. 

That no theef nor felon in Wales openly knowen be suflFered 
to disclayme oute of the seigniory where the felony was donne. 
And that such disclayming be vtterly eschewed and put 
oute. 

And that as well the said theeues openly known as other 
theeues be put to answer as pryvy to the euditements or ac- 
cusations in the same seigniory where the theeues be taken, 
withoute being deliuered by disclaiming, or by Tres of marq' 
in any manner. 

That wheras in the tyme of this rebellion in Wales 

lawfull leige people, as well English as Walshmen, haue been 

in Wales vpon correction of rebells there, vpon com- 

raaundment of the and his counsaill ; at which tyme 

some of the rebells, as well on horse foote, found armed 

and making warre, against their faith and allegeance, were 
slayne, and other some maymed, beaten, wounded, taken, and 
imprisoned, and their goodes and catties carried away by the 
saide liege people, for the cause aforesaid as was lawfull, as 
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by his Ma^ty and his couacell hath been heretofore ordeyned 
in that behalfe. (H. V, ca. 6.) 

Many of these rebells, notwithstanding being yet a lyne, 
and other nexte of blonde, unto those rebells so deade, with 
their friends^ nowe make dailly quarrells and great pursaite 
against theis faithfull liege people dwelling or resiaant in those 
partes, and in the shires next to Wales^ surmising in them 

that such things as aforesaid to themselues or to their 

cousens or frendes, falsly haue donne ; wherby they demaund 
of these faithfull liege people amends, threatning other- 
wise to be auenged therof, wherby these faithfull leige people 
be many times grieuously vexed in many parties and lordships 
in Wales, some by enditements, accusements, or impeache- 
ments, and some by menasses^ distresses taken^ and some by 

their body taken and imprisoned they haue made gree 

to them in that behafife ; or that they would then of the 

death of such rebells so slayne, by one assach^ after the cus- 
tome of Wales, viz. : by the oathe of three hundred men, and 

of all such other trespas before specified, them acquite, 

to the great damage and distruction of the said faithfull liege 
people and euill example, etc. 

it is therefore ordeyned that such quarreill, action, and 
demaunde be made from henceforth by arte nor by engine, 
to any of theis faithfull liege people by any of them which 

haue beene rebells, nor by their adherents, be he con' 

alye, or frend, nor by any other; vpon payne to paye the 

partie gra his treble damages, and to be imprisoned by 

the space of two yeres after he convicte ; and further to 

pay fine and ransome before he be delyuered. 

That forasmuch as since the rebellion of the Walshmen 

lately reform many of the rebells of Wales, with other 

their adherents, with force and armes in the manner of warre, 
sometimes by day and sometimes by nighte, haue come into 
the counties of Salop, Hereford, and Glouc'r, and other places 
there hid and lodged, haue traiterously and feloniously taken 
many of the K.'s liege people, some riding about their mer- 
chaundizes, and doing their buissynes, and some in their 
howses, where they were abiding in Gods peace and the kings. 

And those liege people so taken haue carryed oute of their 
couutrey to diners partes of Wales, and them haue witholden 
and kepte in the mounteynes of those partes of Wales, halfe a 
yecre together, sometimes moi*e, and sometimes lesse, till they 
haue itiunsomed themselues at c H., and some more after their 
rate, as in tyme of warrc, to the greiite damage and mischief 
of the people of those counties, etc. 
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The K.^ for remedy, established that the justices of peace, 
within the counties of England^ assigned for the time^ shall 
haue power to enqaier heere^ and determyne all manner of 
such treasons and felonies^ as well at the K/s suite as at the 
parties. 

So that if such oflfendors will not appere before those jus- 
tices to aunswere as the lawe requireth, till they be, according 
to the custom e of the realme, outlawed ; then those justices 
shall certify by their I'res vnder the scales, the officers of the 
seignioryes, in which such outlawes be withdrawen, abiding or 
resiaunt, of the outlagary upon them so pronounced. 

And that those officers, vpon that certificate, take the bodies 
of those outlawes, and do execution ypon them in the same 
seigniory as the lawe requireth, without fine or raunsome, 
etc. 

That wheras diners persons dwelling in Wales and in the 
marches thereof, endited and outlawed of treasons and felonies, 
come into the county of Hereford, to cities and burroughes, 
faires and marketts, and to other places within that county, 
sometime by nighte, and there sell, buy marchaundize and tary 
by two, three, four dayes or more, at their will, and after re- 
turne into their owne countrey without grieuaunce, impeache- 
ment, or execution of the lawe made vpon them by the sherif, 
his ministers, or any other person. 

By reason that the sherif and his mynisters oftentymes hane 
no knowledge of their persons, nor of their beinge within the 
county ; ana other persons, some for fauour and amity, and 
some for doubte of hurte ; by reason of which not doing of 
due execution of the lawe. Those outlawed and endited per- 
sons, and other offenders of Wales and the marches, doubte 
not to come, slea, bume, robbe, and . to do other offences in 

that county, to the p'petue norishment of the commons 

of the same. 

The K. graunted by authority aforesaid, that if the sheriff, 
or any sheriPs mynisters, mayor, and baillifs of townes and 
burroughes, any other person conuersaunt in that county, 

knowe and see any such person or outlawed in any place 

within that county ; that he shall arrest, take brin^ him 

to the jaile of that county, and there delyuer him to the jailor, 
according to the laws of this realme. 

And if any such person indited or outlawed will disobey the 
arrest to be made as aforesaid, that he against whom such dis- 
obeisaunce is made, shall leauy hue and crye. 

That eucry person that is conuersaunt within that county, 
that hccreth the hue and crye, shall come and aide him that 

I 
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leauyed the same hue and crye to t the ofTendor^ and 

thei-in to do their best endeu'or to their power. 

Yf they cannot take him^ then to foUowe and pursue him 
oute of that county with hue and crye. 

That the sherifiF, under-sherif, and their mynisters, mayor, 

and bayllifes saunt, and heering of such hue and cryes, 

shall make due execution of the same ordinaunce according to 
their power, vpon payne, etc. 

That the justices of peace in that county shall haue power 

to enquire heer determyne vpon the defaultes and necli - 

gences in that behalfe, etc. 

And that the Statute of Westm'r, touching such like matter, 
be put in due on, etc. 

That the K., hauing by authority of Parliament, ratified 

and com' all manner of statutes made in any Parlyament 

against Walshraen, before that t not repealed ; by au- 
thority aforesaid ordeyned that all grauntes of . . . . fraunchises, 
marketts^ faires, and other lib^ties, to buye or to sell, to bale 

or and to sell within the townes of North Wales, made 

to any Walshman before ...... tyme shal be voide and of no 

value. (25 H. VI, ca. 1.) 

And that all the K.'s villeins within North Wales shall be 
bound and constra . . , . . to do such labours and sernices as of 
righte and of auncient tyme they haue do. Notwith- 
standing any graunt made vnto them, or any veage of litter 
time the contrary. 

That such ofl5cers shall have power to compell them ther- 
unto as haue laufullie vsed to doe before this tyme. 

The Statute of Westm'r, made in a' 20 Dec. Regis, upon 
the grieuous complaints of the commons of the counties of 
Hereford, Glouc'r and Salop, adjoyning to the marches of 
Wales, and of the counties of Somerset, Bristowe, and Chester. 
That if the goods and cattaills of any of the people of those 
counties were wrongfully taken in any of those counties by 
any men of Wales, and out of those counties into Wales, or 
into the marches of Wales, conveyed, carried, brought, or 
retayned ; such taking or takings, receipts, abettments, or 
holding of such offences, shall be judged hye treason ; and 
whosoever therof shall be attainted, shal be taken and judged 
as traitors to the K 

That the justices of peace, in their sessions in those counties, 
shall haue power to enquier, and there to determyne of all 
such offendors, their abettors and receuors, and to make pro- 
cess against the persons so endited by two capias and an 
exigent, entry capias, conteyning the space of two monthes 
betwixt the date therof and the retourne of the same.

That mention be made of those writts of capias, that the 
sherifs of the counties for the time being shall make procla- 
mation in their counties, that they be indited, shall appere 
before those justices in their sessions, to aunswere the matters 
conteyned in those enditements. 

Prouided that the Lords Marchers, of whome such offenders, 
their abettors and receauors, shall hold their lands and ten'ts» 
shall haue the forfeiture therof, and of their goodes and cat- 
tailles found within their seigniories, after they shal be at- 
teinted of such offences; and that this ordenance should con- 
tynue for six yeeres then nexte ensuing. 

The K., by the aduise and consent aforesaid, willeth that 
the same ordeaaunce shall endure fore six yeeres more, etc. 

A prouision against perjury of offences vpon trialls in 

the Tps marchers in Wales ; a diners adherents, frends, 

and kinsfolkes, resorting to such jurors them to acquit 

such offenders. (H. VIII, ca. 4.) 

By swearing of the kepers of juries, according to the 

generall custo in vse in England, for the true keping of 

them from spetch of any, and from and other relief vntill 

verdict be giuen, etc. 

The punishm't of these keeper's defaults, referred to the 
iusticiar, stewarde, lieutenant, or other oflScer, within Wales 
or the marches, before whome the same shall happen. 

And of the jurors that offend, to the Lo' President and 
counsel! in the marches, for the tyme being, etc. 

That forasmuch as the people of Wales, and the marches of 
the s . . . . not dreading the good and wholesome lawes and 

statutes of this realme of long time continued and per- 

seuered in committing of diuers and manifold thefts, murders, 
rebellions, wilful! burnings of howses, and other haynous and 
abominable malefacts, to the highe displeasure of God, disquiet 
of the K.'s well disposed subjects, and disturbaance of the 
publiq' weale, which so deeply rooted and fixed in those 
people, as not like to cease vnles some sharpe correction and 
punishment for redresse therof be prouided. (26 H. VIII, ca. 6.) 

The K., therefore, by authoritie of p'liaraeut, etc., ordeyned 
that .... and singular person or persons, dwelling or resiaunte 

within Wales or lordships marchers of the same, from 

time to time at all times herafter such monition and 

warning giuen for the courts to be kepte in Wales, or in 

the lordships marches, as before this time hath been vsed, shall 

parsonally rep' resorte, and appere before the iustice, 

steward, lieutenaunt, or other ofBcer, at all and euery sessions, 
courte and courts, to be holden befoi'e the same j . . . . steward. 
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or other officer^ in any whatsoeaer castle, fortress, or other 
place within Wales, or within the precincte, lymitts, and juris- 
dictions of euery the lordships marchers, or seignitories afore- 
said, or the marches of the same, as by that justice, steward, 
or other officer shal be appointed. 

And then and there shall gene his or their personall attend- 

aunce to do execute, and accomplish all and euery thing 

and things, which to him or them sh . . . . apperteyne, ypon 
payne of such fines, forfeictures, and amercements, as shall be 
afferred, assessed and taxed by the justice, steward, or other 
officer to the K.'s . . . . Yf it be within any of the K.'s Lordships 
Marchers ; and if it be within other L^ps Marchers, then to 
the vse of the lord of the same Lordship Marcher for the time 
being, to be leuied by waye of distres» of the goodes and 
catties of euery p'son not appeering at those courts, or not 

doing their dutie as abouesaid ; as the officers in the 

Lordships Marchers in Wales haue sondry tymes heretofore 
vnlawfully exacted the K/s subiects within such Tps where 
they haue had rule or authority, by many and sundry wayes 
and meanes, and also committed them to strei^hts, duresse, 
and imprisonment, for small and lighte fayned causes, and 
extortiously compelled them to pay them fines for their re* 
demptions, contrary to the lawe. 

That therfore if any steward, lieutenaunt, or any other 
officer of any Lordship Marcher do faine procure or ymagen 
any vntrue surmise againste any person or p'sons that shall 
so giue their parsonall attendaunce before them at such courte 
or courtes, and vpon the same vntrue surmise com'itte them 
to any laress of imprisonment contrary to the lawe, or con- 
trary to the true or laudable custome of that lordship, that 
then, vpon suite made vnto the K.'s commissioners, or counsell 
of the Marches, for the time being, by any such person or per- 
sons so imprisoned, or by any of their frends ; that then the 
said commissioners or counsell sliall haue full power and auc- 
thority to send for such steward, lieufenaunt or officer, and 
also for the person or persons so imprisoned. 

And if the same person or persons so imprisoned can eui- 
dently proue before the said counsell, by good and substantial! 
witness or otherwise, that his imprisonment was vpon any 
fained surmise, without cause reasonable or lawfuU ; that theu 
the same com'issioners shall haue full power and aucthority to 
assesse the said officer to pay to the said person or persons 
wrongfully imprisoned sixe shillings eight pence for euery 
day of their imprisonment or more, by the direction of the 
said com'issioners, according to the hurtes and behauio'r of 
the person or persons imprisoned. 
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And that the same comVs shall sett further fine vpon the 
said officer, to be paid to the K.'s vse, as by their discretions 
shal be thought conuenient. 

And in case the said oflBcers do refuse to appere before the 
same commissioners incontinent, after any commaundment to 
them directed and deliuered, after any such complaint made to 
the same commissioners; that then those commissioners shall 
haue full power and aucthority, vpon euery defaulte made by 
any officer or oflScers, to assess and set vpon every such officer 
making defaulte, such fine or fines as be leuied to the K.'s vse, 
as by their discretions shal be thought convenient. 

And that the same com'rs shall haue full power and auc- 
thoritie to compell the said officer or officers, by way of im- 
prisonment, as well to pay such fine as shal be sett and taxed 
vpon them to the K/s vse, as to pay unto euery person or 
persons so imprisoned such som'es of money as they shal be 
seassed to pave for their wrong imprisonment. 

That no person or persons dwelling or resiaunt within "Wales, 
or the Lordships Marchers of the same, of what estate, degree, 
or condition soever, coming, resorting, or repay ring vnto any 
sessions or courte to be holden within Wales or any Lordships 
Marchers of the same, shall bring, or beare, or cause to be 
broughte or borne to the same sessions or courte, nor to any 
towne, church, fayer, markett, or other congregation (except 
vpon hue and cry, made of any felony or robery), nor in the 
highe wayes in affray of the K.'s peace or liege people ; any 
bill, longbowe, crossbowe, hangon, sword, staffe, daggar, hal- 
berd, morespike, speare, or any other or armor defensiue, 

vpon payne of forfeiture of the same, to suffer make fine 

and raunsome to the K., by the discretion of his commissioners 
of the .... time being ; excepte it be by commaundment, 

licence, or assent of those ju or other officers, or of those 

com*ers of counsell in the marches for the tyme being. 

That no person or persons from henceforth, without licence 

of the said writing, shall, within Wales, or the marches 

of the same, or in any shires adjoyning thervnto, requier, 
procure, gather, or leauy any commorth, bidale, tenaunts ale, 
or other collection or exaction of goodes, cattells, money, or 
any other thing, vnder colour of marryeng, or suffering of their 
children saying or singing their first masses, or getting of any 
priests or clarkes, or for redemption of any murder or other 
felony, or for any other cause, by what name or names soeuer 
they shall be called. 

Nor shall procure or make, or cause to be made, any games 
of running, wrestling, leapping, or any other games (the game 
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of shooting only esrcepted), vpon payne of one whole yeeres 
imprisonment of euery such offender, as well for making any 
such collection as any of the games aforesaid ; and further to 
make such fine, as by the discretion of the Com'rs of the 
Marches shall be thought conuenient. 

And that the Corners, by this act, shall have power and 
aucthoritye to hoere .... dotermyne the saide offences by their 
examynation. 

That no person or persons shall hereafter, at any time, cast 

any thing into any within Wales, or in the Lordships 

Marchers of the same, by the meane or name of an A .... by 
reason whereof the courte may be letted, disturbed or dis- 
continued for that time, vpon paine of one whole yeeres im- 
prisonment of any such offender, eta ; any custom heretofore 
vsed to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

That all sessions and courts, hereafter to be holden within 
Wales, or the Lordships Ma(rches) of the same, shalbe kepte 
within the surest and most peaceable place within the same 
Lordship Marcher, where the said justice, steward, or other 
officer shall a . . . . 
And for the punishment and speedie tryalls, as well of the 

counterfeito'rs of coyne curraunt .within this realme, 

washing, clipping, or mynishiuff of the same. As of all and 
singular felonyes, murders, wilfuU burning of howses, man- 
slaughter, robberies, burglaries, rapes, and accessaries of the 
same, and other offences, felonies, donne or committed within any 
Lordship Marcher of Wales : By the aucthor'y afore .... it is 
enacted, that the justices of the GaoU deliuery, and of the 
peace and eu .... of them for the tyme being, in the shire or 
shires of England, where the K's writte .... eth, nexte adioyn- 
ing to the same L'p Marcher or other place in Wales, where 
such counterfeicting, washing, clipping of any such coyne, or 
murder, hath beene or herafter shalbe com'tted or donne, or 
where any other felonies or a.ccessaries shalbe herafter 
committed or donne, shall have from henceforth full power and 
ancthoritie, at their sessions and gaoUe deliuery to enquier 
by verdicte of twelue men of the same shire or shires, next 
adioyning within England where the K.'s writte runneth ; 
there to cause all such counterfeiters, washers, clippers of 
money, felons, murderers, and accessaries to the same, to be 
indited according to the lawes of this lande, in like manner and 
form as if the same petty treasons, murders, felonies, and 
accessories to the same had been donne within any of the 
sheeres of this realme, and also to heere, determyne, and j . . . . 
the same according to the lawes of the realme.

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Thab all forreigne pleas, pleaded by any of the said malefac- 
tors, shal be tried and determyned in the said sheere or / 
sheeres^ and that the acqaittall and fine^ making for any of / 
the causes aforesaid, in any of the Lordships Marchers, shalbe 
no barre for any parson or persons being endited in the said 
shire or shires, within two yeeres nexte after any snch murder 
or felonye donno. 

Further, the said justices of peace and gaoll deliuery, and 
euery of them, shall haue full power and aucthority to award 
all manner of proces, as well of outlawry, as otherwise, against 
all and euery such offender so indicted, according to the 
custome and lawes used within the realme of England. 

That the said justices, or two of them, afore whome any 
such offenders shall happen to be outlawed or atteinted by 
outlawry, shall ym'ediatly vpon the same outlagary or attendor 
directe and send unto the K/s officer of his L'ps Marchers, or 
to their deputies, or vnto the Lords or Lordes Marchers of the 
same Lordship Marcher, or to his or their officer or officers, or 
to their deputies, wherein such offence, murder, or felony shall 
happen to be donne, or where any such offender, murderer, 
or felon shall happen to be resiaunt, a certificate vnder the 
scales of them, or two of them, of any such outlawry or at- 
teindor, commaunding them and euery of them by the same^ 
vnder payne of forfeicture of cli. to the K., to be leuyed as 
well of the goods, chattells, lands, and tenements of the same 
Lorde or Lords Marchers as of the goodes and chattells, landes, 
and tenements of the K/s officers there, to apprehende and 
attache, or cause to be apprehended and attached, the bodie 
or bodies of the same offender or offenders so outlawed or 
attainted, and them soufely to keepe or cause to be kepte, till 
such convenient tyme of the nexte sessions of the K.'s justices 
of his gaoll deliuery of that shire where such offender or 
offenders shall happen to be outlawed or attainted, as to the 
K/s officers of his L'ps Marchers, or to their deputies, or vnto 
the Lorde Marcher or Lordes Marchers of the same Lordship 
Marcher, or to his or their officer or officers, or their deputies, 
where such offender or offenders shal be apprehended, at- 
tached, dettyned, and kepte, shalbe thought expedient for the 
conveyaunce and conducting of the same offendor and offenders 
in manner and forme following, to be deliuered from the K/s 
officers or their deputies, or the Lorde Marcher or Lordes 
Marchers, or his or their officer or officers, to other persons 
assigned by this acte, to receaue and convey such offendor or i 

offenders by indenture to be made betweene the deliuerer or 
deliuerers, and the receauor or receauors, viz, : — 
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That the K.'s oflBcer of his L'p Marcher, or their deputies, 
or the Lorde or Lordes Marchers of the Lordship Marsher, or 
his or their oflBcer or oflficers, or their deputies, where such 
ofifendor or oSendors shal be apprehended, attached, deteyned, 
and kepte, shall saufely and surely conducte and convey, or 
cause to be conducted and conveyed, the same oflPendor or 
oflFendors to the nexte Lordship Marcher, toward the shire 
where the same oflTendor or oflfendors shall happen to be out- 
lawed or attainted. 

And that the oflScer of the same Lordship Marcher, or their 
deputies, or the Lorde or Lordes Marchers of the same Lord- 
ship Marcher, or his or their oflScer or oflScers, or their depu- 
ties, shall receaue and saufly conduct and convey the same 
oflTendor or oflfendors to the nexte Lordship Marcher. 

And to the K.'s officers of euery Lordship Marcher, or 

Lorde or Lordes Marchers of the same lordship, or his or their 
oflScers or their deputies, to receaue, conducte, and convey, 
saufly and surely .... oflTendor or oflTendors from one Lordship 
Marcher to another, by indenture aforesaid, till such oflTendor 

or oflTendors shal be saufly deliuered before justices of 

gaoll deliuery vpon like penalty of cli , to be forfeited by the 
E.'b oflScers or JJord Marcher, that shall make defaulte to the 
contrary, to be likewise leauied as aforesaid to the K/a vse. 

And that all and euery oflScer and oflScers, lord and lordes, 
or other persons to whome any certificate shalbe directed as 
abouesaid, shall at the nexte sessions and gaoll deliuery, after 
thapprehension or attachment of such oflTendor or oflTendors, 
retoume the same certificate in due forme, and what he or 
they haue done in that behalfe vpon the payne aforesaid. 

Saning alwaies to all and euery oflTendor and oflTendors, all and 
singular true challenges, exceptions, aduauntages ; and all other 
plees to, of, and upon the outlawry pronounced against the 
same oflTendor or oflTendors, accordinge to the custome and the 
lawes of England. 

And that if any person, hereafter indebted, outlawed, ar- 
raigned, convicted, or atteinted by force of this Acte, do finde 
sufficient sureties before the K/s justices of gaoll deliuery, 
such, as by their discretion shalbe thought convenient ; that 
such person shall not from henceforth commit nor do any felony, 
murder, or felonious oflTence, nor be accessory thervnto, but at 
all tymes be of good behaviour, against the K, his heyres 
and successors, his and their lawes and subjects; that then 
those justices of gaoll deliuery, for the tymo being, with the 
assent of the Lo' President, and two of the K/s commissioners 
or counsell of the Marchers for the tyme being, or three of 

4« 
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them at the leaste (wherof the Lo' President^ or one of the 
said couQsell to be one)> shall and may^ at their discretion^ for 
one tyme only .... admitte any such offender to a certaine fine 
or some of money by them to be taxed vpon him, to be surely 
paide to the K.^s vse ; and shall haue full power and ancthoritie 
by this acte to discharge any such offender or offenders so ar- 
raigned, outlawed, convicted, and atteinted, of all and euery 
such felony, murther, or felonious offence, and accessaries of 
tbe same, and of all executions and punishments of death, 
which the same offender or offenders should suffer by the 
common lawes of this realme. 

So that the same offender or offenders stand not appealled 
of the same felony, murder, etc., at the time of his discharge. 

That the same discharge shalbe availeable to the partie 
offending, as well against the K., his heyres or successors, as 
againste all other Lords Marchers for that one tyme only. 

A particular prouiso for sauing the liberties of the L.'s 
Marchers abridged by this Acte, yf the offenders happen not 
to be indited, arraigned, convicted, or atteinted by force of 
this acte, within two years next after the facte committed. 

And wheras vpon diners murthers, roberries, felonies, etc., 
donne within the L.'s Marchers of Wales, and in other places 
of Wales withoute the same lordships. The offenders diners 
tymes flee and escape from thence into another Lordship 
Marcher, where, by the aide, consort, and favour of the lo' of 
the same lordship, or his officer or officers, they haue been 
abiding and resiaunt, in which lordships those Lords Marchers 
haue and do pretend a custome and priuiledge that none of 
the K's mynisters or subjects may enter, to pursue, appre- 
hend, and attach any such offender thether repaired, by 
meanes wherof those offenders haue passed vnpunished, to 
the encouragement of the ill-disposed. Yt is therefore pro- 
uided that every officer and officers, and their deputies, vpon 
commaundment geuen by the com'res or counsell of the 
Marchers for the tyme being, shall bring, send or delyuer 
euery such offender to the officer of the Lordship Marcher, or 
other place where any such offence is, or shalbe committed 
vpon the merces and bonds of the said lordship, or to those 
com'res or counsell, according to the said officers by them, 
shalbe commaunded vpon payne of 40Zi. The same com- 
maundment or commission to be directed to any such officer, 
to be sent, conueyed, or deliuered by a sargent-at-armes or a 
pursuiuaunt, attendaunt on the said counsell of the Marches 
for the tyme being.

A prouision for the making void© of diuerse vnlawful cus- 
tomes and vsages within the forests of Wales and the Marches, 
Tvith diners vnlawful exactions vsed and taken by the foresters. 
All which are to encurre the punishment of robbery by the 
highe waye, to be free in the nexte shire adioyning, before the 
justices of peace^ according to the Lawes of England, etc. 

27 Eenry Vm, cap, 27. 

An acte, declaring that albeit the domynion Principalitie . . . 
of Wales, justlie and rightly is^ and euer hath been incorpo- 
rated .... vnited^ and subjecte to and vnder the temporall 
crowne of this realme .... very member and joint of the same; 
wherof the K., in mere droit and . . • righte^ is true head king^ 
lorde, and ruler. 

Yet, notwithstanding, because that in the same countrey, 
principality, and dominion, diners rightes, vsages, lawes, and 
customes, befarre differing from the lawes and customes of 
this realme. And also because that the people of the same 
domynion haue and do dailly vse a speech nothinge like nor 
consonant to the natural mother tongue vsed within this 
realme, some rude and ignorant people haue made distinction 
and diuersitie betwixte the K.'a subjects of this realme and 
those of the said dominion and principalitie of Wales, whareby 
great discord, variaunce, debate, diuision, murmur, and sedition 
hath growne betwixte his saide subjects. 

That the K., therfore, of a singular loue, zeale, and favour, 
that he beareth towardes his subiects of Wales, mynding and 
intending to reduce them to the p'fect order, notice, and 
knowledge of the lawes of this realme, and vtterly to roote 
cute all and singular the synister vsages and customes differing 
from the same, and to bring his subiects of this realme, and 
his said domynion of Wales, to an amiable Concorde and 
vnitie hathe established (by this acte) — 

That his said countrey or dominion of Wales shalbe, stand, 
and continue for euer from henceforth incorporated, vnited, 
and annexed to and . . . this his Realme of England. 

That all and euery person and persons, borne and to be 
borne in ... . saide Principalitie, countrie, or dominion of 
Wales, shall haue, enioye^ and inherit all and singular free- 
domes, liberties, rightes, pryuiledges, and lawes with this 
realme, and other the K.'s dominions, as other the K.'s sub- 
jects, natural borne within the same. 

That all and euery person and persons, inheritable to any 
mannors, lands, ten'ts, reuersions, seruices, or other heredita- 
ments, which shall discend after the fi of all sainc^s 
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n^^xte couLin^, within tte vadd principalitie, coantrer, or 
dominion of Wales, aad within acj paraciil^ir lordship, parte 
or parcell of the said co aatr ey or dominion of Wales, shall 
for ener, from and afcer that feaste of All Saincta, inherit and 
be inheri^ble to the same mannors, landes, tenets, rents, rener- 
tions, acd her&iicaments, after the English tenor, withoot 
diaiaion or partinon, and after the forme of the lawes of this 
B^me of Enzland, and not after any tena...nor after the 
form of an J \VaIah lawes or costomes. 

That the lawes, ordenannces, and statutes of England, and 
none other, from and after the said feast of All Saints nexte, 
shalbe for ener had, Tsed, practised, and executed in the 
coantrey or dominion of Wales, and enery parte thereof in like 
manner, forme, and order, as the same be and shalbe in this, 
real me, and in sach manner and forme as by this acte shalbe 
farther established. Any acte, statute, etc., to the contrary, 
notwithstanding. 

And forasmach as there be dioerse Lordships Marchers 
within the saide conntrey or dominion of Wales, lying be- 
twene the shires of England, and the shires of that conntrey 
or dominion of Wales, being no parcell of any other shires 
where the lawes and due correction is vsed. By reason wherof 
manifold detestable murthers, burning of howses, robberies, 
thefts, trespasses, routs, riottes, ynlawfull assemblies, imbra- 
ceries, maintenaunces, receiting of felons, oppressions, breach 
of the peace, and diners other offences, contrary to all lawes 
and justice, bane been there practised and committed. 

That the offendors, therypon making their refuge firom lord- 
ship to lordship, continued without punishment or correction. 

For reformation whereof, and forasmuch as diuers and many 
of the said L'ps Marchers, be nowe in the handes and posses- 
sion of the K., and the smallest number of them in the pos- 
session of other men. Yt is therefore enacted, that diuers of 
the said Lordshipps Marchers shalbe vnited, annexed, and 
joyned to diuers of the shires of England, and divers others 
to sundry shires of the said conntrey or dominion of Wales, as 
in the same acte foUoweth. 

And that all the residue of the said Lordshippes Marchers, 
within the conntrey or dominion of Wales, shalbe seuered and 
douided into certen p'ticuler countries or shires, as in the 
Acte at lardge, etc., viz. 

Monmouth^ Brecknock^ Radnor, Mountgomery, and Den- 
biffhe. 

That all actions reals sued for any landes, ten'ts, or heredita- 
ments, or any other thing within tho countie of Monmouth, 
and all actions parsonalls within the same county, of tho value 
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of xU. or abore^ and all actions mized^ shall be sued by ori- 
^nall writte out of the K/s highe courte of Chauncery in 
Englande^ and be hard, determyned and tried before the K/s 
Justices in England, by Assize or Nisi Prius, in the said 
countie of Monmouth^ in such like manner and forme, as all 
other actions realls^ p'sonalls and mixte^ be sued hard, deter- 
myned, or tried, in or for any shire of England. 

That the K.'s justices of his bench, or of his common bench 
of Westm'r, shall haue full power to directe all manner proces 
to the sherif and other officers of the saide countie of Mon- 
mouth. And also to directe writts of Venire facias to the 
same sheriff for the triall of euery issue joyned before them ; 
and also to award commissions of Nisi Prius into the said 
countie of Monmouth, for the triall of such issues ioyned 
before them, in like manner and forme as they do into euery 
shire of this Realme of England. 

That all and euery the K.'s subjects and inhabitaunts, with 
.... county of Monmoath shalbe for euer from and after the 
said feaste of All Saints, obliged and bound to be obedient 

and attendaunt to the Lordes C cellor of England, the K.'s 

justices, and other of the K.'s most ho' counsell, unto all lawes, 
customes, ordenaunces, and statutes of this realme of England, 
in like manner and forme as all other the K.'s subiects within 
euery other shire of England be bound and obliged. Any acte^ 
vsage, custome, etc., to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

That the sherif of the said countie shall hold plea of Beple- 
giart, and all other suits and plaintes vnder xls. in his countie 
or shire courte, in like manner and forme as all other sherifs do 
within this Realme of England. 

That the sherif, escheator, and coroners, that hereafter shalbe 
within the said county of Monmouth shalbe obliged and bound 
to execute all the K.'s processes, and to make due returns 
thereof, and to vse and exercise their offices according to the 
lawes and statutes of this Bealme of England, in all and every 
thinge the sherifs, escheators be obliged and bound to do in all 
and euery other shire of this Realme of England. 

That the sherif and escheators in the said countie of Mon- 
mouth that hereafter shalbe appointed by the K. make their 
accounts for their offices in the A.'s Exchequer in England in 
like manner and forme as other sherifs and escheators do 
within this Realme of England, and vpon such like paine and 
penaltie as is vpon other sherifs and escheators of euery other 
shire within the Realme of England. 

That for as much as the counties of Brecknock, Radnor, 
Mountgomery, and Denbigh are farre distaunt from the city of 
London, where the lawes of England are commonly used. 
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ministred^ exercited and executed : And for that the inhabi- 
taunts of the said shires of Brecknock^ Badnor^ Mount- 
gomery and Denbigh are not of substannce^ power^ and 
habilitie to traueill out of their countreys to seeke the adminis- 
tration of justice : That therefore the K. shall haue one 
Chauncery and one Exchequer at his castle of Brecknock and 
one other at his towne and castle of Denbighe. 

That the sherifs^ escheators^ and other officers^ accoump- 
taunts of the counties of Brecknock^ Radnor, Mountgomery, 
and Denbigh from and after the said feast of AH Saints 
shalbe yeerely appointed by the K. for and within euery of 
those shires of Brecknock, Eadnor, Mountgomery, and Denbigh. 

And that the sherifs, escheators, and other officers accoump- 
taunts of the counties of Brecknock and Radnor from and 
after the said feast of All Saints shall yeerly make their 
accoumpts before the K.^s auditors and such chamberlen or 
Baron of the said exchequer as shalbe thervnto appointed by 
the K. in such like manner and forme as sherifs, escheators^ 
and other officers accoumptants do yeerely meke their accounts 
at Westm'r within this Realme of England. 

That justice shalbe executed, ysed^ executed and mynistred 
vnto the K.'s subjects and inhabitaunts, in euery of the said 
shiers of Brecknock, Radnor, Mountgomery, and Denbighe, 
according to the lawes and statutes of this Realme of England 
according to such other customs and lawes now vsed in Wales 
aforesaid, as the K. and his most ho' counsell shall allow and 
think expedient, by such justiciar or justiciars as shalbe there- 
vnto appointed by the K. and after such forme and fashion as 
justice is vsed and ministred vnto the E/s subjects within the 
8 shires of North Wales. 

That the Lordships Marchers annexed to the shires of Eng- 
land shalbe taken, named, and knowen as parcell and member 
of the same shires to which they are so annexed or vnited, and 
of such hundreds of those shires to which they are conjoyned 
and added by force of this Acte, And shall enjoye such and the 
same priviledge and none other, as that hundred to which they 
shalbe so annexed. 

That those other Lordships Marchers annexed or vnited to 
any of the Walsh counties shallbe gouerned in the same 
manner and by the same lawes and customes as those Walshe 
counties to which they are so joyned and added. 

That all Justices, commissioners, sherifs, coroners, escheators, 
stewards, and their lieutenaunts, and all other officers and 
ministers of the lawe, shall proclaime and kepe the sessions, 
courts, hundreds, leates, sherifs courtcs, and all other courtes 
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in the English tongne. And all oathes of officers^ juriea^ and 
enqnests, and all other affidauits^ verdicts^ and wagers of lawe^ 
to be geaen and donne in the English tongue. 

And also that from henceforth no parson or persons that 
vse the Walsh speech or language shall haue or enjove any 
manner, ofl5ce, or fees within this Realme of England, Wales, 
or other the K.'s dominion, vpon payne of forfeictinge the same 
offices or fees, vnless he or they vse and exercize the speech or 
language of English. 

That it shalbe lawfuU to the shorif of euery the aforesaid 
counties of Monmouth, Brecknock, Radnor, Mountgomery, 
and Denbigh, and euery of them to put euery misruled and 
suspect person within their sherifwick vnder common mainprise, 
and suretie of their personall appearaunce, as the sherifs do 
within euery the 8 shires of North Wales. 

That the recognisaunces of such common maiuprize and 
suretie of appearaunco taken before any of the said sherifs^ 
shalbe as good and effectuall as if it were taken by any Justice 
of Record. 

That the sherif of the County of Monmouth shall certify such 
recognizance, common mainprize^ or suretie of apeeraunce 
at euery Quarter Sessions before the justices of the peace of 
the said countie of Monmouthe. 

That euery person or persons within the county of Mon- 
mouth common mainprize and bound to his personall 

appearaunce shall keep appearaunces at the Sessions 

holden within the said county of Monmouth after the 

clause of Easter^ and after the feaste of St. Michaell th' Arch- 
angel vntill they be therof released according to the course of 
the lawe. 

And that euery of the sherifs of the countyes of Brecknock^ 
Radnor, Mountgomery, and Denbigh, and euery of them, shall 
certifie suche recognicaunces, com on mainprize, or surety of 
appeeraunce by them taken before such justice as shalbe 
appointed by the K. within euery of the said shires of euery 
sessions to be holden in any of those shires before the same 
justices. 

The Lords Marchers within their Lordships Marchers to 
hauve the oity of the forfeictures of such mainprize of their 
OAvne tenaunts marchers to be payd vnto him by the sherif of the 
same countie wherein it shall happen, if he can leany the same. 
And that sherif to account for the other halfe to the K. in such 
exchequer as he shalbe accoumptable. 

The L. Chauncellor to directe the K.*s commission vnder 
the great sealc of England to such persons as to him shalbe 
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thonglitd conaenient, to enqnire and search oat by allwayes and 
meanes they can, all and am^nlar, lawes, nsages, and costomes 
Ysed in Wales, to retnme and ceitifie the same to the K. fmd 
his moste ho' connsell before the said Feast of All Saints, etc. 
That vpon deliberate adnise taken thereof. All such lawes, 
Ysages, and costomes, as the EL and his said connsell shall 
thinck expedient and necessary to be conteynned in any of 
those shires of Wales, may stand and be of full force and 
vertoe. And for ener be inviolablee kepte and obsemed, eta 

The same order to be obsemed within the county of Mon- 
moothe for the election of knights and burgesses to the Par- 
lyamente as in other shires in the Bealme of England. The 
same to haoe like dignity, prehemynence and priuiledge, and 
shalbe allowed such fees as other knightes and burgesses of 
the Parlement, and be leuied and paid in such order and forme 
as in other shires of England. 

The Lordes Marchers haning Lordships Marchers, or lord- 
ships royall to haue the same conrtes, barons courtes leetes, 
and lawdayes, and all such profites of their tenanntes, and all 
and enery thing to the same courtes appertayninge. And to 
their lawdaye within the precincte of their Tps wiuf, stray, in- 
fangtheef and outfangiheef. Treasure trouee, deodands, goodes, 
and chattells of felons, and of persons condemned or outlawed 
of felony or murder, put in exigent for felony or mtirther, wrek 
de mer, warfage, and customes of straungiers as they haue 
had in tymes paste, etc. 

That this Acte should not take away or derogate any lawes, 
vsages, or laudable customes, now vsed within tiie three shires 
of Northwales. 

Nor depriue or take away the whole lib'ties of the Duchy of 
Lancaster, but that the same lib'ties shall contynue and be 
and be vsed in euery lordship parcell of that dutchie in Wales, 
as they are vsed in shire ground, and not countie Palantine in 
England. 

Nor be prejuditiall to any person or persons to auoide any 
patent ioinct patent of any office, fees, annuities, or reuersion 
of any office, fees, annuities, to them graunted for tearms of their 
lief or lyues, by the K., or by any other person or persons, 
either for the vsing, exercizing^ or occupying of any manner, 
office, or otherwise, being not repugnaunt to this Acte. 

And in case any such offices be repugnaunt against this 
Acte, yet, notwithstanding, the grauntees to enjoye their 
fees during their lyues, any article or clause to the contrary, 
etc. 

Nor to be prejuditiall to the Earle of Wourcester for his 
office of justice of the whole countie of Glamorgan. | 
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Nor to take away any other Actes before made for triall of 
treason^ murder^ felonies^ or accessaries of the same in any 
Lordship Marcher in Wales or the nexte shires of England ad- 
joyning to the same. 

And that landes^ ten'ts^ and hereditaments lying in Wales^ 
which haue been time oute of mynde by the laudable customes 
of that countrey vsed to be departed and departible^ amongst 
issues and hey res males^ shall so contynue still. This Acte 
notwithstanding, etc. 

That^ notwithstanding this Acte^ the K. shall haue power 
for three yeeres nexte following to suspend the same Acte^ for 
such time as shall please him^ or ytterly to repeale the same as 
shall please him^ so as the same be signified by writinge ynder 
the great seale of England^ etc. 

That^ where there is appointed one chauncery and one 
ezcheq^r at Brecknock and another at Denbigh^ the E. shall 
haue power from tyme to time within the tearme of five yeeres 
next after this Parlement, for due administration of justice in 
"Wales, to erecte and ordeyne such courte or courtes, and so 
many courtes of recorde in Wales^ and such and so many jus- 
tices^ mynisters, officers^ and clarkes^ as within that time of 
five yeeres shalbe thought sufficient and conuenient for the 
good gouemment of that countrey.

An Acte shewing that the K. of his tender zeale and affec- 
tion which he beareth towards his louing and obedient sub- 
jects of his dominion, principaUty and countrey of Wales, for 
good rule and order from henceforth to be kepte and main- 
teyned within the same, wherby his said subiects may growe to 
the more wealth and prosperity, hath deuised and made diners 
and sundry good and necessaiy ordinaunces which, at -the 
humble suite of those his subjects of Wales, he is pleased 
shalbe established by aucthority of Farlyament as followeth, 
viz. : 

First, yt tho said dominion, principalitie, or countrey of 
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Wales be deuided into twelve shires, of which eight haue been 
shires of auncient tyme, as Glamorgan, Caermarthen, Pem- 
broke, Cardigan, Flint, Caernaruan, Anglesey, and Merioneth. 
And the fower last shires newly made by the Acte of 27 die 
Eegis, before recited, viz., Radnor, Brecknock, Monntgomery, 
and Denbigh, ouer and besides the shire of Monmouth and 
diners other dominions, mannors and lordships in the marches 
of Wales, vnited and annexed to the shires of Salop, Hereford, 
and Glouc'r, as by the same Acte appeereth. 

That the limitations of hundreds of late made within those 
hundreds by vertue of the K.'s commissions out of the chauncery 
and therinto returned, shall contynue in full strength, according 
to those lymitations. 

Excepte such as haue beene altered by any Acte of Parle- 
ment, or by any Acte in this present Parlement are to be 
altered or changed. 

That there shalbe a president and counsell remayning in the 
dominion or principality of Wales, and the marchers of the 
same, with all oflScers, clarks, and incidents ther vn. . . in man- 
ner and forme as hath beene heretofore vsed and accustomed, 
which president and counsell shall haue power and aucthority 
to heere and determyne by their wisedom and discretions such 
causes and matters as be or herafter shalbe assigned vnto them 
by the K.'s Ma'ty as heretofore hath been accustomed. 

That there shcdbe sessions kepte twise euery yeere in euery 
the said shires of Wales, as Glamorgan, Brecknock, Badnor, 
Caremarthen, Pembroke, Cardigan, Mountgomery, Denbigh, 
Flint, Caernarvan, Merioneth, and Anglesey ; and the same to 
be called the K/e great sessions in Wales. 

That the justices of Chester, for the time being, shall hold 
and kepe sessions twice euery yeere in the shires of Denbighe, 
Flint, and Mountgomery, and haue nothing besides his old fee 
of cli. yeerely for the same. 

That the justice of North Wales shall likewise hold and kepe 
sessions twise every yeere in the shires of Caernaruen, Me- 
rioneth, and Anglesey, and shall haue of the K. the yerely fee 
of fifty pounds for the same. 

That one person learned in the lawes of this Bealme of 
England, by the K/a M^ty to be named and appointed, shalbe 
justice of the shires of Radnor, Brecknocke, and Glamorgan, 
and shall kepe sessions twise euery yere in euery of the said 
shires, and shall haue yeerely clu for his fee of the K. 

That one other person learned in the lawes of this Bealme 
shalbe appointed as aforesaid to be justice of Caermarthen, 
Pembroke, and Cardigan, and shall likewise kepe sessions 

I 
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twise every yere in enery the same shires^ and shall hane 
yeerely of the K/s Ma'ty the like fee of o. clL ! 

That those persons or justices and euery of them nowe being 
or that hereafter shalbe, shall hane seneral Fres patents and 
commissions for theire offices, vnder the K/s great seale of 
England, to be exercized by themselves or their sufficient de- 
puties, etc. 

That euery of those justices within the limits of their com- 
missions and aucthorities, shall hold all manner of pleas of the 
Crowne in their sessions in as large and ample manner as the 
K/s chief justices of England, and other the K/s justices of 
the K.'s bench there, or any of them may do in their places or 
elsewhere, within the Bealme of England ; and also hold plees 
of Assise, and all other plees and actions reall, p'sonall, and 
mixte, in as large and ample manner as the K.'s chief justice of 
the com'on place in England, and other justices of the same 
place, or any of them, may do in the Realme of England. 

That euery of those justices of Wales shall haue power and 
aucthority to enquier of all treasons, murders, felonies, riotts, 
routs, vnlawfuU assemblies, extortions, imbraceries, mainten- 
aunces, reteyners, concealements, contempts, and all other 
offences of what natures, names, or qualities soeuer they be 
donne, committed, or p'petrated within the lymitts of the com- 
missions, according to the lawes, statutes, and customes of the 
Bealme of England. 

That the sessions shalbe kept and contynued by the sp 

in euery of the said shires, at either tyme, as is and hath been 
the said three shires in North Wales. Wherof the jus- 
tices to cause proclamations to be made in the shire townes of 
the tyme and place of the sessions at least fifteen dayes before, 
that the subjects may take notice therof. 

That dayes of contynuance, in all plees, plaints, proces, and 
adioumments shalbe giuen from day to day, and from sessions 
to sessions, at the discretion of those justices within the 
seuerall limitts of their aucthorities, for the speedy administra- 
tion of justice, to all and singular the K.'s subiects, as is and 
hath been vsed in North Wales. 

1. That the originall seale, deuised by the K. for administra- 
tion of justice in the three shires of North Wales, Merioneth, 
Caemarvan, and Anglesey, shalbe and remayne in the charge 
and custodie of the chamberlen of North Wales. 

2. That another originall seale, to be vsed for the same pur- 
pose .... is the shires of Caermarthen, Pembroke, and Car- 
digan, shall be and remayne in the charge and keeping of the 
charaberlein of South Wales. 

i 
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8. A thirde, for Brecknocke, Radnor, and Glamorgan to re- 
mayne in the charge and custody of the steward and cham- 
berlen of Brecknock. 

4. A fonrthy for Denbigh and Monntgomery to remayne in 
the charge and castody of the steward or chamberlen of Denbigh. 

5. And the originall seale of Chester to serue for Fh'ntshire, 
and to remaine in the custody of the chamberlein of Chester. 

That those stewards or chamberlens euery one of them shall 

se with the seale to his charge committed, allmanner of 

originall writts and p returnable before the justices at 

their sessions to be holden in euery of those counties as afore- 
said, and shall seuerally accoumpte and aunswer the K. for the 
prouffitts of the same seale. 

That none of those stewardes, chamberlens, or chauncellors, 
by occasion of those scales in their charge, or by colour of 
oflBce, compell any person or persons inhabiting any of those 
twelve shires to appere before them or their deputies. Nor 
shall haue aucthority to heere or determyne any plees of the 
Crowne, nor other matters of justice, otherwise then by this 
Acte is prescribed. But only to seale such originall writts and 
proces as shalbe retournable before those justices at their 
sessions which shalbe vsed, made, sealed, and returned as hath 
bene vsed before the justices in North Wales. 

That all such persons as now be or hereafter shalbe the K.'s 
stewerds, . chamberlens, or chauncellors, within any of those 
twelve shires, which, by reson of their offices, haue charge for 
the receipte, collection, or accoumpte of, or for any of the K\s 
rents, reuenues, farmes, or prouffits due, or to be due, within 
the dominion of Wales, may directe process vnder the said 
seale, being in their charge and custody, within the lymitts of 
their seuerall aucthorities, only against bailliffs, reves, formers, 
and other ministers accoumptaunt, to appeere before them- 
selues to aunswer to, and for any of the K.'s reuenues, farmes, 
rents, or proffits, and for none other causes nor against any 
other person or persons in like manner and forme as they haue 
been accustomed to do in like case. 

That all stewards of any lordships in Wales may kepe and 
holde such courts, lawdayes, and courtbarons as apperteyne and 
belong vnto such Pps and manners wherof they be stewards, 
and to holde please by plainte vnder the som'e of xb. in euery 
such Court baron, and haue and enjoye all other aucthorities, 
commodities, and prouffitts as stewards of leetes, lawdaies, and 
courte barons in England, and none other, etc. 

That no steward or sherif of those counties in Wales shall 
haue any power or aucthority to enquier of any manner, felony, 
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in any sncli leete, lawday, or turne within that dominion of 
Wales. ; And that from henceforth no leete or lawday be 
kepte b; the steward or other officer of any Tpp or mannor in 
Wales, but in such ?ps and places where it was accustomed to 
be kepte before the making of the Acte of Parlement concern- 
ing Wales, 26 of this K. So alwayes that the place where 
such courte shalbe kepte be meete and convenient for that 
purpose. 

That all mayors^ baillies^ and head officers of townes corpo- 
rate in Wales, may hold pleas^ and determyne actions^ and do 
euery other thinge^ concerning com' on justice, according to 
their lawfuU graunts and laudable customs of such townes. 
So alwayes they foUowe the course of the lawes and custom es 
of England, not the Wealsh laws or cusstomes. Sane that in 
euery of the said townes, they may try all issues joyned or to 
be joyned in any action parsonall by sixe men, as heretofore in 
diner places of yt countrey hath beene vsed. 

That forasmuch as there be diners small burroughes and 
townes corporate within that dominion of Wales, whereof 
many haue their commencement by graunts made from the 
L's Marchers, and some by other means, the K., from hence- 
forth, by virtue of this Acte, shall haue full power and auc- 
thority, by the I'res patents to be enrolled in his Matties high 
courte of Ghauncery, at any time within seven yeres nexte 
ensuinge, to repeale such and so many of such boroughes and 
townes corporate, and all lib'ties and customes of the same as 
to his highnes shalbe thought expedient. To thintent his 
Ma' tie may at his good pleasure duly erecte m . . . such and as 
many other bourroughes or townes corporate within • • • • do- 
minion more apte and conuenient for that purpose, and endue 
ihem .... such lib^ties and franchises as his Ma'ty shall thinck 
necessary for the eood of that countrey. 

That the El.'s pleasure is, that such as haue patents of any 
office of steward, chamberlen, chauncellor, or justice within 
the said dominion of Wales, for tearme of their lyues, shall 
haue and enjoye their certeine, ordenary, and annuall fees of 
money used and accustomed to be paide and borne by the K., 
by vertue of any their Tres patents during their interest 
therin, but not to take or clayme any casual fees claymed by 
coulor of those offices contrary to this ordenaunce, etc. 

1. That besides those originall seales aforesaid, there shalbe 
four judiciall seales diuised by the K., whereof one to remaine 
with the justice of Chester, appointed by this Acte to be jus- 
tice of the shires of Flint, Denbigh, and Mountgomery, to 
seale all iuditiall proces and billes within thoso counties, that 
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sbalbe sned before the saide jastice at the sessions to be 
holden within those shires. 

2. That another of those iaditiall seales shall remayne and 
nontynue in the charge and custody of the justice of North 
Wales. 

3. Another with the justice of the three shires of Glamor- 
gan, Brecknock, and Radnor. 

4. A fourth withe the justice of the three shires of Pem- 
broke, Caermarthen, and Cardigan. 

And those justices shall seale with those iuditiall seales 
euery of them with that p'ticular committed to his seuerall and 
proper chardge, as well all billes as all other juditiall process, 
that shalbe sued before them in the said sessions, vpon any 
originall billes or writts, and all other proc.that shalbe 
awarded from any of those justices shalbe sealed with that 
iuditial seale. 

That euery of the said justices shall accounte and answere 
to the K. for the prouftts of that seale com'itted to his chardge, 
as by this Acte is declared. 

That the teste of euery bill and iuditiall process, that shall 
pass vnder the said juditiall seale, shalbe under the name of 
such of those justices . . . from whome the same shall passe, in 
like manner and forme as is vsed in the comon place in England. 

That all actions, reall and mixed, atteints, conspiracies, and 
quare impedit ; appealls of marcher and felonie, and all actions 
grounded vpon any statuts, shalbe sued by originall writts, to 
be obteynea and sealed with the said originall seale, return- 
able before the said justices at their sessions, within the lymits 
of their seuerall aucthorities as aforesaid. 

That all manner of personall actions, as dett, detinue, trespas, 
accoumpt and such like, amounting to the some of xls, or 
aboue, shalbe sued by writts originall, to be obteyned and 
sealed as aforesaid, or by bills, at the pleasure of the partie 
suing the same, before the said justices within the lymitts of 
their aucthorities as in North Wales. 

That all parsonall actions vnder the some of xls. as dett, 
detinue, trespas, accoumpte, and such like, shall and may be 
sued before any of the said justices in the said sessions, by 
bill as is vsed in North Wales. 

That euery originall bill concerning actions parsonalls, 
shalbe sealed with the K.'s iudiciall seale, being in the custody 
of the justice before whome such parsonall actions by bill 
shalbe broughte and commenced. 

That such fees shalbe paid for the writing and sealing of 
such originall bills and writts as followeth, viz., for euery ori- 
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ginall writt vpon the causes aforesaid, and for every bill in 
action parsonall, wherof the dett or damage amounte to the 
some of xls. or aboue, the party pursuing the same shall pay 
for the scale of euery such writte or bill o. vi(?. And for 
euery juditiall process vpon any such originall writte or bill, 
o. viit?. for the scale wherof the K/s Ma'y is to haue vicZ., and 
the justice id. 

That euery bill in parsonall action, wherof the dett, dutie, 
or demaunde, amounteth not to xls.y and all manner juditial 
proces upon the same, shall also be sealed with the K/s judi- 
tiall scale, and the parties pursuing the same shall pay for the 
scale of euery such bill, and juditiall process therevpon, o. iiic?., 
whereof the K. to haue iicL, and the justice id. 

That all writts of scire facias and writts of good abearing, 
or for the peace, or writts of supersedeas vpon the same, aud 
all other proces to be sued from those justices, vpon any record 
or suggestion admitted by any of those justices within the 
p^ticular lymitts of their aucthorities, shall also be sealed with 
the said juditiall scale; and the parties pursuing the same to 
pay for the scale of euery such writte and proces o. riid., viz., 
viJ. to the K., and id. to the justice vt s'm. 

That eueiy exemplification vpon any record before any of 
the said justices, shalbe sealed with the K.'s juditiall scale, and 
the parties pursuing the same shall pay for the scale therof o. 
xxc?., wherof the K. to haue xvid, and the justice iiiicZ. 

That recoueryes and fines, Concordes, and warrants of 

the same, may be taken before euery of those justices, of 

landes, ten'ts hereditaments, within his aucthority, by 

force of his generall commission, withoute any writte of dedimus 
po'tem for the same, in like manner and forme as is vsed before 
the K.'s chief justice, or of his com'on place in England. ^ 

That all fines hereafter to be leuied before any of the said 
justices, with proclamation made the same session, that such 
fine shalbe engrossed, and in two other great sessions then 
nexte to be holden within the same countrey, shalbe of the 
same force, to all purposes, as fines leuied with proclamations 
be of yt, be leuied before the justices of the common place in 
England. 

That euery person suing writts of entry in the post, or 
writts of couenaunt, or any other writts for any recouery to be 
had, by assent of parties or otherwise, or for any fyne to be 
leuied, shall pay such fines to the K/s vse for the same, 
aswell fyncs pro licentia concordandi, as all other manner of 
fines vsed in the K/s Chaunccry, or els where in any of the 
K/s coartes in Engl'. The same to be paid to such persons 
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as shall seale the original! writts for that parpose, who shall 
accoampte for the saine, as for the proufitts of the seale 
ori^inall, etc. / 

That the K.'s siluer vpon -entry fyne to be leuied to be paid 
as ... . vsed in the .com'on place in England, viz., two shillings, 
which shall be paid to the justice afore whome such fine shalbe 
leuied, wherof to the K.'s vse, o. xxcZ., the rest to be deuided 
equally betwixt the justice and the Prothonotary that enters it. 
The justice to accoumpte for the K.'s parte therof, as for the 
proffitts of the K/s juditiall seale in his charge. 

That there shalbe four protio'taryes, for the making of all 
juditiall proces, and for entring of all pleas, processes, and 
matters of record ... in the sessions to be holden before those 
justices, wherof one shall attend vpon the justice for the three 
shires of North Wales ; and the other three vpon the three 
other justices for those other nine shires in Wales, before sett 
downe and appointed. 

That those fower prothenotaries, as often as their offices 
shalbe voide, shalbe named and appointed by the K. by his 
Ma' ties I'res patents vnder the great seale of England.- 

That there shalbe a marshal! and a cryer in euery of the 
circuits and lymitts allotted to the said justices, which shalbe 
named by those justices within the lymitts of their aucthority 
and com'ission in the same manner as Justices of Assize do in 
England; which officers are to attend vpon those justices 
in their circuits, in their owne proper persons, not by their 
deputies, etc. 

That the K. shall haue all fines, issues, amercements, and 
all forfeitures of recognizaunces, lost or forfeited before any of 
those justices in the session aforesaid. 

That the prothenotaries shall yeerely, within the lymitts of 
their offices, extreat those fines, etc., into the Exchequer 
appointed for that lymitt, that from thence proces may be 
awarded to the sherifs to leuye the same to the K.'s vse as 
appertayneth, which sherifs shall yeerely make their ac- 
coumpts before the K.'s auditors thervnto assigned. 

That besides the said president, counsell, and justices in 
Wales, there shalbe justices of peace and quorum, and also 
one custos rotulorum in euery of the said twelve shires. 

That those justices of peace, justices of quorum, and custos 
rot'lor', in the said shires shal be named and appointed by the 
Chauncellor of England by com'ission vnder the K.*s great 
seale of England, by the aduise of ye president, counsaill, and 
justices aforesaid, or three of them, wherof the president to 
be one, etc. ; 
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That there shall not exceede the number of eight justices of 
the peace in any of those counties^ besides the president, 
counsaille, and justices aforesaid^ and the K/s attorney and 
solicitor, which shalbe put into euery commission of peace in 
euery of the said shires. 

That such persons as be named to be justices of peace within 
euery the said counties, shalbe of good name and fume, who, 
after they be assigned by commission, may vse and exercize the 
office of justice of the peace, though they cannot dispend xxli. 
-p' ann', nor be learned in the lawes of the land, without any 
penaltie for insufficiency. 

That euery of those justices, before they execute their 
Commission, shall take their oaths before the Chauncellor of 
England, or els before the President, or one of the said justices 
in Wales, by vertue of the K.'s writt of Dedimus po'tem or 
before some other person to be appointed by the Lo' Chaun- 
cellor of England for that purpose. The contents of the othe 
to be the same as the justices of peace of England vse to 
make. 

That those justices of peace, or two of them at the least, 
w .... of the quorum, shall and may kepo their sessions witliin 
the lymi .... Uom'issions four tymes in the yeere, and at other 
tymes vpon vrgent.. . .as justices of peace in England vse to 
do; and shall haue the power and aucthorityin all things, and 
fees of the K., and be bound to vse and do their office in like 
manner as is vsed in England. 

That all fines and amercements before those justices of 
peace shalbe taxed and afferred by two of them at the least, 
wherof one to be of the quorum, and to be truly and duly sett 
without partiality. 

That the clarks of the peace shall yeerely extreate all those 
fines, amercements, issues lost, forfeictures of recognisaunces 
and other forfeitures before the same justices into that Exche- 
quer appointed for that lymitt, that from thence proces may 
be awarded for the leuying therof to the sherif of euery county, 
as shall apperteyne, who shall yeeld their aeconmpts thereof 
before such auditors as thervnto shall be assigned, which 
shall make them due allowance of the justices fees afore-men- 
tioned, and of the clarks of the peace as in England. 

That there shalbe sherifs in euery of those shires yeerely 
appointed by the K. That no sherif shall hold his office longer 
then is vsed by the lawes and statutes of England. 

For the yeerely nomynation of those sherifs, the Lo' Pre- 
sident, counsell, and justices of Wales, or three of them at the 
least, wherof the president to be one, shall yeerely nominate 
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three substaDtitiU parsons in euery of those twelve shires, to 
be sherifs of the same, and shall certify their names to the 
lords of th(^ K/s most ho' counsel! attending vpon his person, 
cr;istino animar\ That the "K., beeing therof aduertised, may 
nppointe some one of them in euery of those shires to be 
sherif for that yeere, as is accustomed in England. 

That thervpon the sherifs shall haue their patents and com- 
'issious vnder the great seale of England, as the sherifs of 
England haue. And shall make and take oathes, and know- 
ledges of recognizaunces, before the Lo' President and Justices, 
or one of them, by vertue of the K.'s writte of dedimus 
po'tem, both for the due execution of their oflBces, and for 
their true accompts, before the K.'s auditors assigned for 
"Wales, etc. 

That euery of those sherifs shall haue full power and auc- 
thority within the lymitts and precincts of their sherifwicks, 
to vse and exercize their oflBce as the sherifs in England, as 
well in execution of all manner of writts, proces, judgements, 
and executions, and all manner common justice appertteyning 
to their oflSces ; as also all lawfuU coramaundments and pre- 
cepts, both from the president, counsell, and justices of Wales, 
and also of the justices of peace, escheators and coroners in 
all thinges apperteyning to their offices and aucthorities. 

And shall do all other things as a mynister of justice, for 
the consernation of the K.'s peace, the apprehension and re- 
presse of traitors, murtherers, theeues, felons, and other 
offenders, as the sherifs in England do vse, and are bound to do. 

That those sherifs shall yeerely accoumpte before such the 
K.'s auditor or auditors, assigned for that his Ma'ties dominion 
of Wales, and shall have yeerely for his fee o. c*. 

That all mayors, sherifs, stewards, baillies, and other minis- 
ters and oflBcers of justice, of euery county, lordship, towne 
and place within ye dominion of Wales, and all and singular 
the K/s subiects of the same, shalbe alwayes obedient, attend- 
aunt, and assisting to the said presidents, counsaill, and justice 
of Whales, and shall obey the K/s commaundments and proces 
from them or any of them, and all lawfnll and reasonable pre- 
cepts from the said president, counsaill, and justices, and 
euery of them. And to all justices of the peace, sherifs, and 
escheatoi's within the lymit of their aucthority, in all things 
apperteyning to their duties and offices for the due execution 
of justice, etc. 

That escheators shalbe named in euery of those shires by 
the Lo' Tres'r of England, by thadnisc of the president, coun- 
sell, and justices, or three of them at the leaste, whereof the 
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president to be one. Those escheators to take their oathes 
in the same course and order as is before exprest for the 
shenfs, and to the same eSecte as the escheators vse to do in 
England ; and shall haue patents of their oflBces as the es- 
cheators of England vse to haue vnder the great seale of Engl', 
in like manner to vse and exercize their places, and to be 
bound to all lawes and statutes of Eugl\ 

A tolleration that those escheators in Wales may exercize 
their offices, if they may dispend cs. p' ann' of freehold, not- 
withstanding any the statutes of England to the contrary, etc. 

A clause for escheators to accoumpte yeerely for their 
offices, as is before sett downe for the sherifs of Wales, etc. 

That there shalbe yeerely two coroners in euery of those . . . 
vsed in England by vertue of the K.*s writt de Coronatore . . . 
awarded oute of the Chauncery of England, which shall haue 
like aucthority to exercize their offices, and like fees as is 
lymited .... lawes and statutes of Engl'. 

That for Flintshire, the wricte is to be awarded only onto of 
the Exchequer at Chester. 

That the justices of peace, or any two of them at the leaste, 
wherof one be of the quorum, shall appoint and name in euery 
hundred within the lymitt of their commission, two substan- 
tiall gentlemen or yeomen, to be chosen constables of the 
hundred wherin they inhabite ; which constables shall . . . • 
spetiall regard to the conseruation of the peace, and do all 
other things apperteyning to their offices, as the Constables 
of the hundreds in England. 

That the sherifs of euery shire shall haue a particular gaioU 
for prisoners within some conuenient place of the castles of 
the shire to(wn) where he is sherif, or in some other conue- 
nient place, as by the Lo' President, counsell, and justices, or 
three of them (wherof the president to be one) shall be ap* 
pointed. Any o(ne) of the constableships of those castles not- 
withstanding. But the constables not to be charged with the 
gaioUs, etc. 

That the sherifs cause the bailiflfs of the hundreds to attend 
vppon justices in euery sheere at their courts and sessions. 

That the sheriffs shall kepe their counties and hundred 
couHs monthly for pleas vnder xls, in such manner as is vsed 

in England, and for such s fees as is there likewise accus* 

tomed, and no more. 

That all manner of trialls before them in those courtes, or 
before any in court barons, shalbe by wager of lawe or ver- 
dicte of six men according .... the plea pleaded. 
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Those sherifs to kepe their toames yerely after Easter and 
Llichaelmas .... is vsed in England. 

All issues^ fines, amercements, forfeictures, etc., in those 
courts to com .... the K.'s vse, and to be accoumpted for by 
the sherifs. 

Thextreates of those townes, counties, or hundreds, to be 
viewed .... those amercements, etc., to be afferred by the jus- 
tices of assises of that cir . . . . before the levying therof. 

That no sherif, or any of his oflScers, presume to leauy any 
extreate . . . the same to be so viewed and afferred vpon payne 
of forfeicture of xh. to the .... vse, etc. 

That the. sherif, vpon euery judgment before him, in his 
countye or hundred courte, in any plaintt vnder xh., may 
award a capias ad satisfaciendum to arrest the party con- 
demned, or a fieri facias, at the liberty of the party pursuaunt. 

That euery sherif, within the libertie or lymitts of his auc- 
thoritie, shall put such persons vnder common mainprize, as 
they haue reasonable cause of suspecte, according to the 
former acte made for Wales, binding such, with two sufficient 
sureties with them, by recognizaunce to appeare before the 
saide justices, within the lymitts of their aucthorities, at the 
nexte greate sessions following after such bondes taken ; and 
shall certify the names of them that are bound befoi-e the 
justices at those sessions accordingly. 

That no person or persons be from henceforth put to his 
fine for murther or felony, but suffer according to the lawes 
of England, vnles the K. pardon the offendor. 

That the former Acte of 26 huius Rs. H. 8, for trialls in 
Wales of counterfeictors of coyne, etc., murthers, felonies, 
and accessaries to the same, to be determyned in the nexte 
shire of England adjoyning, shalbe contynned and remayne 
in force. 

A clause proniding against the pleading of any foreign plea 
or voucher before any of the justices in Wales, betweene 
partie and party, etc., by transcripte of the record from one 
justice to another, as cause shall requier. 

That no manner of person or persons from henceforth, 
without lawfull aucthority, shall make any rumors, tumults, 
vnlawfull assemblies, or outcries, at any of those courtes ^r 
sessions before mentioned, or vnlawfull assemblies in any great 
numbers at any other tymes (except for thapprehension or 
pursuite of murderers or felons) vpon payne of imprisonment 
and a grieuous fine, to be sett by the Lo' President and coun- 
sell, or justices before whome such offence shalbe broughte or 
committed. 
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That all mannor landes, ten'ts^ and hereditaments, with all 
rightes and titles thervnto, in any of the shires of Wales, 
shall discend, be taken, enjoyed, vsed, and holden as English 
tenore to all intents, according to the com'on lawes of Eng- 
land, and not be partable amongst heyres males, after the 
custome of gauelkind, as heretofore in diners partes of Wales 
hath been accustomed. 

The same lawe to be vsed in Monmouthshire, and in all 
other counties and places annexed or vnited by the Acte of 
27 huius Begis, before exprest to the English shires therin 
named, etc. 
• That no mortgage of any landes, tenets, or hereditaments 

of the said shires or places, shalbe admitted or allowed, 

other course of the common lawe and statutes of England, 

notwithstanding vsage or custome to the contrary, etc. 

That it shalbe laufuU to all persons to alien, sell, or put 
away their lands, tenets, and hereditaments within the countrey 
or domynion of Wales, the countie of Monmouth, and to other 
places annexed to any the English shires, from them and their 
heyres, to any person or persons in fee simple, or in fee taile, 
for terms of life or yeeres, as is vsed by the lawes of Engl*. 
Any Welsh custome to the contrary notwithstanding. 

That if any person or persons hauing lands or tenets within 
the domynion of Wales, be bound within the Realme of Engl., 
by obligation vpon the statute of the staple or recognizaunces, 
etc., pay not the dett as shall apperteyne; vpon certificate 
therof taade in the Chauncery of England, by the dark of the 
staple, or by any justice of record, before whome such recog- 
nizaunces shalbe knowledged, proces shalbe made to the 
sherifs of Wales out of the Chauncery of Engl', after the 
course of the lawes of England. 

But vpon such recognizaunces as shalbe taken and know- 
ledged before the K.'s justices of his bench or common place of 
Eng', such proces shalbe had and pursued ymediatly from 
those justices, as is vsed and accustomed in England. 

That all such writts, bills, plaintes, pleas, proces, challenges, 
and trialls shalbe vsed through oute all the shires aforesaid 
before those justices in their sessions as is vsed in North 
Wales, or as shalbe deuised by the said president, counsell, 
and justices, or three of them (wherof the president to be one), 
for the better administration of justice. 

That such matters as cannot be tried at the great sessions 
may be determyned at the petty sessions, as hath been vsed 
in the three shires of North Wales. 

That there be no private agreements made for any mnrther 
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or felony committed or donne within Wales, "without the privitie 
of the president or counsaile, or some of the justices, vpon 
yayne of imprisonment and a g^ieuous fine, etc. 

The same penal tie to extend as well against the parties that 
accept of such agreements, as against the parties that laboure 
to contriue the same. 

The franchises of the Lordships Marchers to hold and con- 
tynue as by the Acte of 27 aforesaid is lymitted and ap- 
pointed. 

That if any person or persons, their auncestors, or they 
whose estate the same persons haue or hath in peaceable pos- 
session of any landes or ten'ts in Wales, by the space of fiue 
yeeres, withoute lett, interruption, or lawfull clayme; that 
then the same person or persons shall styll contynue their 
possession vntill such tyme as it be laufully recouered against 
them, by order of the K/s lawes, or by decree of the presi- 
dent and counsell there. 

That in all actions p sonalls, taken and pursued by the said 
justices in Wales, by originall writt or bill, yf nyne of the 
jury be swome to trye the issue betweene the partie plaintif 
and the defendaunt, and the residue of the jury make defaulte 
or be tryed oute, that then the sherifs shall or maye yme- 
diately retume other names in the said jury de circumstan- 
tibus, vntill there be xij men swome to trye the issue betwixte 
them, as before the justices of North Wales hath been vsed 
and accustomed, etc. 

That if any goods or cattaills be stolen by any person or 
persons, and should, in any fayer or markett within the do- 
minion of Wales : That no such sale shall change the property 
therof from the owner of the same, but that he may lawfully 
seize, take, and haue the same againe vpon proofe thereof 
made ; the sale notwithstanding, etc. 

That no person or persons bargaine or buye any manner of 
beast or other quick cattle in any place within Wales, out of 
the markett or fayer, vnles he can bring forth sufficient and 
credible witnes of the name of the person, what place and time 
he boughte the same. 

That if any goodes or cattells be stolen within the lymitts 
of any of the shires in Wales : Then vpon suitt thei'of made, 
the traicte therof shalbe followed from towneship to towneship, 
or lordship to lordshipe, according to the custome heeretofore 
vsed in that behalfe, etc. 

That euery person hauing any lands or ten^s in fee simple, 
or fee taile, or for teorme of his lief, or for tearme of another 
mans lief, being freehold, shall or may passe in all manner. 
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juries or trialls, aswell in case of felony or marther^ as in all 
actions really parsonall^ and mixed whatsoeuer, atteint only 
excepted : And also may be impannelled and enquire of all 
concealments, forcible entries, and other causes of enquirie for 
the K., although he may not dispend xls. by yeere, sauing to 
euery man his lawfuU challenge, according to the lawea of 
England. 

That no juror shall passe in atteint, vnles he may dispend 
xls. by the yeere, of estate freehold. 

That the tenaunts and resiaunts in Wales shall pay theire 
tallage at the chaunge of the lordes in such places as hereto- 
fore hath beene accustomed in Wales. 

That all the K.'s subiects and resiaunts in Wales shall finde 
at all parlyaments hereafter to be holden in England, knightes 
for the shires, and citizens, and burgesses for citties and 
townes, to be named and chosen by aucthority of the K.'s 
writte, vnder the great seale of EngV, accordinge to the acte 
in that case prouided: And shalbe charged and chargeable 
to all subsedies and other charges, to be graunted by the 
Commons of any of the said Parliaments : And paye all other 
their rents, farmes, customes, and duties to the K.'s highnes, 
as they haue been heretofore accustomed (fines for redemption 
of sessions only excepted), which the K., of his gratious good- 
nes towards his subiects of Wales, is contented at their humble 
suite to remitt. 

That the K.'s Ma'ty shall haue all felons goodes, and goodes 
of persons outlawed, waif strayes, and all other forfeictures 
and escheates whatsoener, to be aunswered by the sherifs; 
sauing alwayes the rights and interests of euery of his subiects, 
hauing laufull title to the same. 

That all errors and judgements, before any of those justices 
at any time of the greate sessions, in pleas reall or mixte, 
shalbe redrest by writt of error, out of the K.'s Chauncery of 
Engl', returnable before the K.'s justices of his bench in Engl', 
as other writts of error be in England. 

That all errors in pleas parsonall shall be refourmed by bills, 
to be sued before the president and counsaile of Wales, from 
time to time, as the partie grieued will sue for the same. 

That if the judgment be affirmed good, in any of those 
writts of error or bills, then there to make execution, and all 
other proces thervpon, as in the K.'s bench in England. The 
parties pursuaunts to pay like fees as in England. 

That no execution of any judgement, in any base courte, 
be stayed or deferred by reason of any writt or false judge- 
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ment^ bat that execatioa be made before the reaersall of the 
judgement, the parsuite of that writt notwithstanding. 

But if the judgement happen afterwards to be reuersed, 
then the party pursuant to be restored to all that he hath 
loste by that judgement, according to the lawes of England. 

That all proces for vrgent and weightie causes shalbe made 
and directed into Wales, by the speciall commaundment of the 
L. Chauncellor of England, for the time being, or any of the 
K.'s counsaill, as heretofore hath been vsed : notwithstanding 
any thing in this Acte to the contrary. 

That the Aulneger in Wales be bound to do his office there, 
and to aunswer in enery case, according to the lawes of Eng- 
land, as all and euery other Aulneger of England doth or 
oughte to do. 

A p&ouiso, for sauing of the lib'ties of the dutchie of Lan- 
caster, etc., and the lib'ties of certein particular persons, and for 
offices, etc. The like for some spetiall priviledge for the 
towne of Hauerfordwest, etc.

daily s'vynge by the yere, uppon peyn of xl«., to be forfetid 
to the lorde as often tymes as any p'sone doth the contrarie of 
this ordinaun'e, or any point conteyned thereyn. 

]y eod'in. — Item : it is ordeyned that if any persone or 
p'sones * have taken any gowne, jakette, or oder ly v'e before 
the foresaid monday of anv p'sone or persones agayn the 
fourme of the ordynance ot Ivvey made, that they use not 
nor were the said gownes, jackettes, or order lyv'e after the 
feste of xijth day next com'ynge, but if it be turned into 
a nodyr colour, uppon peyn of xl*., to be forfettid as often 
tymes as any man doth the contrary. 

D*eod*m. — Item : it is ordeyned that no man from hensforth 
perve, awaite, nor do attendaunce to any persone or p'sones, 
by reson of any lyvey, signe, token, or knowledge by him 
rescey vid, nor by reson of any othe prorays or covenant made 
by mouthe, writinge, or odirwise, but to his maister to whom 
he is menyall s'vant, and daily s'vynge by yere, uppon peyn to 
lose xb., as often as any man doth any suche s'vice of 
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attendaunce^ and that all sache other p'mys and coren'ntes by 
mouthe and writinge be woide in lawe, and of non e£fecte. 
And that ev'y sVant and laborer drawe, and put theym to 
labour and occupation, uppon peyn to be taken as a vaka- 
bounde. 

Vacaboundes, — Item : . that all vacaboundes and myghty 
beggera, beynge or com'ynge withynne the lordshipp, departe 
and goe out of the lordshipp on this syde the feste of Hallow- 
masse next comyng, upon peyn of impMsonement of theyre 
bodyes and forfeture of theyre godes and catalle. 

Vaga bounds, — Item : it is ordeyned that if any vagabounde, 
or myghty begger be founde or seen w*t'in the said lorde- 
shipp after the feste of all Hallowe be foresaid, that it be 
leeful to ev'y man to take and arreste all such vagabonndea 
and beggers, and to keep ^hem in p'isone unto the tyme they 
have founde suerte, or swere that they put them selfe to labour 
and occupacion, or forthw't to departe out of the lordeshipp. 

Vagabounds. — Item : it is ordeyned that no man take 
nppon hym to loge, maintenen, or herborowe aft' the said 
Feste of all Hallowe, any suche vagabound or begger w*t*in 
the said lordshipp, upon peyn of forfifetture as oft as he so 
doth, xU. — xiij*. iiija., therof to him or theym that wyll 
serve for the lordes and the residue to the lordes behoffe. 

Wepona, — Item : it is ordeyned that no man presume nor 
take upon hym to bere opinly, in any town, vilage, feyre, or 
market w'tin the said lordshipp, spere, poUax, lawncegay, byll, 
gleyve, hook, swerde, nor odir wepon, havyng poynt or ege ; 
but if it be awaiteinge on the lordes, there sty ward, constable 
of theire Castell of Lyons, or any odir officer or minister 
doynge or executynge their offices, upon peyn of imprisonment 
and forfetynge of their wepons. 

Assiatfmce. — Item: it is ordeyned that all and ev'y tenant 
and resident w't'in the said lordshipp be redy, in their best 
aray, defencyble at all tymes and places, wha'n nede shall 
requier to assiste, helpe, comforte, and mayntene the lorde, 
stiward, constable, and all other officers ministres in exe- 
cutinge their offices of any thynge apperteynynge to the same, 
ev'y man uppon peyn of a c. marc'. 

Be latrone capiend*. — Item : It is ordeined that if any man 
take any theffis w't'in the said lordshipp' wH' maynor or pelfree, 
and bring the same theff to the castell, the taker shall have 
the thridde part of the said maynor and pelfree, founden 
and taken with the same theffe, for his labour, and yf any 
man take any theffe w't'out maynor or pelfree, and bringe the

Sariffecundj/te. — Item : It is ordeiiijed that if any sauffecun- 
dyte, hereaft' to be gu^a'nted, this clause to be put therj'u. 
Ita qM stet rect' in cur* n'ris si quis versus eum loqui voluit 
ac etiam medio tempore se bene gesserit. And also that the 
lordes have for ev'y suche sauflfecundite a fyne by the discre- 
cion of the stiward, and the I'eceyvor to be assessed. And 
ev'y sauflfecundite made or g aunted in contrarie fourme, after 
p'clamacion made, to be voide and of non eflfect. 

Taxac'o Cur. — Item : AVhere the lordes courtes of late tyme, 
by neccHgeuce of the stiward and receyvor, haue longe re- 
mayned untaxed, as well to the grete hurt of the lordes as of 
their ofliccrs, it is ordeyned that all fynes and am'cyments of 
ev'ry court hereaft' to be holden w't'in the forsaide lordshipp, 
be taxed and assessed by the said stiward and resceivour, or 
by the rescyvor and lieffetenant, in the absence of the said 
stiward, and that suche taxacion be made before the court of 
the same place than next folowinee, uppon peyn of losynge 
of their fees.

ly Bonis, — And yf the pleyntiffe chose his execncion of 
goodes and catalles^ the bailly or minister of the conrt, to 
whom the stiward or oder juge or juges have yeven com- 
mandem't to do execncion, shall, by the othes of trewe men, do 
appreyse the goodes and catalPs of the defendaunt to the valene 
of the condempnacion ; and aft' that suche goodes and catalls 
ben appreised, yf the defendannt wyll paie the condempnacion, 
he shall have and reteyne still his godes and catalls ; and yf 
he woU not paie the money, the bailly or oder minister shall 
sell suche goodes accordinge as they have ben appreised, yf 
the pleintyffe or any oder wyll have theym as they ben ap- 
preised.

Baylly. — And the stiward, or his deputee for the tyme

Constable, — Item : and yf any p'sone or p'sones be committed 
or deliv'ed to the kepinge of the constable of the Castell of 
Lyons, or to his deputee, for any condempnacion in any of the 
lords courtes w't'in the said lordshipp of Bromfeld and Yale, 
and aft'ward he or they so committed or deliv'ed be lettyn to 
baill or maynprice, or ells in any oderwise goo at large or 
eschape out of prison, the constable shall be bounde to con- 
tent and paie, w't'oat delay or contradiction to the creditor, 
all suche somes of money as the said prisoner or p'soners be 
comitted or deliv'ed fore to the kepinge of the said constable. 

Constable pro eschape, — Item : It is ordeyned that if any 
p'sone or p'sones be committed or delyv'd to the constable for 
felonie or treason, or for any oder outlayre of dette or trespas, 
and after eschape by negligence of the constable or his de- 
putee or deputees, to forfette to the lorde for ev'ry such 
eschape by negligence, a c^. 

Constable pro eschape. — Item : It is ordeyned, that if any 
p^sone or p^sones be committed or delyv'ed to the kepynge of 
the constable for felonie or treason, and aft'warde eschape by 
the assent of the constable or his deputie or deputies, the 
said constable to forfette to the lorde for ev'y suche eschape 
voluntarie a o. marc. 

Constable p'o eschape. — Item : Yf any p'sone or persones, at- 
teynte or owtlawid of felonie or treson, beinge hereaft' in the 
kepinge of the constable or of his deputee, and aftir eschape 
owt, the constable, for ev^y such eschape, shall forfette to the 
said lorde a cli. 

Constable. — Item : If any p'sone or p'sones be delyv'ed or 
committed hereaft' to the kepynge of the constable for any 
arrerage, dette, fynes, peynes, amercyments, or any oder 
dewtes dewe to the lordes, the said constable shall not 
delyv' any such p'sone or p'sones so com'ytted or delyv'ed 
in no wyse, but by endenture made betwiz the saide constable 
and the lordes resscy vor, uppon peyn to make pleyn satisfaction 
to the lorde w't'out delaie or contradiccion of all such arrerage, 
dettis, fynes, peynes, am'cyamentes, and oder dewtes dewe by 
them, or any of them so committed or deliv'ed. 

Constable. — Item : It is ordeined that if any p'sone or 
persones be arested, brought, and delyv' rd into the kepynge of 
the constable for any offence or cause, the constable shall, 
w't^in zv dayes aftir theire comynge in to prison, do kalendar 
the names of all suche prisoners in the boke remaynynge with 
the resceyvor, and the causes and maters wherefor he or they 
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be browglit into p*isone fore, and also who bringeth hym or 
theym to the constable, uppon peyne to forfette v marc as ofte 
as the constable pTorme not the ordynance in ev'ry poynt, or 
doth the contrarie in any poynt. And that the resceyvor 
attende ev'ry xiii nyght to resceive of the constable the names 
of all suche prisoners y't ben brought into the castell appon 
the same peyne. 

Baylly, — Item : It is ordeined that if any bailly or minister 
areste any man by vertue of any pleynt or condempnaciou, 
and the said bailly or mynister suflfrence, by negligence, or 
willefully, the said p'sone so arrested to goo away at large, and 
bringeth hym not to the lordes p'isone, so that the pHie pleyn- 
tyflfo mjiy not have his dewe execucion, the saide bailly or 
minister shall stande bounde to the execucion of the pleyntiffe 
in lyke fo'me as the p'tie defendaunt should be. 

Extorcion. — Item : It is ordeined that no maner of p'sone or 
p'sones, of what degree or condicion he or they be of, nor any 
officer of the lordes, as constable, or of the castell porter 
maist^ forest' approv', escheto'r, serjaunt raglow or oder 
officer, take no fees of no prisoner, but suche as of right be 
dewe and accustomed, nor take any goode or promyse of gode 
of any p'sone by constreynt, compulcion, manase, or coharcion, 
or in any oder wise by the wey of extorcion, uppon peyn to 
. make pleyn satisfaccion to the p'tye, and to forfette to the 
lordes as much as he or they have so taken, or be in sewerty, 
or by way of extorcion. 

Confedet^acy. — Item : It is ordeined that no p'sone take 
uppon hym to make any confederacie, conspiracie, conventicle, 
gaderynge, or assemble of people in unlawful! maner, uppon 
peyn to forfette a-s oft as he or they so doth xl. marc, and 
their bodies to pMsone at the lordes wyll.

It'm : It is ordeyned that no p'sone be admytted to denye 
nor dysclayme in the tena'ncye ageyn the lorde or theyr 
officers uppon any replevyn served for any distresse taken for 
any rent or ferme dew to the said lorde, but that such man' 
dysclaymes be avoyded uttyrly, and y't to whom so ev' the 
p' p'yyrte belongeth. 

Item : It is ordeyned that all p'sones that have, or in any 
tyme hereaft' shall have any fee, annuitee, or pension of the 
lordes, reteyne not in theyr hande such rent and ferme as is or 
shall be due to the lorde nor any part thereof for paiement of 
his said fee, annuitee, or pension uppon peyn of forfetture of 
theyre said fee, annuitee, or pencion, but that they paye theyr 
said rent and ferme to the lord's officers, and to resceyve theyr 
said fee, annuitee, or pension by the hands of the resceyvor in 
the Escheker. 
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The following story was unfortunately omitted in 
the first volume. ) 

The Old Kent Manor House. I 

In October 1857, and for several months afterwards, Mrs. 

R , the wife of a field-oflScer of high rank in the army, was 

residing in Ramhurst Manor House, near Leigh, in Kent. 
From the time of her first occupying this ancient residence, 
every inmate of the house had been more or less disturbed at 
night — not usually during the day — by knockings and sounds, 
as of footsteps, but more especially by voices which could not 
be accounted for. These last wore usually heard in some un- 
occupied adjoining room ; sometimes as if talking in a loud 
tone; sometimes as if reading aloud; occasionally, as if scream- 
ing. The servants were much alarmed; they never saw anything; 

but the cook told Mrs. R that on one occasion, in broad 

daylight, hearing the rustle of a silk dress close behind her, 
and which seemed to touch her, she turned suddenly round, 
supposing it to be her mistress, but, to her great surprise and 
terror, could see nobody. Mrs. R 's brother, a bold, light- 
hearted young officer, fond of field sports, and without the 
slightest faith in the reality of visitations from another world, 
was much disturbed and annoyed by these voices, which he 
declared must be those of his sister, and of a lady-friend of 
hers, sitting up together to chat all night. On two occasions, 
when a voice, which he thought to resemble his sister's, rose to 
a scream, as if imploring aid, he rushed from his room, at two 
or three o'clock in the morning, gun in hand, into his sister's 
bedroom, there to find her quietly asleep. 

On the second Saturday in the above month of October, 

Mrs. R drove over to the railway station at Tunbridge to 

meet her friend Miss S , whom she had invited to spend 

some weeks with her. This young lady had been in the habit 
of seeing apparitions at times from early childhood. 

When, on their return, at about four o'clock in the after- 
noon, they drove up to the entrance of the Manor House, Miss 

S perceived on the threshold the appearance of two 

figures, apparently an elderly couple, habitea in the costume 
of a former age. They appeared as if standing on the ground. 
She did not hear any voice; and not wishing to make her 
friend uneasy, she made no remark to her in connection with 
this apparition. 

She saw the appearance of the same figures, in the same 
dress, several times within the next ten days, sometimes in one 
of the rooms of the house, sometimes in one of the passages — 

i 
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always by daylight. They appeared to her sarrounded by an 
atmosphere nearly of the colour usually called neutral tint. 
On the third occasion they spoke to her^ and stated that they 
had been husband and wife, that in former days they had pos- 
sessed and occupied that manor house, and that their name 
was Children. They appeared sad and downcast ; and, when 
Miss S inquired the cause of their melancholy, they re- 
plied that they nad idolised this property of theirs; that their 
pride and pleasure had centred in its possession ; that its im- 
provement had engrossed their thoughts; and that it troubled 
them to know that it had passed away from their family, and 
to see it now in the hands of careless strangers. 

I asked Miss S how they spoke, she replied that the 

voice was audible to her as that of a human being. 

After a week or two, Mrs. R beginning to suspect that 

something unusual, connected with the constant disturbances 
in the house, had occurred to her friend, questioned closely on 

the subject; and then Miss S related to her what she 

had seen and heard, describing the appearance, and relating 
the conversation of the figures, calling themselves Mr. and 
Mrs. Children. 

Up to that time, Mrs. R , though her rest had been fre- 
quently broken by the noises in the house, and though she, 
too, has the occasional perception of apparitions, had seen 
nothing ; nor did anything appear to her for a month after- 
wards. One day, however, about the end of that time, when 
she had ceased to expect any apparition to herself, she was 
hurriedly dressing for a late dinner ; her brother who had just 
returned from a day's shooting, having called to her in impa- 
tient tones that dinner was served, and that he was quite 
famished. At the moment of completing her toilet, and as she 
hastily turned to leave her bed-chamber, not dreaming of any- 
thing spiritual, there in the dooorway stood the same femsJe 

figure Miss S had described— identical in appearance and 

costume, even to the old point lace on her brocaded silk dress 
— while beside her, on the left, but less distinctly visible, was 
the figure of her husband. They uttered no sound ; but above 
the figure of the lady, as if written in phosphoric light in the 
dark atmosphere that surrounded her, were the words '' Dame 
Children'', together with some other words, intimating that, 
having never aspired beyond the joys and sorrows of this 
world, she had remained " earth-bound'' (see vol. i, p. 288-9). 
These last words, however, Mrs. R scarcely paused to de- 
cipher ; for a renewed appeal from her brother as to whether 
they were to have any dinner that day, urged her forward. 
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The figure filHnj^ up the doorway remained stationary. There 
was no time for hesitation ; she closed her eyes, rushed 
through the Apparition into the dining-room, throwing up her 

hands, and exclaiming' to Miss S , '' Oh, my dear, IVe 

walked through Mrs. Children !" 

This was the only time during her residence in the old 

Manor House that Mrs. R witnessed the apparition of these 

figures. And it is to be remarked that her bed-chamber at 
the time was lighted not only by candles, but by a cheerful 
fire, and that there was a lighted lamp in the corridor, which 
communicated thence to the dining-room. 

This repetition of the word " Children" caused the ladies to 
make inquiries in the neighbourhood, whether any family bear- 
ing that name had ever occupied the manor house. But all 
inquiries were fruitless ; every one to whom they put the ques- 
tion declaring that they had never heard of such a name ; so 
they gave up all hopes of being able to unravel the mystery. 

It so happened, however, that about four months afterwards, 

a Mrs. Sophy O , an old nurse in the family, going home 

for a holiday to her own family at Riverhead, about a mile from 
Seven Oaks, and recollecting that one of her sisters-in-law, who 
lived near her, an old woman of seventy, had, fifty years before, 
been housemaid in a family, then residing at Ramhurst, in- 
quired of her if she had ever heard anything of a family 
named Children. The sister-in-law replied that no such family 
occupied the Manor House when she was there ; but she recol- 
lected to have seen an old man who told her that in his boy- 
hood he had assisted to keep the hounds of the Children 
family, who were then residing at Ramhurst. This information 

the nurse communicated to Mrs. R on her return; and 

thus it was that that lady was first informed that a family 
named Children really once occupied the Manor House. 

All these particulars I received in December 1858, directly 
from the ladies themselves, both being together at the time. 

I enquired of Miss S whether the apparitions had com- 
municated to her any additional particulars connected with the 
family. She replied that she recollected one which she had 
then received from them, namely, that the husband's name 
was Richard. At a subsequent period, likewise, she had ob- 
tained the date of Richard Children's death, which, as com- 
municated to her, was 1753. She remembered also that on 
one occasion a third spirit appeared with them, who, they 
stated, was their son; but she did not get his name. To my 
further enquiries as to the costumes in which the spirits 
appeared Miss S replied, "that they were of the 

I 
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period of Qaeen Anne^ or one of the early Georges, she 
coald not be sare which, as the fashions in both were similar/' 
These were her exact words. 

Having an invitation from some friends residing near 
Seven Oaks, in Kent, to spend with them the Christmas week 
of 1858, 1 had a good opportunity of prosecuting my enqui- 
ries in the way of verification. I visited the church and 
churchyard at Leigh, the nearest to the Itamhurst estate, and 
the old church at Tunbridge, making enquiries in both places 
on the subject, but to no purpose. All that I could learn was, 
that a certain George Children left, in the year 1718, a weekly 
gift of bread to the poor, and that a descendant of the family, 
also named George, aying about some forty years ago, and not 
residing at Ramhurst, had a marble tablet, in the Tunbridge 
church, erected to his memory. 

Sextons and tombstones having failed mo, a friend sug- 
gested that I might possibly obtain the information I sought, 
by visiting a neighbouring clergyman. I did so, and with the 
most fortunate result. Simply stating to him that I had taken 
the liberty to call in search of some particulars touching the 
early history of a Kentish family of the name of Children, he 
replied that, singularly enough, he was in possession of a 
document, coming to him through a private source, and con- 
taining, he thought likely, the very details of which I was in 
search. He kindly entrusted it to me, and I found in it certain 
extracts from the '' Hasted Papers'^ preserved in the British 
Museum ; of this document, which may be consulted in the 
Museum Library, I here transcribe a portion as follows : — 

"The family of Children were settled, for a great many 
generations, at a house called, from their own name, 'Chil- 
arens^ situate at a place called Nether Street, or Lower Street, 
in Hildenborough, in the parish of Tunbridge. George Children, 
of Lower Street, who was High Sheriff of Kent in 1698, died 
without issue, in 1718, and by will devised the bulk of his 
estate to Richard Children, eldest son of his late uncle Wil- 
liam Children, of Hedcom, and his heirs. This Richard Chil- 
dren, who settled himself at Ramhurst, in the parish of Leigh, 
married Anne, daughter of John Saxby, in the parish of Leeds, 
by whom he had issue four sons and two daughters," etc. 

In a Histoid of Kent, written by Hasted, I found the follow- 
ing paragraph : — 

" In the eastern part of the parish of Lyghe (now Leieh), 
near the river Medway, stands an ancient mansion, called 
Ramhurst, once reputed a manor, and held of the honour of 
Gloucester. It continued in the Culpepper family for 
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several generations. It passed by sale into that of Saxby, 
and Mr. William Saxby conveyed it, by sale, to Children. 
Eichard Children, Esq., resided here, and died possessed of it 
in 1753, aged eighty-three years. He was succeeded in it by 
his eldest son, John Children, of Tunbridge, Esq., whose son, 
George Children, of Tunbridge, Esq., is the present possessor ' 
(1778.) 

It appears, from the above statements, that Richard Chil- 
dren was the only representative of the family who lived at 
Ramharst. The family seat, after Richard's time, was Ferox 
Hall, near Tunbridge. In 1816 the Children family had, from 
unfortunate circumstances, to sell Ramhurst, and their other 
estates.^ 

Plato, in the Phsedo, when speaking of the souls of wicked 
men, which have been intimately united to the body, says, 
*' The soul, loaded with the weight of flesh, sinks again towards 
the visible world ; it goes wandering, as it is said, among the 
monuments and tombs, where dark phantoms are often seen, 
such as the souls of guilty men ought to be, which have de- 
parted from life without being previously purified, and have 
retained somewhat of the visible region, and therefore the eye 
of man can still behold them."

tions, they still kept the same distance in advance of him. 
They all proceeded along the path in this manner, for a con- 
siderable distance. At length the capfcain reached the road 
leading to his own house ; and after having walked along it 
for a few yards he turned his head, thinking to see again the 
men with the coflBns; but they were then lost to view, owing, 
as he thought, to their having turned along another path. 
On reaching home, he narrated the details of the affair to his 
wife, who, with himself, concluded that there had been an ac- 
cident in a neighbouring mine. This was their impression, 
until they were aroused in the night with the cry, "the ground 
has run". This message was brought by some one from the 
mine at which the captain was employed. lb was soon dis- 
covered that three men had been buried in the ddbris, all of 
whom were killed. 



ON CHIVALRY AND NOBILITY. 

It is a common opinion with unlearned and superficial 
minds, that from whatever period chivalry may be 
traced, and how wide soever its pale extended, it must 
always be regarded as belonging to nobility, and ex- 
clusively attached to civil or aristocratic institutions : 
it may therefore be right to show the error of such a 
supposition, before we proceed to speak of nobility, and 
of the institutions which gave it birth. 

Chivalry is a term used to express the spirit and ge- 
neral disposition of mind which belong to the generous 
and heroic part of mankind, in all ages of the world ; 
consequently, no rank of society can be incompetent to 
possess it, though there may be occupations and modes 
of life in the higher as well as the lower classes, which 
would render its preservation extremely difficult. It is 
not to be denied, that when this generous spirit is accom- 
panied with the outward splendour of nobility, it gives 
rise to an image of great majesty ; but it is essential to 
remember that the grand distinction, which alone merits 
love and admiration, is wholly independent of that 
adventitious splendour, which, however it may adorn 
and assist, can never of itself constitute chivalry.! The 
ancients were ever ready to admit this position : *E\€v-

Plato even affirmed, that to know how to obey required 
as generous a disposition, and as good an education, as 
to know how to command. The renown and exaltation 
of Cicero, who speaks of himself as "homo per se cogni- 
tusV niay be fairly weighed against the silly pride and 
jealousy of the nobles towards men of merit, which he 
describes.* And we know, that even the Junian house 
looked upon L. Brutus, a plebeian, as the founder of its 
nobility. To be as noble as the king was the pride of 
Diomedes, when he said to Agamemnon,

It is obvious that these sentiments could only gain 
additional force and' extent by the lapse of time, which 
always confirms the judgments of nature. Truly, we 
can behold in life, as well as in history and in poetry, 
" how that genterie is not annexed to possession". 

"For God it wot, men mournful often find 
A lorde^s sone do shame and vilanie.

And had his elders noble and vertaous, 
And n^l himselven do no gentil dedes, 
Ne fowie his gentil auDcestrie that ded is. 
He n'is not gentil, be he duk or erl ;

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For vilain's sinful dedes make a cherl. 

For gentillesse n^is but the renomee 

Of their auncestres, for their high bountee, 

"Which is a strange thine to thy persone ; 

Thy gentillesse cometh fro God alone. 

Then cometh onr veray gentillesse of grace : 

It was no thing bequeathed us with our place/' 

"The king may scatter titles and dignities, till lords, 
like the swarm of dons in Sancho's Island, shall become 
as troublesome as so many flesh-flies ; but he may not 
save those among whom he scatters them from rotten- 
ness and oblivion/'^ The king can give letters of nobility, 
but he cannot bestow the sentiment which gives it virtue : 
his favour cannot grant the inheritance which alone en- 
nobles an illustrious birth ; and his wrath cannot take it 
away. 

" Princes and lords may flourish and may fade, 
A breath can make them^ as a breath has made ;'' 

but the noble chivalry of the heart, 

" Flos veterum vircusque virum/* 

must he held as an inaUenable privilege, which is the gift 
of God alone. The Emperor Sigismond replied to a 
favourite who begged that he would ennoble him, " I 
can give you privileges and fiefs, but I cannot make 
you noble." And again, a merchant from Hambourg, 
who had lent the Emperor Charles V a large sum of 
money, and was unable to get the interest of it, deter- 
mined to go to Vienna and get presented at Court ; and 
having been presented, he asked the Emperor to make 
him a gentleman. " Sir," said the Emperor, " I can 
make you a Baron, or a Count, or a Prince ; but as to 
making you a gentleman, it is out of my power ; it is the 
gift of God alone." " He who does not possess these 
virtues," says the poet Arnaud de Marvelli, " though he 
may have the name of Chevalier, I do not regard him as 
a true knight." As Talbot exclaims, when he plucks oflf 
the garter from the " craven leg" of Falstaff : 

} ^ Land or. 
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" He that is not furnished in this sort , 
Doth but usurp the sacred name of knight. 
Profaning this most honourable order." 

And Pierre Cardinal, the old poet of Provence, says, "the 
King of France is not so powerful that he can change a 
wicked man into a man of honour ; he may give him 
gold and silver, and robes, and wine, and viands ; but 
as for goodness, God alone can impart that". He only 
who is himself free can make men free : 

ikevdepo^ ^ap o{rn<i ecrrl 'TtX^v Aao9.^ 

The ancients, notwithstanding their immoderate regard 
for birth and nobility, were not altogether insensible to 
the stubborn facts which were against their theory. 
"Noble sons do not always spring from noble fathers, 
nor evil from evil," says Sophocles ; " but there is no 
trusting," he adds, " to anything mortal."* 

If nobility be understood as the honour consequent 
upon the circumstance of birth from virtuous parents, 
it is of an antiquity which is lost in the night of time. 
" If, indeed, you be his son," says Nestor to Telemachus, 
<r€^a9 /*' €^€4 €urop6(DVTCL^ Menelaus, delighted with the 
wise answers of Telemachus, exclaims that he must have 
been born of good blood ;* and Alcinous, desiring Ulysses 
to declare his name and parentage, adds an opinion which 
shows how great were the moral effects attributed to 
birth.* It is the pride of Penelope that her son is come 
of a good race ; Diomedes begins his speech in council 
by boasting of the virtue of his father and grandfather, 
of whom he says, aper^ S' ^v e^oxo^ avr&Vy^ and upon this 
ground he bespeaks the attention of the assembly. No 
one can ridicule the heroes of the Iliad for having this 
sentiment in such respect, when he hears the immortal 
words with which the son of Hippolochus defies his 
enemy {Iliads vi, 206). Virgil, in a lower strain, as- 
cribes this sentiment to the Kutuli, in accounting for 
their affection for Turnus :

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" Hunc decus egregium formae movet atquo javentae,

But the genuine foundation appears again in his de- 
scription of the assembly to witness the game of Troy 
before iEneas, when the spectators applauded the con- 
tending youths : 

'' veterumque agnoscunt ora parentum."^ 

The importance attached to birth appears strikingly 
in Sophocles.^ Honour, not expediency, is the motive 
which he knows will operate upon the noble-born youth.* 
The climax of horrors with CEdipus consists in his re- 
membering that he was born of the noble race of Laius/ 
The lines of Euripides are celebrated — 

Se&i/o? 'XapoKTrjp, tcairiar^p^o^ €vppoToi<;, 

Plutarch, in his life of Phocian, proceeds to an im- 
moderate length in speaking of the importance of birth ; 
but it is impossible not to admire Socrates, when he de- 
scribes the form of virtuous ancestors/ Polibius assigns 
the abolition of this principle as one of the chief causes 
of the ruin of Carthage. Plato, in many places, assumes 
it as the basis of his instruction. Aristotle admits the 
principle in its fullest extent.® The most eminent of the 
Eoman patriots, not excepting even Cato, acknowledged 
their belief in the influence of generous birth, in eleva- 
ting the soul, and in filling it with a desire of virtuous 
deeds. Upon the whole, therefore, nothing can be more 
certain, than that the merit of despising an illustrious 
descent was unknown to the wisest and most virtuous 
men of antiquity ; nay, at Kome, when the people be- 
came eligible to the ofiices of military tribune and 
quaestor, they invariably returned men of patrician 
family to the ninth election ; and this, notwithstanding 
the utmost efforts of the tribunes and the leaders of the

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popular party. In the year 333, Antistius and Pompi- 
lius, both of them tribunes, demanded the oflSce of 
quoBStor : the firat for his son, the second for his brother; 
and yet, strange to relate, they were both disappointed, 
and patricians were elected by the people. That the 
same sentiments prevailed among the ancient Pei-sians 
appears from the expression of Otanes, when he sent that 
celebrated message to his daughter, which is related by 
Herodotus ;^ as also from the words of Otanes to Darius : 
" that it was beneath men of rank to contend with an 
adversary of inferior degree".^ 

The heroic origin of many of the great families had a 
charm to which Cicero was not insensible. The Junian 
family might have the images of twenty of the noblest 
houses allied to them carried with their dead in proces- 
sion.' The Julian family, at the funeral of Drusus, dis- 
played, in long order, those of iEneas and all the Alban 
kings, Romulus and the Sabine nobles, Attus Clausus 
and his successors of the Claudian house.* The ^Emilian 
family traced their descent from Numa, or, indeed, from 
Mamercus, son of Pythagoras ; the lilarcii traced their 
descent from Ancus Marcius, the grandson of Numa. 
Plutarch says that the houses of the Publicola, the Mes- 
salae, the Valerii, illustrious for the space of six hundred 
years, still acknowledged Publicola as the fountain of 
their honour. The descendants of Pinarius, who gave 
hospitality to Hercules when he came to the spot which 
is now Rome, were at Rome in the time of Diodorus, and 
regarded as the most ancient of the noble houses.* 

In heroic ages it was certainly believed that virtue was 
the source of nobility, and there is nothing real in nobility, 
but what is independent of a monarch's will. '^ If the off- 
spring of great men'\seiy8 the herald^' vaunt o/their lineage 
or titular dignity, and want their virtues, they are hut like 
base sei^ing-men, who camj on their sleeves the badge 
of some noble family, yet are they themselves but un- 
noble persons.'' Virtue produced nobility, therefore it can

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only be preserved by virtue.^ Such is the language of all 
heiuldic writers of eminence. If that birth which no 
king could impart was regarded as the highest proof of 
nobility, it was from the opinion that the semblance of 
great souls and the character of great men might some- 
times be conveyed by secret and undiscernible convey- 
ances, in consequence of that divine favour which would 
be extended to generations descended from a man who 
was faithful to Heaven, or from a belief in the action of 
a more general principle, such as is implied in the lines 
of Shakespeare — 

" worthiness of nature ! breed of greatness ! 
Cowards, father cowards, and base things, sire base/^ 

For that sometimes parents did seem to revive in their 
offspring, not only in countenance and form of limb, but 
even in disposition of mind, was an opinion too firmly 
established by history and experience to be shaken by 
any arguments from reason. The Claudian family 
flourished at Rome during so long a period, with the 
same characteristic features of pride and ferocity ; it pro- 
duced the sad Tiberius, then the monstrous Caligula, and 
at length, after six hundred years, it became extinct in 
the death of Nero. iEschylus bursts out in a sublime 
and somewhat prophetic strain : " How the destiny of 
families directing their ways according to justice always 
produces good children. But ancient insolence is wont to 
generate, indeed, new insolence, to the mischief of mortals 
some time or other, whenever the appointed time 
comes."^ 

There is no doctrine of political science more certain 
than that, under all circumstances of government, the 
harmony of social life, the cultivation of the arts, the in- 
terests of literature, the happiness of the people them- 
selves, no doubt the secret end of all institutions coeval 
with society, require the preservation of degree. "Nothing",

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says Bacon, " doth derogate from the dignity of a state 
more than confusion of degree." 

" Take but degree away, untune that string. 
And hark, what discord follows ! each thing meets 
In mere oppugnancy : the bounded waters 
Should lift their bosoms higher than the shores. 
And make a sop of all this solid globe. 
Strength should be lord of imbecility, 
And the rude son should strike his father dead. 
Force should be right; or, rather, right and wrong, 
Between whose endless jar justice resides. 
Should lose their names, and so should justice too, 
Then everything includes itself in power ; 
Power into will ; will into appetite ; 
And appetite, an universal wolf. 
So doubly seconded with will and power. 
Must make per force an universal prey, 
And, last, eat up himself.^'^ 

" The governing, and being governed", says Aristotle, 
"is not merely to be classed with things unavoidable, 
but with those also which are beneficial. Immediately 
from their birth, some things are set apart for being 
governed, and some to have the power of governing ; 
and there are many forms of being governed and of 
governing ; for, in all things throughout universal nature, 
there are that which governs and that which is governed, 
not merely in all things that have life, but even in thpse 
which are without life there is a certain ruling power as a 
harmony."' 

Cicero shows that in Rome the destruction of the 
regal power was only the abolishing a name, while the 
thing itself remained.' "Nothing", he says, "belongs 
more essentially to the condition of nature than rule or 
empire, without which neither a house, nor a state, nor a 
tribe, nor the human race can stand, nor the whole nature 
of things, nor the world itself, for that has to obey God." 
Government does not result from the consent of those 
who are to be governed, any more than a father derives 
authority from his children, or a master from his ser-

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vants, or a teacher from his scholars. ** lu everything", 
says Plato, " that which rules is older than that which is 
ruled, that which leads than that which is'led."^ 

In the letters of Kichmond, Clarencieux King of Arms, 
in the reign of Henry VII, quoted by Sir James Lawrence 
from the HarUian MSS., the gentlemen are named 
before noblemen. So Edward Coke counts all noble who 
have a right to bear arms; and Camden, Clarencieux 
King of Arms, speaks of gentlemen as the "nobiles mi- 
norcs". 

Matthew Carter, in his Honour Rediviviis ; Sir John 
Feme, in his Blazonry of Gentry and Nobility; Sir 
Thomas Smith, in his Commonwealth of England; 
Gwillim Edmondson Peacham, in his Complete Gentle- 
many etc., are all express as to the nobility of the British 
gentry, who were considered of equal, rank with the 
nobility of France, at the Court of Bordeaux and Poitiers, 
in the days of the Angevine sovereigns. Their nobility 
is also proved by Sir James Laurence, from proclama- 
tions, state papers, and monumental inscriptions, in which 
the gentry are styled noble. "The knights and squires of 
England", continues Sir James Lawrence, "preferred being 
styled the gentry to being styled the nobility ; they were 
logicians enough to know the axiom, *Omne majus con- 
tinet minus', and they, being allowedly gentlemen, could 
never dream of their nobility being contested ; and the 
peers were styled the nobility, not because they were the 
only nobles, but because, as there were many peers who 
were not gentlemen, they could not collectively be styled 
the gentry of the upper house. The peer, therefore, is 
not always at the head ; he may be at the tail of his 
family.^"* 

Plato supplies a beautiful passage in which Socrates 
speaks of birth ; when Critias assures the philosopher 
that the young man Charmides, his cousin, is as remark- 
able for temperance and all virtue as for beauty of per- 
son, Socrates replies : " Certes it is but .right, Char-

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mides, that in these things you should excel other men ; 
for I do not think that any person could show among all 
the Athenians two houses from the union of which it 
is more probable that there would succeed a more noble 
and excellent oflfepring, than those from which you are 
sprung ; for your paternal house, that of Critias, is cele- 
brated by Anacreon, and by Solon, and by many other 
poets, as having excelled in beauty and virtue and all 
happiness ; and your maternal descent is equally illus- 
trious, for than Pyrilampus, your uncle, no one on the 
whole continent is said to have had a more beautiful per- 
son and greater renown, and generally this whole house is 
in no manner inferior to the other. So that being sprung 
from these, it is probable that you would be the first in 
all things. And now, as far as what pertains to the eyes 
to determine, dear son of Glaucou, you appear to me 
to be no disgrace to your ancestors ; but if, in addition, 
you possess temperance and all other virtues which this 
man ascribes to you, dear Charmides, your mother bore 
you in a happy hour.'' 

Having made, therefore, these few remarks on the na- 
ture of true nobility, I will proceed to give what account 
1 can of the descendants of the ancient nobility of Powys 
Fadog.

/ ARMORIAL BEARINGS OF OWAIN GLTNDYFRDWT, 

PRINCE OF WALES. 

I have stated, in voL i, p. 209, that Prince Owain 
summoned a Parliament at Machynlleth in Cyfeiliog, 
where he was proclaimed Prince of Wales, and formally 
crowned, on the 20th of September 1402. 

From the time of his coronation he used his Royal 
Seals, which are thus described by Sir Henry Ellis, from 
the seals attached to two deeds deposited in the Hotel 
Soubise, at Paris : — " The Great Seal has an obverse and 
reverse ; on the obverse, Owen is represented with a 
bifid beard, very similar to Richard II, seated under a 
canopy of Gothic tracery ; the half body of a wolf 
forming the arms of his chair on each side ; the back- 
ground is ornamented with a mantle sem^e of lions, held 
up by angels. At his feet are two lions. A sceptre is 
in his right hand, but he has no crown. The inscription 

is Oivenus Princeps WallicB. On the reverse, Owen 

is represented on horseback, in armour ; in his right 
hand, which is extended^ he holds a sword, and in his 
left a shield, charged with, quarterly, four lions rampant; 
a drapery, probably a kerchief de plesaunce^ or handker- 
chief, won at a tournament, pendant from his right 
wrist. Lions rampant also appear upon the mantle of 
the horse. On his helmet, as well as on his horse's head, 
is the Welsh Dragon. The area of the shield is diapered 
with roses. The inscription on this side seems to fill the 
gap upon the obverse, Oxvenus Dei Gratid .... TFaZZze." 
Pennant mentions a pardon granted by him to one John 
ab Howel ab leuan Goch, to NAhich this seal was at- 
tached, and which is dated " anno 2:>rincipatus nostri VP 
(latum apud Cefn Llanfaiv X" die Jan. per ipsum prin- 
cipem" Amongst the witnesses are two of his sons,^ 
, Gruflydd ab Owen, and jMaredydd ab Owen; his Chan- 

cellor GrufFydd Yonge, and Rhys ab Tudur and Gwillim

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ab . . . . ^ "The Privy Seal", says Sir Henry Ellis, " re- 
presents the four lions rampant, towards the spectator's 
left, on a shield surmounted by an open coronet ; the 
Dragon of Wales as a supporter, on the dexter side ; on 
the sinister a lion. The inscription seems to have been, 
Sigillum Oweni Fmncijns Wallice. No impression of 
this seal is probably now to be found in Wales or Eng- 
land/^ 

Ambition's dream IVe seen depart^ 
Have rued of penury the smart. 
Have felt of grief the venom'd dart, 

When hope was flown : 
Tet rests one solace to my heart — 

My harp alone. 

Heaven lies about us in our infancy. 
Shades of the prison-house begin to close 

Upon the growing boy ; 
But he beholds the light, and whence it flows — 

He sees it in his joy. 
The youth who daily further from the east 
Must travel, still is Nature's priest, 

And by the vision splendid 

Is on his way attended. 
At length the man perceives it die away, 
And fade into the light of coming day.^ 

Prince Owain Glyndyfrdwy died as before stated, Sep- 
tember 20th, 1415, in retirement at the house of one of 
bis daughters. (Vol. i, p. 211.) 

In vol. i, p. 205, allusion was made to a letter written 
on May 15th, 1402, by Prince Henry (afterwards King 
Henry V.), when he was at Shrewsbury, to the Privy

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And for news in this part, if 70a will know^ among others, we 
were lately informed that Owejn de Glyndourdy assembled his 
forces of other rebels^ his adherents, in great number, pur- 
posing to make an incursion, and to fight if the Endish would 
resist him in his purpose, and so he boasted to nis people. 
Wherefore we took our forces, and went to a place of the said 
Oweyn, well built, which was his principal mansion, called 
Saghern (Sycharth), where we expected to have found him, if 
he had had will to fight in manner as he said ; and, at our 
coming thither we found nobody, and therefore we caused the 
whole place to be burnt, and several other houses thereabouts 
of his tenants. And then we went straight to Glendourdy, 
to seek him there, and there ./e burnt a fair lodge in his park, 
and all the country thereabout. And we lodged ourselves by 
there all that night, and certain of our people sallied forth 
there into the country, and took a great gentleman of the 
country, who was one of the said Oweyn's chieftains, who 
offered five hundred pounds for his ransom to have had his 
life, and to have paid the said sum within two weeks ; never- 
theless, it was not accepted, but he was put to death, as well 
as divers others of his companions who were taken in the ex- 
pedition. And then we went into the commote of Edeymion, 
m the county of Merionyth, and there we ravaged with fire a 
fair country, and well inhabited. And thence we went into 
Powys, and there being a scarcity of provender for horses in 
Wales, we caused our men to carry oats with them, and we 

remained days. And to inform you more fully of this 

expedition, and of other news here at present, we send to you 
our very dear esquire, John de Waterton, .to whom you will be 
pleased to give entire faith and credence in what he shall 
report to you from us, touching the news above mentioned. 
And may our Lord have you falways in His holy keeping. 
Given under our signet, at Shrouesbury, this fifteenth day of 
May."i

To the first article : The township of Abimbery, whereof 
this manor taketh name^ is bounded on ye south with ye riuer 
Clywedock runninge eastward^ and on ye north with one little 
spring called Abere Gwinyon, running eastward ; likewise to 
ye river Clywedock on the north part, with certaine lands 
belonging to ye manor of Iscoyd, and on ye south with 
certaine lands belonging to the right honorable the Earle of 
Derbie.

AVhereunto, 
for more certainety, this jury doe referre themselues ; and this 
jury doe not knowe of anything paid or due to be paid by any 
of ye said tennants upon the mariage of their daughters. 

To the sixth article they say, that the King^s high waies 
excepted, there is no waste or commons within ye said manor, 
to their knowledge. 

To the seventh article they say, that there is no great quan- 
tity of wood in that manor, and that Roger Griffith, Thomas 
and Roger ap John did fall some to repaire ye highwaies. 

To the eight article they say, that there is no parke or 
warren w'thin this manor. 

To the ninth, they say as to ye sixt, that they have no 
commons or wast within this manor, an no incrochments. 

To the tenth they say, that the lands held from fortie yeares 
to fortie yeares in the holding of these tenants, are ye cus- 
tomarie landes of this manor, and that there is one parcell of 
land called by ye name of Cae Edneuet, nowe devided into 
two parcells, conteyning by estimac'on six acres, in the towne- 
shipp of Sonlley, nowe in ye occupac'on of Hugh Uoyd as 
escheat, and that one Robert Powell claymeth ye same. And 
one parcell of land called Kae yr meibion, conteyning by esti- 
mac'on one acre, sometyme the land of Griffith ap Jenkin 
Moreton, and, as this jury is informed, is in the hands of 
Richard Leigh ton, Esq., held at will. 

To the eleaventh they say, that there are no mynes of coale, 
leade, or chalke, but for quarries of stone and marie, some 
small quantitie there is vpon ye freeholde, which the free- 
holders hold, the benefitt whereof they do not knowe. 

To the twelfth and thirteenth they say, that they doe not 
know yt any freeholder died without heire, generall or speciaU, 
and that there is not any towne corporate^ burrough towne, 
or other within ye said manor. 

To the fourteenth and fifteenth they say, that they knowe 
not of any sache exchanges, or vnlawfuU inserting of landes 
into leases as are demanded in that article, and yt the Prince 
hath no customary mill or other in this manor. 

To the sixteenth they say, as to ye sixth and ninth, that 
they haue no commons or waste at all, nor peate, or turfe. 

To the seventeenth, that the freeholders and tennants of this

To the twentieth they say, that there belongeth to this 
manor fishinge of the whole water of Dee, and that Jarrard 
Eton, Esq., payeth, therefore, yearlie to ve Prince xxs. ; and 
as for fowling they doe not knowe anething at all, nor any 
great profitt had thereby. 

To the twenty-first, twenty-second, and twenty-third they 
say, they haue no markets or faires within any towneshipp in 
this manor, and that they knowe not of any rents or land 
concealed or withheld in this manor, nor of any reprises or 
payments going out of ye same. 

To the twenty-fourth they say, that there are yearlie made 
at ye leete after Michaelmas, by the jurie of Eglussegle Bu- 
abon and Abymbury, theis officers, viz. : pettie constables, 
which doe searve for ye year followinge, within ye seuerall 
towneshipps of ye manor; and yt ye cheif steward, as this 
jury have crediblie heard, is the right honorable ye Earl of 
"bridgewater, and yt John Jeffreys, Esq., John Dauies, and 
Thomas Foster, gent., are his deputies, and that Thomas 
Trafford, Esq., is receavor ; but what fees they or either of 
them have, this jurie knoweth not. 

To the twenty-fifth article they say, there are no benifices 
or advowsons in this manor. 

To the twenty-sixth they say, that as farre as they can 
learneand find out, the old and accustomed acre vsed in theise 
parts, and in ye most of ye countries next adjoyning, contey' 
160 perches in euerie acre, and yt euerie of the said perches 
conteyne twenty-four foote to the perche or pole.

Fychan, and a daughter, Gwenllion, who married Owain 
Wan, lord of Caerllion. He married, secondly, Eva, 
daughter and co-heiress of Llywelyn ab Meurig ab Ca- 
radog, son of lestyn ab Gwrgant, Prince of Glamorgan, 
and founder of one of the five Royal Tribes of Wales, 
gules, three chcvronells argent (See Eyton of Eytoa 
Isaf), by whom he had a third son, Hwfa ab lorwerth, 
who had Hafod y Wern, who bore sahle^ three lions 
passant in pale argent.

He was ancestor of John 
Roberts of Abynbury, whose daughter and heiress mar- 
ried John Saunders, gentleman, father of Janet, his 
daughter and heiress, who married Gabriel Goodman of 
IMerlyn, gent, father of Mary, his daughter and heiress, 
who manied Owain Salisbury of RAg, the great genealo- 
gist. Gruffudd ab lorwerth was ancestor also of the 
Wynns of Gerwyn Fawr, and others in Bedwal and 
Coed Abynt. 

Robert ab lorwerth of Llwyn On, living 18 Edw. 
IV. He married Margaret, daughter of John ab Elis 
Eyton of Rhiwabon, Esquire of the Body to the King. 
He died 21 Edw. IV, 1481, and Margaret his wife died 
in 1528, as lately appeared by their sepulchral monument 
of freestone in the Isgoed chauntrv of Wrexham church, 
close to the south wall. Formerly there were plates of 
brass upon the said monument, and an inscription re- 
lating to the chronology aforesaid, and two escutcheons 
upon other plates of brass on the same stone, with the 
impalement of the coat of arms of the said Robert ab 
lorwerth and his lady ; all which plates, however, were 
taken off by some base, rapacious, and barbarous hands 
in the late civil wars. However, the stone chest and 
plain table, whereon the said plates and inscription were 
laid, remain still in the said church of Wrexham, to be 
seen (1675). 

In 1457 (35 Henry VI), Wrexham Church was burnt 
down, and the then Pope granted an indulgence of forty 
days for five years, to all who should contribute to re- 
build it ; and the teams of the Llwyn On family brought 
the first load of stone for that purpose.

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MEINI HIRION. 

I have just received the following information from 
the Rev. G. W. Griffith, Vicar of Llangurig, which he 
obtained from Mr. Williams (ab Morrus), of Carnarvon- 
shire, relative to the Meini Hirion. The following is a 
translation of what Mr. Williams says : — 

"There is no doubt but that there are different 
opinions in connection with the Meini Hirion, as with 
everything else. There are several of these stones dot- 
ting the Island of Anglesey, as well as Lleyn, as I dare 
say you are aware of. I have heard that a curse is 
still dogging one family in A , because of their an- 
cestor having presumed to move the Maen Hir which 

adorned his field near G , in the parish of 

Llan— d— ." 

A like tradition is current in connection with a family 

vrho lived at B , in the county of Carnarvon. It 

is said that an ancestor removed a Maen Hir beside 

the F , and took it home with much trouble, and 

set it up as the lintel of his barn. The consequence 
was, that a lasting curse fell upon the place. (See vol. i,

Ednyfed Fychan was the distinguished general and 
able minister of Lly weljTi ab lorwerth,^ Prince of Wales, 
in the early part of the thirteenth century. He was a 
nobleman of extensive power and possessions in Anglesey, 
and was the son of Cynwrig ab lorwerth ab Gwgan ab 
Idnerth ab Edryd ab Inathal, who was called Prince of 
Abergeleu. 

This Inathal, or Tnathan, was the son of lasseth ab 
Carwed ab Marchudd, Lord of Uwch Dulas about the 
year 846. Marchudd bore gtdes, a Saracen's head erased 
at the shoulders, ppr., wreathed argent and azure ; and 
resided at Bryn Ffanigl, in the parish of Bettws Wyrion 
Wgan, and was the chief of one of the noble tribes of 
Gwynedd. 

On one occasion, Ednyfed Fychan was sent by his 
prince in command of the Welsh armies to defend the 
frontiers against the English, under the command of 
Eanulph,* Earl of Chester, whom he defeated, and slew ; 
also three of the chief commanders and a host of the 
common soldiers. The rest having been put to flight, he 
returned in triumph, and displaying the three heads ; he 
was commanded by the prince, in addition to many gifts, 

J Llywelyn ab lorwerth reigned from 1194 to 1240. 

^ Ranulph or Randolph Blondeville, Earl of Chester, bore azure^ 
three garbs, 2 and 1 o?-. He succeeded his father, Hugh Cyfeiliog, 
in 1181, and died in 1233.

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as a further reward, to bear in future for his arms ^'gules 
a chevron ermine^ inter three Englishmen's heads in pro- 
file couped at the neck, ppr.", which is still borne by his 
descendants at the present day. From the death of 
Prince Llywelyn (which occurred on April 11th, 1240) 
his posterity were the most illustrious and powerful men 
in Wales ; and from him was directly descended Henry 
VII, and every monarch that has since ascended the 
English throne. 

He married, first, Gwenllian, daughter of the Lord Rhys 
ab Gruffudd, Prince of South Wales (gules, a lion ram- 
pant, in a border indented or), by whom he had issue 
two sons, — 1, GruflFudd ab Ednyfed ; and 2, Goronwy ab 
Ednyfed, of whom presently. 

Grufi'udd ab Ednyfed had all the Hen Glawdd for his 
portion.

According to 
a letter in the Harleian MS.y 1971, fol. 196, he "fled to 
Ireland for some slander given to him touching Joane, 
the daughter of King John, and wife of Prince Llywelyn 
ab lorwerth, and stayed there as long as the prince lived, 
and was highly entertained" By his wife, Gwenllian, 
he had issue two sons, — 1, Sir Howel ab Gruffudd, 
knight, who is called by Lewys Dwnn, vol. ii. Sir Howel 
y Fwyall, or Sir Howel of the Battle Axe ; and 2, Su:

Gruffudd Llwyd, knight, of Tref Garnedd and Dinorwig, 
who was the first to convey to Edward I the intelligence 
of the birth of his son, afterwards Edward II, at Caer- 
narvon Castle, for which he was knighted. In 1232 he 
revolted against the English, and was afterwards taken 
prisoner, and confined in Ehuddlan Castle. 

Sir Howel ab Gruffudd, or Sir Howel y Fwyall, knight, 
married Tanglwystl, daughter of David Goch ab Howel 
Fychan ab Howel ab leuaf, Lord of Arwystli (argent, a 
lion rampant sable, crowned or), by whom he was the 
father of Gruffudd ab Sir Howel, who married Nesta, 
daughter of Gwrwared ab Gwilym ab Gwrwared, Lord 
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of Cemmaes and Bryn Bugaf in Gwent, by whom he had 
two sons, — 1, Sir Ehys Hen, knight ; and 2, Robert 
ab GruflFudd of Kinmael, who bore guleSy a chevron inter 
three mullets or, and was father of Rhys ab Robert of 
Kinmael, who bore sable, a chevron inter three mullets 
argent, and was the ancestor of the Lloyds^ of Kinmael, 
the Williamses of Llanfair Talhaiarn, and several other 
families. 

Ednyved Fychan, married, secondly, Eva ; but, ac- 
cording to Lewys Dwnn, vol. ii, p. 130, Eva was his firat 
wife, daughter of Llywarch ab Bran, lord of Cwmmwd 
Menai, chief of one of the Noble Tribes of Gwynedd, 
who bore argent, a chevron sable, inter three Cornish 
choughs, with an ermine spot on their bills, ppr., by 
whom he had issue six sons ; 1 , Sir Tudor ab Ednyfed, 
who had P14s yn y Nant, and Llangynafal in M6n ; 2, 
Rhys,* who had Garth Garmon ; 3, Howel ab Ednyfed, 
"a Friar, who in the yeare 1235, became Bishoppe of 
Saint Assaphe. In the year 1239, hee gave to the nunnes 
of Llanllugan in Powys-land, the tythe of the Rectory of 
Llanvaire, in Caereinion ; hee impropried also Llangollen 
vnto the Abbey of Valley Crucis, anno 1236, and the 
Rectory of Llanassaph, vnto the fabricke of the Cathedral 
Church, anno 1247 ; hee died at Oxford, and was there 
buried ;"* 4 and 5, Lly welyn and Cynwrig, who had the 
Creuddyn ; and — 6, lorwerth, who had Abermarlais. 

Ednyfed Fychan, who lived chiefly at Tref Gamedd 
in M6n, died about the year 1233, and gave the three 
manors of Penymynydd, Tref Castell, and Arddreiniog,

Goronwy ab Ednyfed, who, like his father, was an 
illustrious and powerful man, died in 1270.

Tudor H6n of Tref Castell, Penmynydd, Arddreiniog 
and Tref Gayan. He spent an honourable life at Pen- 
mynydd, and died the 9th October 1311, and was buried 
in Bangor Monastery, which he himself had built, in a 
tomb made for him in the south wall of the Friars' 
Chapel. He divided his lands between his three sons ; 
1, Goronwy, of whom presently ; 2, Howel, who died 
s. p., and 3, Madog, a priest, who becamed Archdeacon 
of Anglesey, and afterwards a most renowned Abbot of 
Aberconwy, and left his lands to his monastery. 

Goronwy ab Tudor had Tref Castell, Penmynydd, 
Arddreiniog, Tref Gayan, and the lands of his brother 
Howel.

He changed his arms 
from the Englishmen's heads to three closed helmets, 
argent. An account of his assuming without authority 
the honour of knighthood, and its being confirmed to 
him by King Edward HI, will be found in Powell's 
History of Wales, p. 314, edition of 1702. 

He married Margaret, daughter and coheiress of 
Thomas ab Llywelyn ab Owain ab Maredudd, lord of 
Isgoed, the heir of the Sovereign Princes of South Wales, 
by whom he had issue five sons ; 1, Goronwy ab Tudor 
of Penmynydd, who was made Forester of Snowden for 
life by the Black Prince, and Constable of Beaumaris 
Castle by Richard II.

mynydd) 2, Ednyfed ab Tudor of Tref Castell in the 
Cwmmwd of Tindaethwy in M6n, and Tref Gwenhelyth 
in the Cwmmwd of Llivon ; and left two daughters co- 
heirs, Angharad and Myfanwy, of whom Angharad mar- 
ried leuan ab Adda ab lorwerth Ddu ab Ednyfed Gam 
of Llys Pengwern in Nanheudwy, the ancestor of the 
Mostyn family ; 3, Gwilym, whose posterity is nearly 
extinct ; 4, Maredudd, who married Margaret, daughter 
of David Fychan ab David Llwyd, by whom he had a 
son, Owain Tudor, who married Catherine, relict of 
Henry V, King of England, and daughter of Charles VI, 
Eling of France, by whom he had a son, Edmund Tudor 
of Hadham, created Earl of Kichmond in 1453, who bore 
France and England quarterly, in a border azure, charged 
with fleur-de-lys and martlets or, who by his first wife 
Margaret, daughter and sole heiress of John Beaufort, 
Duke of Somerset, was father of Henry VII, King of 
England; and 5, Khys ab Tudor, of whom presently.

At the great Eis- 
teddfod, held at Marchwiail; he won the chair and a 
birchen wreath, for a poem to a lady, "Whereupon, 
Davydd ab Gwilym saug kindly of him for that poem." 
He flourished from 1300 to 1350. Some of his com- 
positions are preserved in manuscript, and several of 
them have been published in the Myvyrian Archaeologia 
of Wales. 

III. Llywelyn Llogell Rhyson, Parson of Marchwiail. 
He composed the Englynion of " Marchwiail bedw brig- 
las" in the ancient style of poetry, when the great Eis- 
teddfod was held there in the time of King Edward IIL 

These three brothers had been the disciples of Lly- 
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welljm ab Gwilym Emlyn, of D61 Goch in Ceredigion, 
when the said Llywelyn was in concealment at Gwern 
y Cleppa, the court of Ivorfflael, at Maes Aleg. It was 
in their time that the great Eisteddfod took place at 
Marchwiail in the time of Edward III, under the pa- 
tronage of the Earl of Mortimer ; to which bards from 
Gwynedd, Powys, South Wales and Glamorgan assem- 
. bled for the purpose of renovating in memory the ancient 
arts and secrets of vocal song, that had been almost lost 
in Gwynedd and Powys ; there being but few trained in 
the art and knowledge of vocal song, except in Glamor- 
gan, Anglesey and Ceredigion, in consequence of having 
lost the Princes who patronised the bards. The Con- 
gresses of Ivor Hael at Maes Aleg, of Llywelyn ab 
Gwilym Emlyn at D61 Goch in Emlyn, and of Llarch- 
wiail, were called the three regenerating Bardic con- 
ventions.^ 

Ednyfed ab GrufFudd, Lord of Sonlli and Eyton Uchaf. 
He was the preceptor of the bard lolo Goch.* At the 
Eisteddfod held at Ddl Goch Ednyved won the chair 
for his " Cywydd Gwr'' and shorter stanzas of " Eery 
Mynydd."

2 lolo Goch was one of the most emineut poets of the Principality.

Being possessed of considerable property, 
be received a liberal education, and took his degree of Master of Arts 
in one of the Universities. The Pantons of Plas Gwyn, in Anglesey, 
ore descended from him.

David Eyton ab Llywelyn ab Ednyfed, Lord of Eyton 
Uchaf and Sonlli, had that part of Trefwy Wyton or 
Eyton, now called Eyton Uchaf. It lies in the parish of 
Bangor Is y Coed. Some persons have imagined that this 
place was the residence of Cynwrig ab Rhiwallawn, for 
there are still the remains of very large and strong 
buildings, a chapel, a lake for fish, and other proofs that 
it must have been anciently a baronial residence. David

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TOWNSHIP OP RHIWABON. 

This township contains the villas or hamlets of Hafod, 
Bodylltyn, Ehuddallt, and Belan. This township, as 
most probably also the other two townships of the manor 
of Rhiwabon, viz., Rhwyton and Marchwiail, was given 
by Madog ab Gruffydd Maelor, Prince of Powys Fadog, 
who died in 1236, to his second son Maredydd, who was 
styled Maredydd of Rhiwabon from that circumstance. 
He took up his residence in the township of Rhiwabon, 
at a place subsequently called Watstay, and now Wynn- 
stay, in the villa or hamlet of Hafod. He married the 
Princess Catherine, daughter of GruflFydd ab Llewelyn 
ab lorwerth, Prince of Wales, who bore quarterly gules 
and or, four lions rampant counterchanged. By his con- 
sort, Maredydd had issue one only daughter and heiress, 
named Angharad, who had her father's landed estates, 
part of which was the ancient camp called Y Gaer-Ddin, 
and a farm called Cae Cuwppa adjoining it, which re- 
mained in the Rhiwabon branch of the Eyton family, 
till the late Mr. Eyton Evans of Watstay exchanged 
them with his father-in-law, Sir Gerard Eyton of Eyton, 
knight banneret, for some other compensation. As Ma- 
redydd died without male issue, his lordships went to his 
eldest brother, Prince GruflFydd. But his estate of Rhiw- 
abon devolved upon his daughter and heiress Angharad, 
who married Llewelyn ab (jruffydd ab Cadwgan, Lord 
of Eyton, Erlisham and Borasham, ermine, a lion ram- 
pant azure; who thus, in right of his wife, became pos- 
sessed of this estate, which continued to form a portion 
of the Eyton estate till the time of John Eyton H6n, 
Lord of Eyton and Seneschal, or steward of the lordship 
of Bromfield in 1477. 

This John Eyton of Eyton and Watstay married 
Gwenhwyfar, second daughter and co-heiress of Einion 
ab Ithel of Rhiwaedog in Penllyn, esquire of the body 
to John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster, and High Sheriff 
of Meirionydd for life, by whom he had issue two sons, 
Elis and William, and one daughter Margaret, wife of 
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Howel ab Rhys, Lord of RAg. Soon after the birth of 
the eldest son Elis, it was cUscovered that his parents 
were too nearly related to each other, to be able to marry 
without a dispensation from the Pope, which, as they 
had not obtained, Elis was pronounced by the Church to 
be illegitimate, and his parents were divorced ; and his 
youngest brother William, who was bom after his parents 
had got married again with the necessary dispensation 
from Rome, was made the eldest legitimate son, and in- 
herited the Eyton estate. The estate of Rhiwabon, how- 
ever, was left by his father to Elis.

Elis Eyton of Rhiwabon, the eldest son of John 
Eyton of Eyton, married first, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Gruffydd Hanmer of Hanmer, by whom he had no issue.

Puleston of Bers, argent^ on a bend sable, three molets 
of the field, ab Robert Puleston ab Richard ab Sir Roger 
Puleston of Emral, knight, sable, three molets argent, 
by whom he had issue, besides a daughter Gwenllian, ux. 
John Edward H6n of Pld,s Newydd, in the lordship of 
Chirk, receiver of Chirkland, from 2nd July, 13 Henry 
VII, to the 22 Henry VII, four sons— 1, John ab Elis 
Eyton, of whom presently ; 2, David Eyton, who mar- 
ried first, Marsly, daughter of Howel ab Rhys ab Howel, 
by whom he had no issue ; and secondly, he married . . . 
daughter of Morgan ab David ab Madog, by whom he 
had an only daughter and heiress, Margaret, who mar- 
ried Randle Broughton ab lorwerth Goch ab Ednyfed of 
Broughton, ermine, a lion statant gardant gules ; 3, Elis 
Eyton, who married Parnel, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Bulkeley, knight, ab William Bulkeley of Shaklys, by 
whom he had an only daughter and heiress, Margaret, 
who married firsts Randle Goch Brereton, eldest son of

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Edward Brereton ab William Brereton of Borasham, 
Esq. ; and secondly, Richard Powel ab Howel Hynaf ab 
Morgan of Alrhey, ermine^ a lion statant gardant gules; 
and 4, Sir Edward Eyton, a priest. 

John ab Elis Eyton of Khiwabon, the eldest son, 
fought in the army of King Henry VII, at the battle of 
Bosworth, in 1485. For his services in this battle, the 
King granted him a reward in land, as appears by a 
charter, seen by Mr. Salusbury of Erbistog. He mar- 
ried Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Hugh Calveley of the 
Lee, and Lord of the Manor of Calveley in Cheshire, 
knight (who was killed at the battle of Bloreheath, in 
1459), argent, a fess gules, inter three calves sable, and 
Mary his wife, daughter of Sir Gilbert Hoghton of 
Hoghton Tower in Lancashire, knight. Elizabeth died 
11th June 1524, and was interred in the chancel of 
Rhiwfabon church; and her husband, John ab Elis Eyton, 
died 28th September 1526, and was buried with his wife 
in the chancel, under an altar tomb, with figures of 
monks weeping on the sides, and angels holding shields 
of now defaced arms. On the top are two figures re- 
cumbent, an armed man with a collar of SS, and a lady 
lying on a cloak ; at their feet a lion, with a monk sitting 
on it, with his head recumbent on one hand. Bound the 
edge of the tomb is this inscription :-;-Orate pro a'i'a 

Joh'is ap Elis Eyton Armigeri qui obiit vicesimo die 

mensis Septembris An'o D'ni . . . El'sabeth Calfley uxoris 
ej' que obijt xj die mensis Junii' Anno D'ni M'o D*o xxiv. 
Quor 'a'ibus propitietur Deus. Amen. 

By his wife, Elizabeth Calveley, John ab Elis Eyton 
had issue one son, John Eyton of Rhiwabon, of whom 
presently, and one daughter Margaret, ux. Robert ab Ed- 
ward of Llwyn On, in the manor of Abynbury, and 
garish of Wrexham, ancestor of the Jones Parrjrs of 
[adryn and Llwyn On, ermine, a lion rampant sahle^ 
armed and langued gules. Margaret died in 1528, as 
appears by the inscription on her tombstone in Wrexham 
church. 

John ab Elis Eyton had four illegitimate children by 
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two other women. By Eva, daughter and heiress of 
Richard ab David ab Sidan, he had Roger Eyton, who 
married Gwenhwyfar, daughter and heiress of Edward 
ab Madog ab Deio ab Madog Llwyd of Bodylltyn, and 
ancestor of the Eytons of Bodylltyn. By Margaret, 
daughter of Thomas ab Llewelyn ab Madog of Edeir- 
nion, who lived with him fifteen years, he had three 
daughters — 1, Elizabeth, ux. William Bwras ab John ab 
Einion ab lolyn ab lorwerth of Bwras, or Borasham, 
{ermine, a lion rampant azure), by whom she had two sons, 
William Bwras, and Sir John Bwras, collated to the 
vicarage of Rhiwabon, in 1537 ; 2, Margaret Eyton, who 
married Gruflfydd ab Nicholas ab Deicws of Coed y Llai, 
or Lees wood (her father loved her so dearly, that he 
caused her to name both her sons John Eyton, the 
same name as himself, in remembrance of him) ; and 3, 
Jane Eyton, ux. Gruffydd ab David DdA ab Tudor. 

John Eyton of Rhiwabon, married, first, Emma, daugh- 
ter of Sir Roger Kynaston of Hordley, knight {ermine, 
a chevron gules), by whom he had, besides a daughter, 
Elizabeth, ux. John Trevor Goch of Wignant, ab Edw^ard 
Trevor, constable of Whittington Castle, a son and heir, 
John Eyton Fychan, who married Catherine, daughter of 
John Puleston H6n of Hafod y Wern and Bers {ardent, 
on a bend sable, three molets of the field), by whom he 
had no issuer He died in 1534, a prisoner in Holt 
Castle, for having killed William Hanmer.

William Eytox of Rhiwabon, the eldest son, married, 
first, Gwenhwyfar, second daughter and co-heir of Ri- 
chard ab Rhys ab Maurice of Cynllaith, ab leuan Gethin 
ab Madog CyflTyn (party per fess sable and argent, a lion, 
rampant counterchaiiged), by whom he had one daughter, 
Elizabeth, who married Martin Bromfield of Bryn y 
Wiwair, in the township of Morton Anglicorum (argent, 
a cross flory, engrailed sable, inter four Cornish choughs, 
ppr., on a chief azure, a boars head couped argent, 
tusked or, and langued gules). William Eyton married,

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secondly, Agnes, daughter of William ab William ab 
Gruflfydd ab Robin ab Gruffydd ab Gwilym ab GruflFydd 
of Cwchwillan {gides, a chev. eimiine, inter three Eng- 
lishmen's heads couped at the shoulders, ppr.), and 
thirdly, he married Blanche, daughter of Richard Trevor 
ab Edward Trevor ab David ab Ednyfed Gam, by whom 
he had a daughter named Gwenhwyfar. 

In 1637, William Eyton gave a house and lands in 
Crimbal Lane (the original income was £5 4s. OcZ., 
but it is now £15, per annum), for the distribution of a 
loaf of white bread to the poor on Sundays; and it is 
still distributed as the will directs. On the plate of a 
large oak chest, which exists in the church, are the fol- 
lowing lines : — 

Within this chest are writings lay'd. 
Whereby six pounds a year conveyed, 
Unto Rhuabon poore t*was given, 
By William Eyton, now in Heaven. 

In 1641 he gave lands, the original income of which 
was £4 85. Od. per annum, to be given to the poor of 
the parish of Rhiwabon on Good Friday; which was thus 
distributed to the poor on that day, from 1642 to 1687. 

William Eyton,^ by his second wife Agnes, had issue 
four sons ; 1, Edward Eyton, of whom presently ; 2, 
John Eyton of Belan, who, by Jane his wife, daughter of 
Hugh ruleston, Esq., had a son and heir, William Eyton 
of Belan ; 3, William Eyton of Pl^s Newydd, in Pentref 
Rhiwabon, in the villa of Rhuddallt, who died s. p. in 
1633 ; and 4, Roger, who died young ; and a daughter 
Mary, who married Edward Eyton of Eyton, Esq., whose 

* William Eyton, it appears, bought the great or rectorial tithes 
of Wrexham, and a portion of the rectorial tithes of Rhiwabon ; the 
other portion, viz., the tithes of Bodylltyn and Cristionydd Cynwrig 
being bought by Edward Lloyd, of Pl&s Madog, from Edward, Ijord 
Wooton, to whom they had been granted, 9th September, 12th James

lation of his, Sir Watkin Williams of Llanfordap, Bart, on condition 
of his taking the name of Wynn. He thus became Sir Watkin Wil- 
liams Wynn, of Wynnstay, Bart., and was the aucestor of the present 
Baronet of Wynnstay. Although Sir Juhn Wynn hud no issue by his 
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Clawdd in the parish of Chirk, ab David Lloyd, third 
son of John Edwards H6n of Plds Newydd, in the same 
parish, Esq. He married Gwenhwyfar, daughter of David 
ab Maredydd, by whom he had two sons, John Lloyd 
and Edward of Glyn Ceiriog. 

Edward of Glyn, the second son of leuan Lloyd, was 
the father of Hugh ab Edward of Glyn ; who had two 
sons, Edward ab Hugh of Glyn and John ab Hugh of 
Khiwabon. Edward ab Hugh of Glyn had two sons, 
Owain of Crogen Iddon ; and Hugh Edward of Glyn, 
whose only daughter and heiress married Richard Wynn 
of Aber Cynllaith, descended from Idnerth Benfras ; both 
Richard Wynn and his wife Jane were living in 1697. 

John ap Hugh of Rhiwabon married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter and heiress of John ab leuan ab Howell of Pennant y 
Belan, by whom he had two sons ; 1, Thomas Hughes ; 
and 2, Grufiyd Hughes, who, by his will, dated 1 706, 
left to the poor of Rhiwabon, lands adjoining Pentref 
Isaf farm, the annual rent of which, in 1828, was £21. 

Thomas Hughes of Pennant y Belan, receiver of the 
king's rents in the greatest part of Maelor and other 
places, 1697. He married Sarah, fourth daughter and 
co-heiress of Edward ab Rondle of Rhuddallt, in the 
Manor of Rhiwabon, son of John ab John ab Madog ab 
leuan ab Madog ab leuaf ab Madog ab Cadwgan Ddii ab 
Cadwgan Goch ab Y Gwion ab Hwfa ab Ithel Felyn, 
Lord of lal and Ystrad Alun {sahle, on a chevron inter 
three goat's heads erased or, three trefoils of the field). 
By this lady Thomas Hughes had issue three daughters,

By Eliza, 
daughter of Edward ab Thomas, alias Edward Yr Housman, of Rhiw- 
abon, he had John Wynn, Mary Wynn, and Mary who died young. 
By Elizabeth Partin, daughter of William Partin, of "The Gyfeiliau", 
in the parish of Rhiwabon, he had Jane Wynn, who married Thomas 
Hanmer^ of Maes Gwaelod, in Maelor Saesneg, 1700 ; Catherine; and 
Elizabeth. 

In 1678 he built a stone wall around a large piece of land at Wat- 
stay for a deer park, and in 1688 he made the avenues of oak, elm, 
and ash; and in 1691 be made the fishpond. 
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1. Mary, who married William Piatt of Rhyd Onen, 
in the comot of Dogfeilin and in the parish of Llanynys 
in Dyffiyn Clwyd, son and heir of Richard Piatt of Pant 
Glas, near Ruthin, and Mary, his wife daughter and 
heiress of John Edwards of Rhydonen. By his wife, 
Mary Hughes, William Piatt had issue, an only daughter 
and heiress, Sarah, who was married at Llanynys, 20th 
December, 1723, to Rhys Lloyd of Clochfaen, in the 
parish of Llangurig in Arwystli Uwch y Coed, High 
(Sheriff for the county of Montgomery, in 1743. Mrs. 
Sarah Lloyd died at the age of eighty-five, and was 
buried with her husband, who pre-deceased her, in the 
chancel of Llangurig Church, January 10th, 1781. Her 
only son, Jenkyn Lloyd of Clochfaen and Rhydonen, 
High Sheriff for co. Montgomery in 1755, married at 
Erbistog, in Maelor Gymraeg, April 30th, 1743, Eliza- 
beth, eldest daughter and heiress of Edward Lloyd of 
Plas Madog in Bodylltyn, in the township of Rhiwabon.

Denbigh in 1632, and daughter 
of Robert Wynn Dolben, of Denbigh, Esq., and Jane, his wife, 
daughter of Owain ab Reignallt ab Meurig ab Rhys ab Howel Coet- 
mor, of Glyn Llugwy in Llanrwst. 
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third daughter and co-heiress of Thomas Hughes of Pen- 
nant y Belan ; by which marriage he became possessed of 
Pennant y Belan, which he made his residence. By Re- 
becca, his wife, who died in 1724, he had issue two sons, 
John and Thomas; and, dying in September 1763, was 
succeeded by his eldest son, 

John Griffith of Pennant y Belan and Cae Cyriog. 
He was born in 1702, and subsequently went to Jesus 
College, Oxford, and became Vicar of Nanerch. He

Thomas Griffith of Pennant y Belan and Cae

By this lady, who was 
buried at Rhiwabon, June 7th, 1699, he had issue six 
sons: 1, Edward, of whom presently; 2, John, buried 
at Ehiwabon, December 28th, 1694 ; 3, William, buried 
December 1st, 1698 ; 4, Charles, buried December 16th, 
1698 ; 5, Samuel, buried September 2nd, 1723 ; and 6, 
Luke.

Edward Lloyd of Plds Madog died August 8, aged 74, 
and was buried on the II th of the same month, 1760. 
By his will, dated 1757, he left to the poor of the parish 
of RLiwabon £150, to be distributed in coals, schooling 
for three boys and two girls from the townships of 
Cristionydd and Coed Cristionydd, secured by a rent- 
charge on lands in Westyn Rhyn, in the parish of 
St. Martin's, co. Salop. These lands were purchased 
from the Lloyd family by Mr. Kenyon of Pen-y-lan.

Madog Danwr ("Ignifer, Fire-bearer"), or, as he is 
called in some MSS., Madog Danwr Trevor, Lord of 
Llangurig, Aber Havesp, and Dolfachwen. He was a 
faithful servant, and a commanding officer, in the army 
of Gwenwynwyn, Prince of Powys ; and for his services 
in battle, the prince gave him the whole parish of Llan- 
gurig, and many other lands^ in Llanidloes and other 
places, and at the same time granted him, as an augmen- 
tation to his coat of arms, a border gules^ charged with 
eight mullets argent ; or, according to others, charged 
with eight lions rampant or f others, again, state that 
the border was charged with eight bezants or cinquefoils 
or.^ Having obtained these lands in Arwystli, at the 
time that Gwenwynwyn conquered that province in 
1197, he made Llangurig his place of residence, and be- 
came the founder of many families in Llangurig and 
Llanidloes, some of whom still have possession of their 
ancestral lands at the present time. An account of the 
descendants of Madog Uanwr has already been published 
in the History of the Parish of Zangurig.* This parish 
contains 49,604 acres, and the Harl. MS. 4181, p. 317, 
states that the Lord of Powys gave the whole lordship of 
Llangurig to Madog Danwr for his good services.

the wife of leuan ab Gwilym ab Goronwy Gethin, a son 
and heir, Llywelyn of Cefn yr Hafodau; who by . . . his 
wife, daughter of Rhys Gethin ab Llywelyn ab Gwalter, 
had issue an only daughter Angharad, the heiress of Cefn 
yr Hafodau. Angharad married, first, Rhys ab Llywelyn 
ab David Chwith of Cynwyl Gaio in Caermarthenshire* 
{sable, a wolf passant argent, its head and nails ffvies, for 
Meurig Goch) : and, secondly, she married Llywelyn ab 
Howel ab Rhys ab David of Gilfachwen in Cardigan- 
shire, descended from Cadifor ab Dyfnwal, lord of Castell 
Hywcl. 

Llywelyn ab lorwerth was succeeded in the upper 
portion of the parish of Llangurig, viz., the townships of 
Llan y fynu, Llan y wared, Glyn Gynwydd and Glyn 
Brochan, by his eldest son, 

Howel Lloyd of Llangurig, who appears to have 
resided at Clochfaen. He is spoken of by the bards in 
the highest terms of praise as a warrior, as we shall pre- 
sently see in the few poems that have come down to us

From the allu- 
sions in the poems addressed to his son leuan, he appears 
to have married .... the daughter and co-heiress of Ehys 
Lloyd of Creuddyn, ab lorwerth of Creuddyn, ab Rhys 
of Llan Uwch Aeron, ab Grufiudd ab lorwerth ab Cadifor 
ab Gwaethfoed, lord of Ceredigion (who bore or a lion 
rampant regardant sable), by whom he had issue two 
sons; 1, Ieuan, of whom presently; and 2, Rhys DdA 
of Pont y Rhydgaled ; who married Margaret, daughter of 
Ieuan of Rhys Gethin of Creuddyn ab Ieuan ab Rhys ab 
Llawddyn, Lord of Uwch Aeron (gules, a griffin, segreant 
07'), by whom he had a son Thomas of Pont y Rhydgaled 
the ancestor of the Richards of Llangurig, now extinct. 

Ieuan ab Gruffudd of Clochfaen, who was living in 
1430, married, first, Gwenllian, daughter and co-heir of 
Ieuan ab Gruffudd Goch ab Philip ab lorwerth ab Ma- 
redudd ab Madog Danwr, by w^hom he had two sons ; 1, 
Jenkyn Goch, his successor; and 2, Llewelyn of Llangurig, 
who married Gwenllian, daughter of Ieuan Llwyd ab 
Howel, by whom he had a son, Maurice of Llangurig, 
for an account of whose descendants, see History of the 
PaHsh of LlangiLing, p. 303. Ieuan ab Gruffudd mar- 
ried, secondly, Gwenllian, daughter of Rhys ab David ab 
Ieuan ab Rhys ab Llywelyn, by whom he had one 
daughter, Golenbryd, ux. David of Llangurig, son of 
Rhys ab Adda ab Howel of Henfaes in Ceri, ab Adda 
Ddu ab Gruffudd of Maes Mawr, ab!Maredudd ab Einion 
ab Cyufelyn, Lord of Manafon {aztire, a lion passant 
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argent), ab Doiphwya ab Rhiwallawn ab Madog ab Cad- 
wgawn, Lord of Nannau {or, a lion rampant azure). From 
the poems we learn that leuan had lands in Ceri and Creu- 
ddyn, given him by his kinsman Rhys Lloyd of Creuddyn. 
The following fragments of a poem entitled " Cywydd 
i Teulu y Clochfaen*', an Ode to the Clochfaen fanaily, 
are to be found in the Llnfr Ceniarfh : —

From the above, it appears that leuan went with a 
large body of men from Llangurig, to aid the English in 
some of their wars. Who Maurice was, I know not ; 
for Maurice, the father of the four brothers of Llangurig, 
was the grandson of the leuan mentioned in this poem. 
Unfortunately, we know scarcely anything of the history 
of the parish of Llangurig during the 13th, 14th, and 
the 15th centuries, with the exception of the glimmering 
light thrown upon it by the poems in ih^llarl. MS. 
and the fragmentary poems preserved in the Llyfr 
Ceniarth.

Rhys Lloyd, who was living in 1650, was succeeded, 
at his death, by his eldest son, 

Jenkyn Lloyd of Clochfaen. He married Mallt, 
daughter of Morgan ab David ab leuan of Llanbrynmair, 
ab David Gethin ab Gruffudd ab David Bwl ab Madog 
ab Lly welyn of Cyfeiliog, ab Gruffudd of Cyfeiliog, who 
was one of the twenty hostages given by Prince Gwen- 
wynwyn to King John in a.d. 1204 ; son of Maredudd 
of Cyfeiliog, who was one of the witnesses to a charter 
of Gwenwynwyn, Prince of Upper Powys, to the Abbey 
of Strata Marcella in 1199, son of Philip of Cyfeiliog,

I 
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Knt., and Margaret his wife, daughter and co-heiress of 
Sir William Devereux, Knt., youngest son of Walter, 
Lord Viscount Hereford,' K.iGr., who died in 1558. John 
Fowler, who inherited Abbey Cwm Hir from his father, 
made an immense fortune as a merchant, and purchased 
several other large estates. He died in 1697, and was 
buried at Llanbistair. By his will, which was proved 
the following year at Doctor's Commons, he left all his 
lordships, manors, estates, and hereditaments in the se- 
veral counties of Radnor, Salop, and Montgomery, to his 
three children, Edward, Rachel, and Jane. Edward 
died unmarried in 1722, and was buried at Llanbistair. 
He entailed the Abbey Cwm Hir estates upon his sisters 
and their heirs, appointing his cousin Sir Richard Fowler 
of Harnage Grange, Bart., to be trustee. In the Llan- 
bistair parish registers the names of John Fowler and 
Edward Fowler have been nearly erased, and those of 
Sir Richard Fowler and his son Sir William Fowler 
written over them on the erasure. Jane, the second 
daughter of John Fowler, married George Robinson of 
Brithdir in the county of Montgomery, Esq., of the 
family of Nicholas Robinson, Bishop of Bangor, and died 
without issue ; the following is a copy of her will. 

In the name of God Amen. I Jane Robinson of Brithdir in 
the county of Montgomery wife of George Robinson of the 
same Gentn being of a sound and disposing mind and memory 
thanks be to Almighty God do make publish and declare this 
my last will and Testament in writing. First I recommend 
my soul to my creator hoping thro' the merits and Intersession 
of Jesus Christ my Redeemer to obtain full pardon and remis- 
sion of all my sins and Transgressions and my Body to be 
Buried in Christian Burial at the Discretion of my said Hus- 
band and to be laid as near as may be to the coffin of my 
Father and Mother in the Chappell Abby Cwm hyre in Rad- 
norshire. And as there is a power sealed by my Husband 
George Robinson upon the 8th July 1712 for my giving £100 
to who I please with other things Now my will is and I beg of 
my Husband it may be performed that the £100 be given to 
my Niece Jane Lloyd Daughter of my dear sister Rachel she 
being my God Daughter and in case she dies before the pay-

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ment of this £100 then my Brother Edwd Fowler and Sister to 
have it to sutch ase as they think best and my Niece Jane 
Lloyd to have all my wearing apparell and deaths of all sorts 
and two Trunks that were my Fathers with Hayre on the 
Leather of them the one having a place to put a Hat in and a 
Box that was my Fathers where I keep my Hoods and Fans 
in and a little comb Box that is varnished over with Yellow 
and Black and my Twiggin Basket that is in our chamber on 
the top of the serwfcore and my Common Prayer Book and a 
feather Bed I Bought the Tick we lay on it moast times and 
Boulster that is Reevd at the ends and two Fustian Pillows 
and two Blankets of those that John Baylock did weave and a 
little Pillow Beers with I F in each and the old Red and White 
covering for the Bed and a piece of the same that is on the 
Drawrs in our chamber and one pair of fine sheets — that has 
thread drawn out and working in the Hemming and a couple 
of Scotch Cloth Pillow Beers. I desire my Brother to have 
the five silver spoons to one that he has already during his 
Life and then the six to my Niece Jane Lloyd What I have 
writ here I hope my Husband George Robinson will not scruple 
to do which I have put my Hand and Seal this 12th day of 
May 1720. Jane Robinson.

Jenkyn Lloyd died in 1722, and was buried at Llan- 
gurig OD December 11th; his wife Rachel survived him, 
and, dying in 1749, was also buried at Llangurig, leaving 
issue three sons and three daughters, — 1, Rhys Lloyd ; 
2, John Lloyd, who had Llwyn Gwyn. He was born in 
1702, and died unmarried in 1766. He left his estate 
of Llwyn Gwyn to his sister Jane; and 3, Edward 
Lloyd, who died s. p,; 1, Anne, born in 1701, ux. 
Charles Richards of Penglais, co. Cardigan ; 2, Jane, 
born in 1702, ux. Richard Ingram, Clk., Vicar of Llan- 

f;urig and Rector of Cemais in 1747, and son of Robert 
ngram of Neuadd Glyn Hafren, Esq., son of Richard 
Ingram of the same place, High Sheriff for co. Mont- 
gomery in 1680 {ermine, on a fess gules, three escallops 
or), by whom she had an only daughter, Mary Ingram, 
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heiress of Llwyn Gwyn, who married David Owen of 
Glyn Gyngynwydd, who persuaded his son, Evan Owen, 
when he came of age, to cut the deed of entail, and thus 
the estate passed by mortgage to their relative Sir 
Arthur Owen of Glansevern, co. Llontgomery, Knt. 
Mary, the third daughter of Jenkyn Lloyd, was born in 
1707 and died in 1796. IMarried, first, Lingaine Owen 
of Bettws Hall, in the county of Montgomery (argent, a 
lion rampant, and canton sable) ; and secondly, John 
Gethyn of Yaenor {o7\ a cross moline, pierced inter four 
lozenges azure). 

Rhys Lloyd, the eldest son, succeeded his father at 
Clochfaen. He was baptised at Llangurig 10 March 1699, 
and married, the 20th December 1723, Sarah daughter 
and heiress of William Piatt of Rhydonen in the comot 
of Dogfeilin, and parish of Llanynys in DyflFryn Clwyd 
(azure, on a chevron inter three escallops argent, three 
leopard's faces gules), and Mary his wife, eldest daughter 
and co-heiress of Thomas Hughes of Pennant y Belan in 
Rhiwabon, descended from Tudor Trevor. (See p. 183.) 

The Abbey Cwm Hir estates were the property of 
Mr. Lloyd's mother, who was imbecile, which afi^orded 
an excuse for the trustee, Sir Richard Fowler, retaining 
the management of the property, and he, at his death in 
1737, transmitted it to his son Sir William Fowler. 
Rhys Lloyd was High Sheriff for Montgomeryshire in 
1743, and, dying in 1748, was buried at Llangurig the 
15th of July in that year. His wife, who was born at 
Rhydonen in 1696, survived him, and at her death was 
buried at Llangurig, 10th January 1781. Rhys Lloyd 
left issue, besides three daughters, — 1, Mary, who died 
s. p. ; 2, Rachel, who was one of the maids of honour to 
Caroline, wife of Frederick Prince of Wales (mother of 
George III), and afterwards housekeeper at Kensington 
Palace, who died in 1793, and was buried at Llangurig ; 
and 3, Sarah, born in 1728, who married John Jones of 
Dol y Myneich in Radnorshire — an only son and heir, 

Jf.nkyn Lloyd of Clochfaen and,ywre uxoris, of P14s 
Madog. He was born in 1724^ and married 30th April 
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1743, at Erbistog, Elizabeth, eldest daughter and heiress 
of Edward Lloy*! of P14s Mado^ in Rhiwabon, descended 
from Tudor Trevor (see p. 197). He was High Sheriflf 
for Montgomeryshire in 1755, and shortly after the 
death of his grandmother Rachel Fowler, which took 
place at Llangurig in 1749, he commenced a lawsuit for 
the recovery of the Abbey Cwm Hir estates, which were 
then retained by Sir William Fowler. To meet the ex- 
penses, Mr. Lloyd had to sell and mortgage a consider- 
able portion of the Clochfaen estates. The suit was pro- 
gressing favourably up to the Christmas of 1765, at 
which time Mr. Lloyd, not feeling very well, went to 
Shrewsbury to consult his medical adviser. At Shrews- 
bury he had an interview with Sir William Fowler, and, 
in a few days afterwards, on January 6th, 1766, he died 
suddenly from the effects of poison, which was supposed 
to have been administered to him in his medicine. He 
was buried first at Shrewsbury, but was afterwards dis- 
interred and buried at Rhiwabon, February 5th, 1766, 
and a mural tablet has recently been put up in the Church 
there to his memory. Soon after this. Sir William 
Fowler left England in a ship bound for Calcutta, which 
foundered at sea and all on board perished. I must 
here record a remarkable instance of fidelity and affection 
evinced by a dog. Jenkyn Lloyd had a favourite setter 
that always slept on his bed at night ; when, in conse- 
quence of his ill health, he had to go to Shrewsbury, the 
dog refused to quit his room, and for some time kept up 
a continued howling, and refused to leave the room ex- 
cept when hunger and thirst compelled him to do so, 
and after he had satisfied himseli he returned to the 
empty room. This was his constant practice till the 
6th of February 1766, on which day the remains of his 
loved master were brought to Rhiwabon. Impelled by 
some instinct he accompanied those who left the house 
to meet the funeral procession as it was passing along 
the road, then about a mile from the house, and walked 
quietly under the hearse till it reached the village. 
When the cofiin was brought into the Church and placed 
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on the bier in front of the Communion Table, the dog 
jumped upon it and there lay full stretched out till the 
coffin was lowered into the grave, and the affectionate 
animal leaped down after it, and there remained howling 
piteously till the service was ended, when it was forcibly 
removed and ran off, and, it is said, was never seen 
afterwards. 

Mr. Lloyd left an only daughter Sarah Lloyd, the 
heiress of Clochfaen, P14s Madog, and Rhydonen. She 
was born February 19th, and baptised at Rhiwabon, 
March 2nd, 1746. She married, first, in 1768, John 
Edwards of Glyn in Crogen Iddon in Nantheudwy, 
Gallt y Celyn, Hendref Brys, and Plds lolyn in Yspytty- 
leuan, and Lord of the Manor of Yspytty-Ieuan, de- 
scended through Madog Ddu of Cop'r Goleuni from 
Edwyn ab Goronwy, Prince of Tegeingl (palii of six 
pieces argent and sable), by whom (who died in 
1771) she had no issue. She married, secondly, in 
1773, the Rev. Thomas Youde, of Brasenose College, 
Oxford, and of Rowley's Mansion in Shrewsbury, the 
eldest son of Thomas Youde of Galchog, near Ruthin, 
the eldest son of Thomas Youde or Eude, a French gen- 
tleman {argenty a lion rampant azures the shoulder 
charged with a fleur-de-lys or), who was sent by the 
Court at St. Germains on a political errand to Sir Gruf- 
fydd Jefferies of Acton, near Wrexham, in 1711. Here 
he became acquainted with, and shortly afterwards mar- 
ried, Mary, the eldest daughter and co-heiress of John 
Hill of Rowley's Mansion in Shrewsbury, by his first 
wife Priscilla, daughter and heiress of Seth Rowley, of 
Rowley's Mansion, younger son of William Rowley son 
and heir of Roger Rowley of Rowley, Esq., the head of 
an ancient family long seated at Rowley, in the parish 
of Worfield, co. Salop, who bore argent, on a bend sable, 
inter two Cornish choughs ppr., three escallops of the 
field. The mother of the Rev. Thomas Youde (who 
died in 1806 at the age of 78, and was buried at Rhiw- 
abon), was Dorothy, daughter of John Jones of Calchog, 
near Ruthin, and Mary his wife, sister of Eubule Thel- 
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wall of Jesus College, Oxford, and daughter and heiress 
of Edward Thelwall of Ruthin, son of Thomas Thehvall, 
son of Edward Thelwall, /second son of John Wynn 
Thelwall of Bathafarn Park, Esq. {gules, on a fess or, 
between three boar's heads couped argent, three trefoils 
sable). The above-named John Jones (who bore vert, a 
stag trippant argent, attired and unguled or, quartered 
with sable, guttee d'or; on a bend cottised of the second, 
a rose between two annulets of the field ; on the sinister 
side, two crossed swords of the second) had a consider- 
able property in the several parishes of Y Fanechtyd, 
Cyflfyliog, Clocaenog, Llanrhudd, Llanfwrog, and Llan- 
fair DyflFryn Clwyd. This property was all sold by the 
trustees of the Rev. Thomas Youde. 

Mrs. Sarah Youde died at P14s Madog, December 
20th, 1837, and was buried at Rhiwabon in the ninety- 
third year of her age. She had issue, — 1, Thomas Wat- 
kin, born 1775, who succeeded to the Clochfaen and 
P14s ]\[adog estates on his fathers death in 1806. He 
was a Deputy Lieutenant for the county of Denbigh, and 
High Sheriff of Montgomeryshire in 1816. He died 
unmarried at Cheltenham, and was buried at Rhiwabon 
in 1821. 2, Edward, born in 1781, who succeeded to 
the estates on the death of his mother in 1837. He 
sold Rowley's Mansion, and, dying at Ostend, Avas 
buried at the village of Ghistalles, near that town, in 
1846. He married Mary, sister and heiress of Charles 
Greenaway, Esq., of Barrington and Burford Priory, co. 
Oxon, Esq., late M.P. for Leominster, by whom he had 
issue one daughter, Mary Jane, now of Burford Priory. 
And 3, Charles Madog, who died unmarried in 1797, and 
was buried at Rhiwabon. 

Mrs, Sarah Youde had likewise three daughters; 1, 
Sarah, who died unmarried, in her eighteenth year, and 
was buried at Rhiwabon, in 1798; 2, Julia Elizabeth, 
who was born 29th ]\Iay 1783, succeeded to the estates 
on the death of her brother Edward, and, dying unmar- 
ried, at Weymouth, 19th September 1857, was buried at 
Llangurig ; and 3, Harriet, who was born 30th March 

I 
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1787; married at Rhiwabon, June 29th, 1815, Jacob Wil- 
liam Hinde, of the 15th Hussars, D.L. and J.P. for 
Middlesex, eldest son of Charles Hinde of Langhara Hall; 
CO. Essex, and lord of that manor, late captain in the 
15th Hussars, and major in the 3rd Buflfs, and deputy- 
lieutenant for the counties of Essex and Middlesex. 

Captain J. W. Hinde died at Clifton, July 1st, 1868, 
and was buried at Brislington ; and Mrs. Hinde died at 
Heffleton House, in the county of Dorset, 24th October 
1856, and was buried at Llangurig, having had issue 
three sons and three daughters. 

L J. TouDE William, now of Clochfaen, M.A. of 
Wadham College, Oxford. In March 1868, he joined 
the Pontifical Zouaves, and on the 12th December 1868, 
received Her Majesty's licence and authority to assume 
the name of Lloyd of Clochfaen, in lieu of that of Hinde, 
and also to bear the arms of Lloyd. In September 1870, 
he was created a Knight of the Order of St. Gregory the 
Great, by Pope Pius IX. The P14s Madog estate passed 
by mortgage, in 1858, to G. H. Whalley, Esq., M.P. for 
Peterborough. 

IL Charles Thomas Edward, born at PlsLs Madog in 
1820, entered the service of the East India Company in 
1840. In 1853, he volunteered his services to Omar 
Pasha, then commanding the Turkish Army on the 
Danube, and was appointed a lieutenant-colonel, under 
the name of Beyzad Bey. Shortly afterwards be acted 
as adjutant-general to the force under General Cannon 
(Bairam Pasha), which was despatched from Shumla for 
the relief of Silistria. He took part in the defence of the 
latter town, and was lying side by side in an embrasure 
at Bedoubt Kale, with the late Captain 0. Butler, at the 
time he received his death- wound. In July 1854, he 
took an active part in the passage of the Danube, and 
the battle of Guirgevo. He accompanied the army of 
the Danube to Bucharest, thence to Eupatoria, and was 
present at various skirmishes before Sebastopol, in the 
years 1855-56. From the Crimea he accompanied the 
force of Omar Pasha to Mingrelia, and was present at 
VOL. n. ^'^ i 
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the battle and passage of the Ingur. For these various 
services he received the English Crimean Medal, the 
Turkish medals for Silistria, the Danube, and the Order 
of Medijee, together with his brevet majority, and ho- 
norary lieutenant-colonelcy. He returned to India in 
1857, and was at once appointed to a command in the 
state of Rewah, where he raised and organised a force of 
800 men, and at their head, in January 1658, opened 
the grand Deccan road by capturing six forts, with forty 
guns and two mortars from the mutineers, for which ser- 
vice he received the thanks of the Governor-General in 
Council. Twice more during the mutiny he received 
the thanks of the Governor-General of India in Council. 
He was promoted to the rank of colonel in 1862, and 
to that of major-general in January 1870. He married 
Harriette Georgina, only daughter of the late Captain 
Souter, by whom he had issue a daughter, Harriet-Julia- 
Morforwyn, who was born at the Castle House, Aber- 
ystwyth, and married, in 1866, George Hope Verney, 
Esq., of. the Rifle Brigade, second son of Sir Harry 
Verney of Claydon, in the county of Bucks, Bart. 
Major-General Hinde died at Brussels, on the 15th of 
May 1870, and was buried in the cemetery of Ixelle. 

III. Edward Lloyd, who died in infancy, and was 
buried at Ehiwabon. 

Of the three daughters, the eldest, Harriet Esther 
Julia, married Daniel Todd of Buncrana Castle, county 
of Donegal, J.P., and deputy-lieutenant for that county. 
She died s. p., at Weston-super-Mare, 16th Decem- 
ber 1864, and was buried at Torquay, where her 
husband, who predeceased her, had been previously in- 
terred ; 2, Julia Sarah, who was born at Pl&s Madog, 
died at the Castle House, Aberystwyth, 11th August 
1843, and was buried at Llangurig ; and 3, Mary Char- 
lotte, who died at Southsea, 27th April 1880, and was 
buried at Llangurig. 

Captain George Hope Verney, by his wife Morforwyn, 
has issue three sons and two daughters. 

I. James Hope Verney, born 5th February, and 
christened 5th March 1869. In August 1881 he and 
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his brother Vortigern, aged seven, were playing in a 
lonely spot, far from any house, on the banks of the 
river Mole, which runs at the bottom of the grounds of 
a place called The Cedars, in Esher, Surrey. Not far off 
from the shore, and parallel to it, is a spring board, 
which the little Vortigern tried to jump to, but, missing 
his footing, tumbled into the river, at that time much 
swollen by the recent heavy rains. He was immediately 
carried away by the now rapid torrent of water, when 
James, aged only twelve, immediately jumped in after 
him, and, after some time, and being carried into deep 
water, where the current was not so strong, he managed 
to save the life of his little brother, and brought him 
safe to the bank of the river, where he was able to get 
him out and to bring him home. In September, the 
Eoyal Humane Society awarded him their bronze medal 
for his heroic act. 

n. Harry Lloyd Vemey, bom 23rd January, and 
christened at Esher, 6th March 1872. 

III. Edward Vortigern Verney, born 8th March, and 
christened at Esher, 6th May 1874. 

I. Catherine Morforwyn Verney, bom 4th August, and 
christened at Calcutta, 1867. 

II. Morforwyn Mary Levison Vemey, bom at Esher, 
6th August 1880.

266 HISTORY OF POWYS FADOG. 

I quote the following from the History of the Parish 
of Ltangitrig : — "The following extract is from a poem 
which is interesting for more reasons than one. It fur- 
nishes the solitary instance of a poem by Huw Arwystli 
addressed to a member of the Clochfaen family, which 
has been found elsewhere than in the Ceniarffi MS., 
being taken from No. 250 of the Collection of W. W. E. 
Wynne, Esq., of Feniarth, to whom the writer (Howel 
W. Lloyd, Esq.) is indebted for the kindness of copying it, 
and it furnishes a contemporaneous proof of the correct- 
ness of the pedigree (published in the Archceologia Camlh 
rensis, vol. for 1867, third series, p. 27), of the person 
to whom it is addressed, viz., Ehys ab Morys ab Lly welyn 
of Llangurig, who was the younger brother of Jenkyn 
Goch of Clochfaen, and therefore great uncle to the Four 
Brothers ** of that ilk". The object of the poem is to 
solicit the gift of a horse, which it would seem, though 
the passage is somewhat obscure, was to be ridden by 
the poet to Arwystli, where he proposed to apply it in 
some way, which is not made apparent, to the payment 
of his debts. Of the animal, no more need be said than 
to judge from the qualities of shape, speed, mettle, and 
trotting and leaping powers ascribed to him by the bard, 
he might have shamed all competitors in the hunting- 
field, u he could now be brought out for a day with the 
Cheshire, or with Sir Watkin. Surely the bards must 
have deemed themselves seised of some poetical cppy- 
hold, entitling them to claim as a heriot for their verse 
the very pride of the stable."

THE LORDS OF MAELIENYDD AXD CERI OR 

KERRY.

lladog, the eldest son of Idnerth ab Cadwgan ab Elystan 
Glodrudd, had the Lordships of Maelienydd, Ceri, and Elfael. 
In 1136 he took part with Owain and Cadwaladr, the sons of 
Gruffydd ab Cynan, King of North Wales, in their victorious 
attack upon the Normans in Cardiganshire, in which the latter 
were defeated with great slaughter, and their encroachments 
for the timo successfully checked.^ Madog married Rheinallt, 
daughter of Gruffydd ab Cynan ; but, according to some au- 
thors, he married Jane, daughter of Drumbenog ab Maenyrch 
Lord of Cantref Selyf. He died in 1141, leaving issue: 1, 
Cadwallon, of whom presently; 2, Einion Clyd, Lordof Elvael; 
he lived at Aber Edw, in the comot of Llfich Ddyfnog, in El- 
vael, where are still the remains of an ancient castle, near the 
confluence of the Edw with the Wye, and bore gules, a lion 
salient argent in a border of the second, charged with ogresses 
or pellets. He gave the lands now called Tir y Mynach, in 
the parish of Clyro, in Cantref y Clawdd, to the Abbey of 
Cwm Hir. Together with his brother Cadwallon, he joined 
his forces with Owain Gwynedd and the other Welsh princes, 
against Henry II, at the battle of Crogen in 1165.* About 
the year 1177-8, Einion Clyd was treacherously slain by the 
Normans, who lay in ambush to kill him. His death was 
avenged by the Lord Rhys ab Gruffydd, Prince of South Wales, 
who ravaged their lands in Maelienydd, and built the castle of 
Rhaiadr Gwy. This castle was dismantled and totally de- 
molished during the civil wars, and not a veatige now remains 
except the foss. Einion left issue, Walter Fychan, Lord of

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Elfael and Dunreven, who was living in 1215. Gervase and 
Maredydd, who were addressed by Prince Llewellyn ab lor- 
werth, amongst other chieftains residing in the neighbourhood 
of Ceri, in a letter deprecating injury or violence to the Priory 
of Ratlinghope, which must have passed between the years 
1199 and 1211.1 

The other sons of lladog ab Idnerth were Meurig, Rhys, 
Howel, Maredydd, Cadwgan, David, and Gruffydd Foel, the 
ancestors of the Pryses of Mynachdy, in the parish of Bleddfa, 
in the comot of Is Mynydd, in Elfael. This family of Pryse 
bore azure, on a bend inter six lions rampant or, armed and 
langued gules, three cross croslets of the third. Madog had 
also three daughters, Maud, ux. Llys ab Idnerth Benfras, Lord 
of Maesbrwg ; Elen, ux. Adda ab Gruffydd ab lladog ; and 
Dyddgu, who married, first, Robert, Lord of Cedewain; and, 
secondly, Collwyn ab Taugno, Lord of Eifionydd and Ardudwy. 

Cadwallon, the eldest son of Madog, succeeded his father as 
Lord of Maelienydd, which contains the comots of Ceri, Glyn 
leithon, Rhiw Abwallt, and Swydd Ygre.^ He refounded the 
Cistercian monastery of Cwm Hir, which he intended for sixty 
monks, in 1143. In 1165 he joined his forces with those of 
the Princes of Gwynedd and Powys against Henry II, at the 
battle of Crogen.' In 1175, he and his brother Einion Clyd, 
Lord of Elfael, and Einion ab Rhys, Lord of Gwrthreinion, in 
the Cantref of Arwystli, and other Welsh lords who had been

This 
parish is partly in the Comot of Is Mynydd (now called the Hundred 
of Cefn y Llys) and partly ^n the Comot of Uwch Mynydd (now 
called the Hundred of Knighton), in the Cantref of Elfael.— Carlisle's 
Die. Top. • Brut y Tt/tvt/soffion, 
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in arms against the kingi were taken by the Lord Rhys ab 
Gruffydd to the King's Court at Gloucester, and received to 
the King's peace, after which they returned peaceably to their 
lands.^ Cadwallon resided at Castell Dinbaeth, which is situate 
on an almost inaccessible rock, in a narrow defile, and over- 
hanging the river leithron, in the parish of Llananno, in Elfael. 

Cadwallon was waylaid and murdered on September 22nd, 
1179, by the retainers of Roger, son of Hugh de Mortimer, in 
retuniing from the King's Court, and while under the King's 
guarantee of safe conduct. Diceto tells us, says the Shrop- 
shire historian, of the hatred and fear which existed between 
Cadwallon and the English; also how his murderers were 
punished. Some who were proved guilty were put to the 
rack, and forfeited all their worldly possessions; others, who 
were suspected, were forced from the pale of society. But 
Diceto does not tell us who was the principal offender, namely, 
Roger de Mortimer, who suffered two years* imprisonment 
and forfeiture in consequence. During this period, probably 
on February 26, 1181, his father Hugh de Mortimer died; 
and in 1182 the Sheriff of Herefordshire, balancing his account 
for the year 1181, is allowed a sum of money for the custody 
of the castle of Cameruim (Cymaron), which was in the king's 
hands by reason of Mortimer's disgrace.* This castle had 
been built by Roger de Mortimer in the year 1143, after ex- 
pelling the brothers from the territory. The said sheriff, in 
1179, charges two and a half merks for taking the prisoners, 
who were accused of the death of Cadewill (Cadawallawn), to 
the court at Windsor, and to Worcester, as the King had 
ordered.* 

Cadwallawn married Eva, daughter of Philip ab Madog ab 
Adda, by whom he had issue: 1, Maelgwn (of whom pre- 
sently) and 2, Howel, who was one of the hostages hanged 
by King John in 1213 ;* 3, Madog; and 4, Owain. Howel had^ 
issue Morgan, Lord of Ceri ; and Maredydd and Owain, who

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both did homage to Henry III, August 16, 12 il ; Cadwallawn 
had also four daughters ; Joan, ux. Maredydd Bengoch ab 
Howel ab Seisyllt, Lord of Buallt ; Eva, ux. Maredydd ab 
Gruffydd, Lord of Gwentlwg or Tredegar; Morfudd, ux. Id- 
nerth ab Llewelyn Ddiried, son of Rhys Grug, Lord of Llan- 
ymddyfri; and Nesta, ux. Ifor ab Llewelyn, Lord of St. Clear's, 
descended from Bledri. 

Maelgwn, the eldest son of Cadwallawn, succeeded his father 
as Lord of Maelienydd. He married Janet, daughter of ilorgan 

ab Howel, Lord of , by whom he had issue : 1, Mado^, 

of whom presently ; 2, lleredydd, Lord of Ceri, in 1250.^ He 
married Anne, daughter of Sir John Scudamore, Knight, by 
whom he had issue: 1, iladog Lord of Ceri, in 1278 (6 Ed- 
ward I); 2, Llewelyn, whose son Howel was one of the Lords 
of Ceri in 1278 ; 3, lorwerth; and 4, Adda Moel. 

The third son of Maelgwn was Cadwallawn, Lord of Mae- 
lienydd, who died at Cwm Hir in 1234 ; the fourth son was 
Adda. Maelgwn, who died in 1197,^ had likewise a daughter 
named Gwerfyl, who married Rhys GloflF, Lord of Cymyt Maen 
in Lleyn. 

Madog, Lord of Ceri, the eldest son of Maelgwn. He was 
one of those to whom Llewelyn ab lorwerth, Prince of North 
Wales, wrote on behalf of Ratlinghope Priory. 

It had been represented to the prince, who was at this 
period recognised as superior Lord of Ceri and Cedewaen, 
that Ratlinghope and Cotes, places consecrated to God and to 
pious uses, were so near to the land of Ceri as to be exposed 
to the occasional raids and forays which agitated the border. 
In the cause of religion, he accordingly writes to the chief- 
tains of North Wales, and all others resident there, whether 
personally known to himself or not. He promises them the 
best of his aid and counsel in all their wants and just requests. 
He shows them that it is their interest, not less than his own, 
to foster and protect religion, its possessions, and its shrines. 
He commands all whom his commands can bind, that as they 
love his person and his honour, they will protect and assist 
Walter Corbet (an Augustinian canon who has acquired these 
lands for pious usee) in his designs. He threatens, on the

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other hand; the loss of his friendship to anj one who is dis- 
obedient to his wishes. Lastly, he addresses Madog, the son of 
Maelgwn in particular^ reminds him how he had brought him 
up and promoted him. He conjures him not to return evil for 
good, but to protect the prince's honour, as he, the prince, 
would thereafter consult for and succour the said Madog.^ 

Madog, Lord of Ceri, was one of the three hostages for the 
Prince Llewelyn ab lorwerth, who was so cruelly put to death 
by John, King of England, in 1213. He married Rose, 
daughter of Sir Roger Mortimer, by whom he had issue Adda 
of Ceri, who married Jane, daughter of Hugh ab Llewelyn ab 
Hugh of Payne (by Eleanor his wife, daughter of Robert 
Mortimer). By this lady Adda had several children, of whom 
Meurig of Ceri was the father of Adda of Ceri, whose only 
daughter and heiress, Nesta, married Einion ab Howel ab 
Tudor of Mochdref, as before stated.*

•* ferro fertilem atque ferina." Again, Mr. AVilliams, in his History of 
Radnorshire, states that Fferllys was originally a part of the territory 
of the Silures (Essyllwg), and that this territory had continued to be 
governed by its own " reguli" during and since the Roman occupation 
up to the period of its conquest by Elystan Glodrydd ; Hereford, the 
capital, being previously called Fferiey. Of the body of Ethelbert, 
assassinated by Offa, it was written : — 

" Corpus tandem est dolatum, 
In Fferieia tumulatum." 

If this be so, the origin of the names " Silures" and " Essyllwg " is 
easily accounted for. The inhabitants of Fferyllwg would have been 
called in Cymric " Fferyll wys", as those of Lloegr " Lloegrwys". 
These names the Romans corrupted into *• Silures" and " Siluria", 
whence the Cymiy again formed " Essyllwg". The name of Herefoixi 
may have been a Saxon or Norman corrujition of " Fferyllwg", origin- 
ating in unsuccessful attempts at the pronunciation of the word. 
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ELEGIES ON CADWALLAWN AND HOWEL, 

sons of madoc^ ab idnerth ab cadwgan ab elystan glodrtdd. 

By the Bards Cynddelw aiid Llygad 6wr.

The petty kingdom of Pferllys or Fferyllwg preserved its 
integrity but for a brief period after its conquest by Elystan 
Glodrydd. The parts of it comprised within the counties of 
Hereford and Gloucester, including the Forest of Dean^ were 
wrested by William the Conqueror from his son Cadwgan, 
whose son, Idnerth, appears as lord only of the lands forming 
his father's paternal inheritance.* Nor was he left in undis- 
turbed possession of these ; for William Rufus made a grant 
of them to Ralph de Mortimer, Lord of Wigmore, one of the 
Norman invaders of England, with power to conquer them 
himself. For more than a century of warfare, however, the 
Mortimers do not appear to have succeeded in acquiring more 
of the territory from the descendants of Elystan than lay in 
the immediate neighbourhood of the castles which they erected 
in it, and garrisoned with their retainers. To this feud, and 
to the dissensions in the family itself, are to be traced the 
misfortunes of which there are incidental notices in the Chroni- 
cles, and which ended in the ultimate transfer to the Mortimers 
of the chief portion of the territory. Idnerth, the eldest son 
of Cadwgan, had twelve sons, of whom Madoc, the eldest, 
succeeded only to the Lordships of Maelienydd, Ceri, and 
Elvael. To his eldest son, Cadwallawn, he bequeathed the 
two former; and Elvael, the remaining Lordship^ to his second 
son Einion Clyd. 

In the year 1159, the brothers Cadwallawn and Einion Clyd 
were at variance ; for we find that the former was made pri- 
soner by the latter, and given up to Owain Gwynedd, who in 
turn delivered him into the hands of Henry II of England, 
by whom he was imprisoned at Worcester ; whence by the aid 
of his friends and foster brothers, he contrived to escape.'

The first Elegy, of which the following is an attempt at a 
metrical version, is by the celebrated bard, Cynddelw. He 
was in high favour with most of the Welsh princes his con- 
temporaries, in the twelfth century, in whose praise several of 
his poetical compositions are still extant, and are printed in 
the original among those of the " Gogynfeirdd", in vol. i of the 
Mijvyrian Arcliaiolotjy of Wales, Among them is this poem, 
interesting not only for its poetical power, but also for the 
relation it bears to a family remarkable for its singular ac- 
cumulation of misfortunes. Its hero, Cadwallawn, was the 
eldest of several sons of Madoc, the son of Idnerth, and he 
and his brother Einion Clyd lost their lives in the manner 
already related, the former by the stroke of a pole-axe, not 
without a desperate struggle with his assassins, so far as may 
be gathered from the elegy, in which a prudent discretion 
would appear to have been observed by the poet in his use of 
obscure and guarded language in reference to the event. 

It is remarkable that the Welsh Briits, Annales Cambria 
not excepted, are silent as to the manner of his death, though 
one of them, Bntt y Tywysogion, states the simple fact that he 
was slain, "a.d. 1179. Ac yna y lias Kadwallawn.'* From 
this silence, and from the record of the death of his brother 
Einion Clyd, who had been similarly waylaid less than two 
years before, it might be supposed that the two events had 
been confounded, were it not that the French Ghronicle of the 
Mortimers, allowed by Eyton to be authentic,^ and the con- 
temporaneous chronicler, Radulph de Diceto, who was Dean 
of London in 1181, actually mention "Cadwallon" by name as 
the person who was waylaid and murdered in returning from 
the King's Court, and whilst under the King's guarantee of 
safe conduct. As the latter appears to supply the fullest ac- 
count extant, albeit hostile and prejudiced, of the event, and

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as the judgment exhibited therein of Cadwallawn's life and 
character contrasts strangely with that passed on him by his 
countrymen, as displayed in the elegy, a translation of the 
whole passage is here subjoined : — 

"a.d. 1179. Cadwallawn, a person holding some Princedom 
in South Wales, often transgressed the limits defined of old 
time between the English and the Britons,^ and by making 
violent inroads into the March, and panting open-mouthed for 
massacres of men, studied to pass the whole course of his life 
in frequent plunderings and maraudings. Dragged^ at length 
before the king, and assailed by the cries of many persons, 
when, although then and there safe from the King under the 
conduct of the King himself, but always admonished in propor- 
tion to the enormity of his crimes, he had gone on his way 
back homeward, being casually intercepted by an ambuscade 
of the enemy, he was slain on the 22nd of September. Now, 
because this redounded greatly to the injury of the King's 
Majesty, Cadwallawn, who so often before ought justly to have 
been awarded hanging for his deserts in accordance with 
public law, ont of reverence for the King, from whose Court 
he was returning, ought, to the end that public law might not 
be outraged, to have had a safeguard from public law, until he 
should have betaken himself within the bonndary predeter- 
mined for his full security by the indulgence of the prince. 
Now, if any one be alarmed by the example of this unwonted 
event (although nothing like it has occurred in our days, and 
although the King has not left this unpunished, though in 
avenging it the punishment exceeded due bounds),* if he 
should have been summoned to* the King's Court, let him 
approach it without fear. For the Welsh may mutually con- 
sole each other that the death of one of their countrymen has 
i*eceived, in the deaths of many of the March-men, obsequies 
grievous to the English and odious to the Normans, There- 
fore, those privy to the mnrder, and become suspected from 
concurrent report, and proved liable by a public investigation, 
were involved in a heavy sentence, some being tortured on the 
rack,* and condemned in confiscation of goods, and others

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compelled to lead a wretched life in the hidden recesses of the

/ It never could have occurred to the worthy Dean, although, 

' from the permissiou accorded to Cadwallawn to return home 

with no worse treatment than a warning, it seems to have 
suggested itself to Henry II and his advisers, that the Welsh 
may have had some foundation of justice for their reprisals in 
the gratuitous grant of their hereditary territories to the 
Mortimers by the Red King, solely by the pauIo post futuruH^ 
title of their conquest of it by the sword ; to say nothing of 
the previous assassination of no fewer than four of his brothers, 
Meredydd, Howel, Cadogan, and Einion, at the hands of these 
same enemies, the Mortimers. Cadwallawn could not have 
been " dragged*' against his will to. the Court, or he would 
have been entitled to no safe-conduct. Nor could his con- 
science have reproached him with any crime, the proof of 
which, in the King's Court, would have forfeited his safe- 
conduct, and placed him in the power of those who, he well 
knew, thirsted for his blood. Nor could the King without 
shame have suffered the great aggressors, the Mortimers, to 
escape scot free after the perpetration of so atrocious a deed. 
He must have been aware that the real object of this, as of 
the foregoing assassinations, was to establish that family for 
ever in the possession of the remaining property of those 
whom they had already violently ousted from its largest and 
richest portion, and which they had little prospect of securing 
for themselves as long as the brave and warlike Princes lived, 
and had sons to follow their footsteps in defending it. The 
perpetration of such deeds was certainly far from atoned for 
by mere deprivation and imprisonment for a year or two ; and 
this shadow of justice, which Diceto naively pronounces ex- 
cessive, would be one proof more, if such were needed, of com- 
plicity in the judge. 

The second Elegy is one of the five extant compositions of 
Llygad Gwr, a bard who flourished in the next generation to 
Cynddelw. 

According to the " Llyfr Coch Hergest" edition of the Brut 
y Tywysogion, Howel and his brother, sons of Madoc ab Id- 
nerth, were slain, how and wherefore is not stated, nor the 
name of the second brother. In the Bnit y Saeson, the name 
of the second brother, Cadwgan, is given, with the addition 
that they were slain in a quarrel, "yn ymryson". In the 
J Aberpergwm edition of the Brut y Tywysogion these state-

dauc filii Yduerth occiduntur, machinante Elya de se " /.e., 

Howel and Cadwgan, sons of Madoc, son of Idnerth, are slain 
by the contrivance of Elias de Say, whose father, Hugh de Say, 
with Roger Mortimer, was worsted by Rhys ab Gryffydd in an 
attempt to defend Radnor, 114i. Elias was sixth in descent 
from Picot de Say of Stokesay. He and his brother Robert 
died without issue. His sister Margaret mamed Hugh de 
Ferrers, and secondly, Robert de Mortimer, by whom she 
became mother of Hugh de Mortimer, by whom Meredydd ab 
Madoc, another brother, was slain in 1146.* Again, Meuric 
ab Madoc, the last brother, was slain by his own men in the 
same year.^ Thus, of nine royal brothers, six at least died 
violent deaths — a sad and striking illustration of the turbu- 
lence of the times ! Cadwallawn ab Maelgwn ab Cadwallawn, 
the last Welsh Lord of Maelienydd, died in 1234 at Abbey 
Cwm Hir, where he had previously taken the religious habit.* 
His brother Maelgwm built the Castle of TreflSlan.*

Cadwallawn's fix'd, predestinated time. 

The favours I declare of gracious lords 

Dispensing happiness. An ardent flame 

Of passion would I stir when I shall sing 

The home of mournful, but erst comely bards. 

Of one who brings us longing would 1 speak ; 

My tears are trickling for an eagle's might, 

In sadness for the slaughter of my chief. 

Now that the potent lord, the Cymiy's prop. 

First in the war-shout of overbearing course 

Is gone. The fruitful earth is eloquent. 

"Who will maintain Cadwgan*s^ generous seed, 

A stalwart rampart raised around the fort. 

Around the beverage they brew from corn ?

What lion brave, with cruel blade, advance ? 

What courtly host, in wealthy palaces. 

Shield, and imbue with force, the British bard ? 

Will arms be giv'n when heaps are wasted all ? 

What harmony of worship will be tuned. 

Now that the stranger hath cut off its life ? 

What warrior supreme shall warriors meet ? 

Who, as Cadwallawn erst, shall lavish gifts ? 

Cadwallawn, Ehodri's* gracious progeny ? 

To him th' affray was a chord attuned. 

And dreadful blows on Beli*s lifted shield.' 

His loss I know — he showered down splendid gifts; 

Have I not lost a lord who freely gave ? 

His sons on me red silken robes bestowed. 

Within me do not stirring memories rise ? 

With wrathful indignation am I stirred; 

To me his palm unclosed with gracious gifts 

Unstinted, overflowing, undisguised. 

I was an Ovate by his grace endowed,

What time I was beloved by Ceri's lord, 
The love-compelling prince of lands renown d.

A man who redden'd with a gushing stream 
Of gore his blade, and Teivi's plain once fair, 
And stain'd with mingled gore the azure sea. 
Great is the day, to mark the love we bore 
Our hero, for the joys he bless'd us with, 
Against a host when valiant in the van.

The crows of Brynaich never wanted loads ; 
Beproach was none that he could e'er deserve. 
He was not one to store up heaps of grain, 
Nor yet was he so far reduced in wealth. 
But bards wayfaring would resort to him. 
Whate'er he had to give was gain to all. 
The soil was honour d where he slew a foe. 
Where'er he was, that spot was not disgraced.

Too lofty-minded he to skulk from foes ;

T GAERDDIN. 

This camp lies in the township of Bodylltyn, and was 
given, together with the manor and estate of Rhiwfabon, 
by Prince Madog ab Gruffudd Maelor, to his second son, 
Maredudd, Lord of Rhiwfabon (see page 155, and the 
Eyton pedigree). It contains about four acres of ground, 
protected in some parts by one, in others by two very 
strong aggers and fosses. The lower agger is made of loose 
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stones, with a wall of vast thickness on the summit. 
Within the area are many vestiges of buildings, the 
habitations of those who occupied the place. A fierce 
battle was fought in 1167 near this camp between wain 
Cyfeiliog, who was Prince of Upper Powys from 1148 to 
1197, and the English and Normans, and the Cymry 
gained the victory ; which gave rise to a beautiful poem 
called " Hirlas Owain", composed by the Prince himself 
of which we shall give a few verses, composed by that 
accomplished lady the late Mrs. Hemans. 

The Hiblas Horn. 

Fill high the blue Hirlas that shines like the wave^ 

When sunbeams are bright on the spray of the sea ! 
And bear thou the rich foaming mead to the brave, 

The dragons of battle, the sons of the free I 
To those from whose spears, in the shock of the fight, 

A beam like heaven's lightning^ dashed over the field; 
To those who came rushing as storms in their might. 

Who have shivered the helmet, and cloven the shield ; 
The sound of whose strife was like oceans afar. 
When lances were red from the harvest of war.

For the lords of the field in their festival hour !

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A POEM 

composed by Owain Cyreiliog, Prince of Powys, en- 
titled by him "Hirlas", from a large drinking horn 
so called, used at feasts in his palace. He was driven 
out of his country by Owain Gwynedd, Prince of 
North Wales, and Rhys ap Gruffyth ap Rhys ap Tewdwr, 
Prince of South Wales, a.d. 1167, and recovered it by 
the help of the Normans and English, under Henry 11. 
He flourished about A.D. 1160, in the time of Owain 
Gwynedd and his son David. This poem was composed 
on account of a battle fought with the English in 
Maelor. 

"When the dawn arose, the shout was given; the enemy 
gave an ominous presage ; oar men were stained with blood 
after a hard contest ; and the borders of Maelor Drefred were 
beheld with wonder and astonishment. Strangers have I 
driven away nndannted from the field with bloody arms. He 
that provokes the brave man ought to dread his resentment. 
Fill, cup-bearer, fill with alacrity the horn of Rhys in the 
generous prince's hall ! for Owen's hall was ever supported by 
spoils taken from the enemy, and in it thou hearest of the 
relief of thousands. . There the gates are ever open. 

" O, cup-bearer, who, with patience, miadest thy duty, for- 
sake us not I Fetch the horn, that we may drink together ; 
whose gloss is like the wave of the sea, whose green handles 
show the skill of the artist, and are tipped with gold. Bring 
the best mead^ and put it in Gwgan Draw's hand, for the 
noble feats which he hath achieved. The offspring of 
Goronwy, who valiantly fought in the midst of dangers ; a race 
of heroes for worthy acts renowned. And men who, in every 
hardship they undergo, deserve a reward; who are in the 
battle foremost — the guardians of Hafren. Their friends 
exult when they hear their voice ; the festal shout will cease 
when they are gone. 

"Fill thou the yellow-tipped horn, badge of honour and 
mirth, full of frotlung mead I and if thou art desirous to have 
thy life prolonged to the year's end, stop not the reward due 
to his virtue, for it is unjust, and bring it to Gruffyth with the 
crimson lance. Bring wine in the transparent horn, for he is 
the guardian of Arwystli^ — the defence of its borders ; a dragon

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of Owain the generons^ whose descent is from Cynyyii; a 
dragon he was from the beginning, that never was terrified in 
ihe battle ; his braye actions shall fibllow him. The warriors 
went to purchase renown^ flashed with liouor, and armed like 
Edwia; they paid for their mead, like Belyn^s^ men in the 
days of yore. And as long as men exist, their yalour shall be 
the common theme of bards. 

" Fill thou the hom^ for it is my inclination that we may 
converse in mirth and festivity with our brave general ; put it 
in the hand of the worthy Ednyfed^ with his spear broken to 
pieces, and his shield pierced through. Like the bursting of 

a hurricane upon the smooth sea in the conflict of battle, 

they would soon break in pieces the sides of a golden-bordered 
shield. Their lances were besmeared with gore after piercing 
the heads of their enemies. They were vigorous and active in 
the defence of delightful Gaerddin. Heard ye in Maelor the 
noise of war, the horrid din of arms, their furious onset loud 
as in the Battle of Bangor,' where fire flashed out of their

*' Pill thou the horn, for it is my delight in the place where 
the defenders of our country drink mead, and give it to Selyf 
the fearless, the defence of Gwygyr. "Woe to the wretch that 
oSends him, eagle-hearted hero I And to the son of Madog, 
the famous and generous Tudor. Like a wolf when he seizes 
his prey is his assault in the onset Two heroes, who were 
sage in their counsels, but active in the field, the two sons of 
Ynyr, who, on the day of battle, were ready for the attack, 
heedless of danger, famous for their exploits; their assault 
was like that of strong lions^ and they pierced their enemies 
like brave waiTiors ; they were lords of the battle, and rushed 
foremost with their crimson lances; the weight of their attack 
was not to be withstood ; their shields were broke asunder 
with much force, as the high-sounding wind on the beach of 
the green sea, and the encroaching of the furious waves on the 
coast of Talgarth. 

" Fill, cup-bearer, as thou re.s^ardest thy life ; fill the liorn, 
bad^e of honour at feasts, the Hirlas drinking-horn,^ which is 
a token of distinction, whose tip is adorned with silver, and its 
cover of the same metal, and bring it to Tudor, the eagle of 
battles, filled with the best wine ; and If thou dost not bring 
us the best of all, thy head shall fly off. Give it in the hand 
of Moreiddig, encourager of songs, whose praise in battle is 
celebrated; they were brethren of a distant clime, of an un- 
daunted heart, and their valour was observable in their counte- 
nance. Can I forget their services? Impetuous warriors, 

wolves of the battle, their lances are besmeared with gore; 
they were the heroes of the chief of Mochnant,* in the region 
Powys. Their honour was soon purchased by them both; 
they seized every occasion to defend their country in the time 
of need with their bloody arms, and they kept their borders 
from hostile invasion. Their lot is praise. It is like a mourn- 
ful elegy to me to lose them both I Christ ! how pensive 
am I for the loss of Moreiddig, which is irreparable ! 

"Pour thou out the horn, though they desire it not, the 
drinking-horn, Hirlas, with cheerfulness, and deliver it into the 
hand of Morgant, one who deserves to be celebrated with dis-

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tingnished praise. It was like poison to me to be deprived of 

I him, and that he was pierced by the keen sword. 

/ " Pour, cap-bearer^ from a silver vessel an honourable gift, 

badge of distinction. On the large plains of G-weston I have 
seen a miracle ; to stop the impetuosity of Goronwy was more 
than a task for an hundred men. The warriors pointed their 
lances^ courted the battle^ and were profuse of life ; they met 
their enemies in the conflict, and their chieftain was consumed 
by fire near the surges of the sea. They rescued a noble 
prisoner, Meurig, the son of Griffith, of renowned valour; 
they were all of them covered with blood when they returned, 
and the high hills and the dales enjoyed the sun equally. 

" Pour the horn to the warriors, Owain's noble heroes, who 
were equally active and brave. They assembled in that re- 
nowned place, where the shining steel glittered. Madoc and 
Meilir were men accustomed to violence, and maintained each 
other in the injuries they did to their enemies ; they were the 
shields of our army, and the teachers of warlike attack. Hear 
ye, by drinking mead, how the Lord of Cattraeth went ?rith 
his warriors in defence of his just cause, the guards of 
Mynyddawg^ about their distinguished chief. They have 
been celebrated for their bravery, and their speedy march. 
But nobody has ever performed so noble an exploit as 
my warriors, in the tough land of Maelor, in rescuing the 
captive. 

" Pour out, cup-bearer, sweet and well-strained mead (the 
thrust of the spear is red in the time of need) from the horn of 
wild oxen, covered with gold, for the honour and the reward of 
the souls of those departed heroes. Of the numerous cares that 
surround princes, no one is conscious here but God and myself. 
The man who neither gives nor takes quarter, and cannot be 
forced by his enemies to abide to his word, Daniel, the valiant 
and beautiful. 0, cup-bearer: great is the task to entreat 
him ; his men will not cease dealing death around them till he 
is mollified. Cup-bearer, our shares of mead are to be given

David Powel, D.D., a learned divine and eminent 
antiquary, and said by his contemporaries to be "in 
omni literarum genere maxime versatus", was the son of 
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Howel ab David ab Gruffudd ab Ithel. He was born in 
Denbighshire about the year 1552, and when about six- 
teen years of age, he was sent to complete his education 
in Oxford. It does not appear into what college he was 
first admitted, but in 1571 he removed into Jesus Col- 
lege, which had been newly founded, and took his degree 
of B.A. in 1672, and that of M.A. in 1576. Having 
entered into holy orders, he was made vicar of Rhiw- 
abon, in his native country, in 1570, and prebendary of 
St. Asaph, and in the following year he obtained the 
rectory of Llanvyllin, which latter he resigned on being 
preferred to the vicarage of Sleivod in 1579. The sine- 
cure rectory of Llansantflfraid in Mechain was added to 
his preferments in 1588. He was now grown eminent 
for his learning, and took the degree of B.D. in 1582, 
and that of D.D. in 1583. In 1584, he became chaplain 
to Sir Henry Sidney, Lord President of the Marches of 
Wales, who had in his possession the unfinished transla- 
tion of Caxadawg's History of Wales^ by the eminent 
antiquary, Humphrey Llwyd. At his lordship's solicita- 
tion, Dr. Powel completed the translation, and enriched 
the work with many valuable additions. This was 
printed in 1584, in 4to. His next work was Annota- 
tiones in Itinerarium Cambnce, scriptum per Sib. 
Giraldum Cambrensem. The same volume also contains 
" Annotationes in Cambriae descriptionem per S. Giral- 
dum*', and "De Brittanica Histoiia recte intelligenda 
Epistola". It was[first printed in London in 1585, 8 vo., 
with a dedication to Sir Philip Sidney, and it was re- 
printed by Camden in the Anglicay Normannica, Hiber- 
nica, Cambrica, etc., folio, Frankfort, 1603. Another 
edition was published by the eminent antiquary. Sir 
Richard Hoare, Bart., in 1806. Dr. Powel also pub- 
lished, in the year 1585, Historia Britannica, or the 
British History, written by Ponticus Virunius, in six 
books, London, 8vo. This is an epitome of Geoffrey of 
Monmouth, and is reprinted among Rei^um Bntanni- 
carum Scriptoi^es Vetustiores, etc., Lugduni, 1587, folio. 
Dr. Powel also rendered essential service to Dr. Morgan 
in the translation of the Holy Scriptures into Welsh, 
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which was completed and published in 1588. He left 
behind him some manuscripts fit for the press, which 
were never published, and he was engaged in compiling 
a Welsh Dictionary, when his labours were terminated 
by his decease, which occurred in 1598. He was buried 
in his church at Ehiwabon. He had six sons, whose 
names were Daniel, Samuel, Gabriel, Raphael, ilichael, 
and John, and six daughters. His son Samuel succeeded 
him in the vicarage of Rhiwabon, and Gabriel was an 
eminent scholar. (Williams's Eminent Welshmen.) 

Gabriel Powel, an eminent scholar, was the third 
son of Dr. David Powel, and was born at Rhiwabon, in 
Denbighshire, in 1575. He entered Jesus College, Ox- 
ford, in 1592, and took his degree of B.A., and then left 
the University for a time. He afterwards returned to 
Oxford, and became a member of St. Mary's Hall, and 
during his residence he published several works, which 
made him eminent, and recommended him to his coun- 
tryman, Dr. Richard Vaughan, Bishop of London. The 
latter took him into his family, and made him his do- 
mestic chaplain, and would have done much for him 
had he lived, but the bishop and his chaplain both died 
in the same year, a short time only intervening, in 1607. 
Gabriel Powel was esteemed a prodigy of learning in his 
time, being only a little above thirty years of age at his 
death, and the highest expectations were entertained of 
him. His works are : 1, The Resolved Chinstian, exhort-

1602 ; 2, Prodomiis, a Logical Resohdion of the First

to theKingforTolei^ation of Catholic Religion, with Notes 
and Observations, 4to., London, 1604; 4, The Unlawful- 
ness and Danger of Toleration of Divers Religions and 
Connivance to Contrary Worshij> in one Monarch or 
Kingdom, 4to., 1605; 5, Refutation of an Epistle Apo- 
logetical, written hy a Puritan-Papist, to pei^suade the 
pei^nission of the i^romiscuous use and profession of all 
sorts of fleresies, etc., 4to., London, 1605 ; 6, Consider-

Llywelyn Eurdorchog, Lord of lal and Ystrad Alun, 
and Prime Minister of Gruffudd ab Lly welyn ab Seisyllt, 
King of Wales, was the son of Coel, ab Gwered ab 
Cynddelw Gam ab Elgud, ab Gwrisnadd ab Dwywg 
Lythyr Aur, ab Tegawg ab Dyfnarth ab Madog Mado- 
gion ab Sanddef Bryd AngeL Sanddef is recorded in 
the Triads, with Glewlwyd Gavaelvawr and Morvran 
Ail Tegid, as the only three who escaped from the fatal 
battle of Camlan, and the circumstance was owing to the 
peculiarity of their persons. Sanddef was so beautiful 
that a passage was opened for him, without a hostile 
hand being raised up, as everyone thought that he was an 
angel. {Myv. Arch.^ ii, 18, 70.) 

Sanddef Bryd Angel was the son of Llywarch Hen, 
Prince of the Strath Clyde Britons, who, when driven 
from his dominions by the Picts and Scots, was with his 
family hospitably welcomed and received by Cynddylan, 
King of Powys, who was slain at the battle of Tren in 
613. Afterwards, having lost all his sons and friends in 
battles against the Saxons, he retired to a hut at Aber- 
Cuawg, now called D61 Guawg, near Machynllaith, to 
soothe with his harp the remembrance of misfortune, and 
vent in elegiac numbers the sorrows of old age in dis- 
tress. He resided also at one time at a place near Llan- 
for in Penllyn, where there is a circle of large stones, 
which is called Pabell Llywarch HSn, that is Llvwarch 

' I 
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HSn's Pavilion. Here he died at the great age of nearly 
one hundred and fifty years, about the year 634, and was 
buried at Llanfor, near Bala; and there is his grave, as is 
proved by a stone in the wall of the church. 

Llywelyn Eurdorchog bore azure^ a lion passant gard- 
ant, his tail between his legs, and reflected over his back 
OTy armed and langued gules ; others state that he bore 
argent, a cross gules^ and two leopards or ; others, again, 
say that he bore azure, a lion ramp, gardant or. He 
married Eva, the daughter of Cynfyn ab Gwrystan, King 
of Powys, and sister of Bleddyn ab Cynfyn, by whom he 
had six sons. He had also two illegitimate sons, Ithel 
Goch, and lorwerth Fychan. 

His six legitimate sons were : 1, Ithel Felyn, Lord of 
ISJ and Ystrad Alun, of whom presently ; 2, lorwerth ; 
3, Idris, who was the ancestor of the Owens of Ysgrwgan 
in Mochnant Is Rhaiadr and Owens of Tref Geiriog, the 
Hanmers of Pentref Pant in the Lordship of Oswestry, 
the Lloyds of Llangollen Fechan, the Lloyds of Cawnwy 
in Llangadfan, and the Evanses of Rhyd y Carw; 4, 
Dolffyn ; 5, Ednowain Eurdorchog, the father of David 
Esgidaur, the father of Idnerth, the father of Peradwen 
or brad wen (Lord of Dolgelli), the father of Ednowain 
ab Bradwen (Lord of Dolgelli), chief of one of the 
noble tribes of Gwynedd, who bore gules, three snakes 
ennowed in triangle argent, and was ancestor of the 
Lloyds of Nant y Myneich in the parish of Mallwyd in 
Mawddwy, and William ab David Lloyd of Peniarth in 
the parish of Llanegryn, who is now represented by the 
Wynnes of Peniarth ; and 6, Llywelyn Fychan, the an- 
cestor of Trahaiam, Lord of Garthmael, who bore argent, 
three lions passant gardant in pale gvhs. This coat of 
arms, and the manor of Garthmael, were granted to 
Trahaiam for his services in battle, by the Prince of 
Powys : Trahairn was the son of lorwerth ab Einion ab 
Rhys Goch ab Llywelyn Fychan ab Llywelyn Eurdor- 
chog, and was ancestor of the Walcots of Walcot, co. 
Salop; Madog y T^vppa of P13.S y Twpa in Bettws y 
Cedwg; the Lloyds of Berth Llwyd in the parish of 
Llanidloes in Arwystli ; the Joneses of Garthmael in the 
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parish of Aber Ehiw in Cydewain ; John Maurice^ of 
Uchcldref in Bettws y Cedwg ; Edward Humphreys* 
of lyn y Calch ; and Gruffudd* ab Richard of Llanid- 
loes. 

Ithel Felyn, the eldest son of Llywelyn Eurdorcho^, 
succeeded his father as Lord of lal and Ystrad Alun, He 
bore sable, on a chevron inter three goat's heads erased 
or, three trefoils of the field. He was Lord of the 
Manors of Llys y Cil, Allt y Gymbyd, Bodanwydog, and 
Coedrwg in lAl ; the manors of Llwyn Egryu, Gwem- 
aflfyllt, and Cil Rhydin in the manor of Hendref BifiFa in 
Ystrad Alun ; Caer Fallwch, Hendref Figillt, Pentref 
Hyfaidd, and Castell Meirchion, in Tegeingl ; Nant- 
Clwyd and Garth y Neuadd in Dyffryn Clwyd ; Traian 
in the Lordship of Trefwen or Whittington ; Arnan Mab 
in the Lordships of Oswestry and Cynllaith ; a great 
portion of Glyndyfrdwy, Y Gaerddin (not the camp 
itself), and other lands in Maelawr. He married Lleucu, 
daughter and heiress of Howel ab Brochwel ab Bledrws, 
who bore sable, three roses argent, by whom he had issue 
three sons : 1, Hwfa ; 2, Llywelyn ; and 3, Ystwg ; and 
two daughters, Susanna and Margaret. 

Hwfa ab Ithel, Lord of I&l and Ystrad Alun. He 
married Elen or Alswn, daughter of Grufindd ab Cynan, 
King of Gwynedd, who bore gules, three lions passant in 
pale argent, armed and langued azure, by whom he had 
issue six sons :

Madog ab Gruffudd Maelor, to the Cistercian monastery 
of Valle Crucis, in 1202. lorwerth married Gwenhwyfar, 
daughter of Cuhelyn ab Rhun ab Einion Efell, Lord of 
Cynllaith, who bore party per fess sable and argent, a 
lion rampt. counterchanged; by whom he had a son and 
heir, Cynwrig ab lorwerth, who married Janet, daughter 
of Henri de Lacy, Earl of Lincoln, or, a lion ramp, pur- 
pure, who died in 1312, and Johanna, his wife, daughter 
of William Martyn, Baron of Cemaes in Dyfed. This 
Janet married, secondly, Gruflfudd Fychan ab Gruffudd 
ab Einion ab Ednyfed, Lord of Broughton, second 
son of Cynwrig ab Rhiwallawn. Cynwrig had issue 
by his wife Janet a son named Goronwy, who mar- 
ried Angharad, daughter of Howel ab David ab Gruffudd 
ab Gruffudd Fychan ab Caradog of Maelor, by whom he

He was slain in battle by Robert de 
Mont' Alto, who thereupon took the fortress of Y Wydd- 
grAg, and the Lordship of Ystrad Alun (sec vol. i, p. 112).

He was the son of Sir Rhys, Knight, 
son of GruflFudd of Henglawdd, son of Ednyfed Fychan, 
Baron of Bryn Ffanigl, and Prime Minister and Sene- 
schal of Prince Llywelyn the Great. Sir GruflFudd is 
said to have been the first to convey to Edward I the 
tidings of his Queen's accouchement in the Castle of • 
Caernarvon, for which he received the honour of knight- 
hood. Subsequently, however, in 1322, he revolted 
against the English government, and, after some strug- 
gles, was taken prisoner, and confined for a time in 
Khuddlan Castle. By his wife Mali, Cadwgan Ddu had 
issue four sons: 1, lorwerth, of whom presently;

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THE PARISH OP RHIWABOK 

This parish contains the twelve townships of Coed 
Cristionydd, Cristionydd Cynwrig, Dinhinlle Uchaf, Din- 
hinUe Isaf, Morton tjwch y Clawdd or Morton Walli- 
coram, I^lorton Is y Clawdd, Morton Anglicorum, Bod- 
ylltyn, Rhuddalt, Belan, Hafod, and Tref Robert Llwyd. 

The district of Cristionydd, which lies in the manor of 
Esclys or Esclusham, contains about a third of the whole 
parish, and is divided into Y Dref Fawr or Cristionydd 
Cynwrig ; Y Dref Fechan or Cristionydd Fechan, which 
is now called Dinhinlle Uchaf ; and Coed Cristionydd. 

About the beginning of the reign of James I (who 
reigned from 1603 to 1625), the lands in the parish of 
Ehiwabon were held as either freehold or copyhold ; but, 
in the reign of Charles P (who reigned from 1625 to 
1648), were made fee-farm. At that time most of the 
inhabitants lived upon their own estates, which may 
thus be certified and known. In a hundred years after- 
wards many of these ancient estates were bought by 
strangers. 

Mr. Richard Myddleton's family bought in Rhivrabon parish 
from several freeholders, during the Civil War, lands to the 
amount of £400 - - - - 400 

Mr. Joshua Edisbury's family bought, from several freeholders 

in the said parish, to the amount of £250 - - 250 

Mr. Ellis Lloyd, an attorney in Ludlow, bought lands in the 
parish to the amount of £400, and as much and more in 
other places ----- 400 

Sir John Wynn of Wynnstay bought about - - 100 

£1,150

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possessors are become tenants, and the parish is become 
poor ; and for every twenty freeholders who had a vote 
for Parliament in 1660, the parish at this time, July 10, 
1712, cannot find above two/'^

RHIWABON CHURCH. 

This church, which is situate in the township of 
Ehiwabon, is dedicated to the Virgin Mary, and the 
wakes are kept on the 15th August. This church, 
together with the other churches of ]\Iaelor Gymraeg, 
were formerly chapels of ease to the Mother Church of 
Llangollen. 

In the manor of Dinhinlle, in the parish of Rhiwabon, 
is another chapel, called Capel CoUen, and perhaps it is 
to this place that Edward Llwyd alludes, when he states

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"Kappel Kolhen a galwant gae lie mae kroes ymhlwy 
Rhiwabon : Ei gwyl mabsant a gad want dhydh gwyl 
Golhen dair wythnos o hav." The festival of St. CoUen 
is on the 21st of May. 

The poet Churchyard, who wrote in 1580, on leaving 
Newbridge after visiting Rhiwabon Church, describes it 
as follows, making particular allusion to the tomb of John 
ab Elis Eyton, already described : — 

Not farre from this, there stands on little mound 
A right fayre church, with pillars far and wide. 
A monnment therein of good account, 

Full finely wrought, amid the queere I spyde ; 
A tombe there is right rich and stately made. 
Where two doth lye in stone and auncient trade — 
The man and wife, with sumptuous sollemne guyse. 
In this rich sort before the aulter lies. 

His head on crest and warlike helmet stayes^ 

A lyon blew on top thereof comes out ; 
On lyon's necke along his legges he layes. 

Two gauntlets white are lying thei'e about. 
An auncient squire he was, and of good race^ 
As by his arms appeares in many a place ; 
His house and lands not farre from thence doth shoe. 
His birth and blood was great long agoe. 

The trimmest glasse^ that may in windows bee, 
(Wherein the roote of Jesse well is wrought) 

At aulter head of church now shall you see. 

Yea, all the glasse of church was deerely bought. 

About the year 1818, when making room for the 
building of the wall separating the churchyard from the 
highway leading from the station, a stone statue was 
found buried in the soil, and with it a low pedestal, upon 
which it appears to have been fixed, and carved to re- 
semble the four paws of a lion. The body appears clad 
in a suit of mail, and had a short sword carved trans- 
versely across the breast. The head was at that time cut 
oflF, and it was ordered by the Vicar, Mr. Wingfield, to be 
taken to the Vicarage; whilst the other portions were 
taken possession of by Mr. John Davies, father of the late 
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Mr. E. Davies of the Bricklayers' Arms (and they are 
now in the possession of Mr. Moses, Mill House, Cefn.) 
At that time there were four letters, A. B. 0. N., carved 
upon the breast, but these are now obliterated. 

There are also two ancient coffin-lids, on which are the 
recumbent effigies of warriors in armour, and heater 
shields, each charged with a lion rampant, lying under 
the tombs of the PIds Madog family, in the church- 
yard. For a further account of the church and parish of 
Ilhiwabon, the reader is refenred to The History of the 
Diocese of St. Asax)h, by the Rev. D. R. Thomas, M.A. 

The wakes or festival of this parish church are held on 
the 15th of August, in honour of the bodily Assumption 
of the Virgin Mary into heaven. The birthday of the 
Virgin Mary is said to have been on the 8th day of Sep- 
tember, and that of Jesus Christ her son on the 25th 
day of December. These dates correspond in so singular 
a manner with those of certain well-known facts in na- 
ture, that I transcribe the following for the consideration 
of my readers. 

The Egyptians celebrated, at the winter solstice, the 
birth of the son of Isis {Pint, de Iside), and the delivery 
of the Goddess who had brought this young child into 
the world, feeble and weak, and in the midst of the 
darkest night. This child, according to Macrobius, was 
the god of light, Apoll6n, or the Sun, painted with his 
head shorn of its beaming hair, his head shaved, and with 
only a single hair left. By this, says Macrobius, the 
dimness of the light at the winter solstice, and the short- 
ness of the days, as well as the darkness of the deep 
cave in which this god seemed to be born, and from 
which he issued forth to rise in the direction of the 
northern hemisphere and the summer solstice, in which he 
reassumed his dominion and his glory, were indicated 
{Alacroh. Sat i, 1 Cap. xxi.) 

It was of this child of whom the Virgin Isis called 
herself the mother in the inscription over her temple at 
Sais {Phtt de Iside), which contained the words : " The 
fruit which I have begotten is the Sun" {Procl. in Tim., 
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p. 30). This Isis of Sais has been correctly assumed by 
rlutarch to be the chaste Virgin Minerva, who, without 
fearing to lose her name of virgin, nevertheless says of 
herself that she is the Mother of the Sun. This Isis 
cannot be the moon, for she would never be called the 
Mother of the Star, whose light she borrows. She is the 
virgin of the constellations, who is called by Eratos- 
thenes, a learned Alexandrian (Eratosth., cap. vii), 
D^metdr, Ceres, or Isis — that Isis who opened the year, 
and presided over the birth of the new solar revolution 
and of the god of day — in a word, of her in whose arms 
we shall soon see the symbolic child. 

Proclus, who, as well as Plutarch, has given the in- 
scription over the temple of the Virgin of Sais, the 
Mother of the Sun, whom they say is identical with 
Minerva, speaking of the seat of this goddess in the 
heavens, gives her two places ; the one near Aries, or 
the equinoctial Lamb, whose form the God of light as- 
sumes in spring ; and the other in the celestial Virgin, or 
in the sign which presides at her birth {PracL in Tim., 
p. 43). So that it appears that Isis, the mother of the 
Sun, to whom the temple of Sais was dedicated, was the 
same that Eratosthenes places in the constellation Virgo, 
which opened the year. The symbolic representation of 
the year itself was a woman called Isis, according to 
Horapollo (vol. i, cap. iii). It was in honour of this 
same virgin, the image of the pure and luminous sub- 
stance, that the celebrated feast of lights (on which 
Candlemas is founded) was celebrated. 

The Eomans also had their solar festival, and their 
games of the circus, in honour of the birth of the God of 
l)ay. It took place the eighth day before the Kalends 
of January — that is, on December 25, the Yule day 
of the Scandinavians. Servius, in his Commentary on 
verse 720 of the seventh book of the jEneid, in which 
Virgil speaks of the new sun, says that, properly speak- 
ing, the sun is new on the 8th of the Kalends of January 
— that is, December 25. It was on this day that the 
birth of the invincible sun (Natalis Solis Invicti) was 

I 
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celebrated at Rome, as can be seen in the Eoman Calen- 
dars, published in the reign of Constantine and of Julian 
{Hymn to the Suriy p. 155). This epithet, "Invictus", 
is the same as the Persians gave to this same god, whom 
they worshipped by the name of Mithra, and whom they 
caused to be born in a grotto (Justin. Dial cum T^^jph., 
p. 305). 

All learned men are agreed that the festival of the 
birth of this God was celebrated at the winter solstice. 
M. Feret {Mem. de VAcademie des Belles-LettreSy t. 
xvi, p. 270) is of this opinion, and says it was the 
greatest festival of the religion of the Magi. Hyde also 
fixes it at the winter solstice. The Roman Calendar, 
which was published in the reign of Constantine, evi- 
dently fixes it at December 25, which was the date 
adopted from the time of Julius Csesar, because it was 
extremely difficult, as Beausobre observes {t. ii, p. 697), 
to fix the exact moment of the solstice, and because exact 
calculations were not considered necessary in public fes- 
tivities. It was in the reign of Constantine, also, that 
this worship began to spread in the West, for there is no 
doubt that the words N.L, or Natalis Invicti, signify 
the festival of the birth of the God of Light, and the 
epithet " Invictus" is given to Mithra by the monuments 
of that period. Hence the inscriptions on the statues 
and images of that God, "Deo soli invicto Mithrse", 
" Nomen invictum sol Mithra'', *' Deo soli invicto MithrsB 
et lumen seternee", or " Soli omnipotent! Mithrse". 

If we look at the sphere at the precise moment of this 
nativity, we see the Virgin-Mother Isis, with the image 
of a young new-bom child, which she is suckling. In fact, 
if we adjust a globe so as to place Capricomus, into 
which sign the sun entered at the winter solstice, under 
the lower meridian, the first sign which then rises on the 
eastern horizon, and which fixes the hour of the birth of 
the day, or of the sun-god, whose birth is commemorated 
at this time, is Virgo. She is called Ceres, and Ceres 
herself is called "the Holy Virgin" {Hesych. v), and 
gave birth to the youthful Bacchus, or Dionysos of the 
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Mysteries. This is the virgin who, the learned librarian 
of Alexandria, Eratosthenes, says, was called Isis {Erd- 
tosth.^ cap. ix), the'mother of the youthful Horus, or the 
sun ; the virgin whose delivery was celebrated at the 
same solstice {Flut de Iside) ; the same who mourned 
the death of her son, and rejoiced some days afterwards, 
at having found him again. In the same manner, Dd- 
metdr mourns for the loss of Persephone in the winter, 
and rejoices when she finds her again in the spring. 

This virgin, then, the only one who can merit the title 
of Queen of Heaven, or of Minerva Belisame, carries a 
young child in her arms in the ancient spheres, and in 
the sphere of the Magi, or the Persian sphere. Scaliger, 
in his notes on Manilius, has given us a description of 
the three spheres called the Persian, the Indian, and the 
sphere of the Barbarians. In the first decan, a decan 
which peculiarly belongs to the sun, we read : " Sphera 
Persica, Primus decanus; Virgo pulchra, capillitio 
prolixo, duas spicas manu gestans, sedens in siquilastro, 
educans puerum, lactans et cibans eum." 

"Here rises a perfectly beautiful virgin with long 
hair, holding two ears of corn in her hand, sitting on a 
throne, bringing up a young child, whom she suckles and 
feeds.'" A man is also seen at her side. This man is 
Bootes, the guardian of Horus, that is, of her son. 

At the end of eight months, when the sun-god, having 
increased, traverses the eighth sign, he absorbs the celes- 
tial virgin in his fiery course, and she disappears in the 
midst of the luminous rays and the glory of her son. 
This phenomenon takes place every year, about the 
middle of August. The Roman Calendar of Columella 
{Col. Hi, cap. ii, p. 429) marks the death or disappear- 
ance of Virgo at this period. The sun, he says, passes 
into Virgo on the thirteenth day before the Kalends of 
September, that is, on the 15th of August; and on this 
day the ancient Greeks and Bomans fix the Assumption 
of Astrsea, who is the same as Isis. At the end of three 
weeks or thereabouts, the Calendar notes the birth of the 
virgin Isis, or her release from the solar rays. On the 

i 
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third day before the Ides, that is, the 8th of September, 
it says the middle of Virgo rises, so that the same con- 
stellation, which is born on the 8th of September, pre- 
sides at midnight on the 25th of December over the 
birth of the sun, or seems to give birth to him, and is 
reunited to him and eclipsed in his glory on the 15th of 
August 

In an Arabic manuscript at the Paris Library (No. 
1165) we read: "In the first decan of the sign of the 
Virgin, according to the oldest traditions of the Persians, 
the Chaldeans, the Egyptians, and of Hermes and Es- 
culapios, is seen a young girl, who is called in the Persian 
language 'Seclenidos de Darzama', which in Arabic is 
'Adrah Nedheefah ; that is to say, a chaste, pure, imma- 
culate virgin, beautiful in form, with a pleasing coun- 
tenance, a modest look, with long hair, holding in her 
hands two ears of corn, seated on a throne, feeding and 
suckling a young child."^ 

Here, then, we see that the Virgin Isis was declared 
by the ancient -Egyptians, Chaldeans, and Persians, to 
be immaculate. She is represented, also, as sitting on 
a throne as a queen. 

In his Encyclical Letter, dated December 8, 1864, 
His Holiness Pope Pius IX commendB to the venerable 
brothers to whom the Encyclical is addressed, " incessant 
prayer ; and, in order that God may accede the more 
easily to our and your prayers, let us employ in all confi- 
dence, as our Mediatrix with Him, the Virgin Mary, 
Mother of God, who sits as a Queen upon the right hand 
of her only-begotten Son, our Lord Jesus Christ, in a 
golden vestment, clothed around with various adorn- 
ments/'^ On November 1, 1870, His HoUness issued 
another Encyclical, denouncing the acts of the Piedmon- 
tese Court, and prays for " the intercession of the Imma- 
culate Virgin Mary, Mother of God.''*

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THE WORSHIP OP THE SUN-GOD OR MITHRA. 

In the monument of Mithra, discovered at Oxford in 
1747 (W. Stukeley, Palceograph, Brit), is seen among 
the figures on the lower part of it a woman who is 
about to suckle her child, or the goddess of the year 
who is suckling the god of day. 

On a particular day in the year, he says, the Romans 
celebrated the great festival of Mithra, to which especial 
honours were paid in a cave which was consecrated to 
him. The Persians called the festival the Night of Light, 
or the Birthday of Mithra, and they sacrificed to the 
Supreme on the summits of the loftiest mountains. The 
ancient Druids celebrated this same festival by a general 
illumination, lighting fires on the summits of the lofty 
mountains. This Mithraic worship, he says, had spreaa 
over the whole of the Roman Empire, and especially in 
Gaul and Britain. He also adduces the testimony of 
St. Jerome, who tells us that the pagans celebrated the 
festivals of Adonis, or the Sun-god (Mithra in Persia^ 
Adonis in Phoenicia,) in a cave like that of Mithra, and 
that the cave where the ancient inhabitants of Palestine 
celebrated them was in a cave at Bethlehem. (See vol. 
i, p. 46.) 



MEINI HIRION, OR COLUMNS. 

Pliny tells us that the earliest monuments, such as 
upright stones and obelisks, were so many monuments 
dedicated to the Sun-god, and the God himself appears 
as Dionysos Stylos, the Pillar or Upright Stone (see voL i, 
p. 54). In the Book of Genesis, chapter xxviii, v. 18, 
we read that Jacob, being very much afraid, set up a 
stone pillar, and poured oil on the top of it, and called 
the name of that place Beth El, that is, the House of 
God. (See p. 128.)

TO THE EDITOR OP THE STANDARD. 

Sir, — "My father having been the incumbent of Amesbury 
for fifty-nine years, I have had the pleasure of knowing Sir 
Edmund Antrobus from my boyhood^ and thinking that pos- 
sibly he might not have seen your article on Fridaylast^ I sent 
him a copy of that day's impression. 

I have a letter from him this mornings in which he says^ 
" I wonder what would have been the view as to my fulfilment 
of the duties of property if, after having obtained an opinion 
from an architect of hieh standing, which was to the effect 
that the existing state of the Eastern Trilithon was dangerous 
to health, I had left all alone. It is propped to prevent danger 
to human life. The stones can be easily restored to the per- 
pendicular, and Stonehenge remain as it is ; at any rate, but 
little less a ruin, if considerably less dangerous. There is no 
doubt the Eastern Trilithon was moving — the cross stone was 
springing, and it might have fallen at any moment If I 
could have bound it to fall by night, with an engagement that 
no visitor should be present, so entire is my detestation of 
restoration of such a monument, I think I should have been 
tempted to agree to it, and have left all alone ; but in what 
Court can I enforce adherence to the engagement ?^' 

The above will be satisfactory to all your readers who vene- 
rate this monument of world-wide celebrity. No person at 
Amesbury or in the neighbourhood would desire that anything 
more should be done beyond what is necessary for the preser- 
vation of human life, and Sir Edmund Antrobus is the very 
last man to be guilty of vandalism. — I am. Sir, your obedient 
servant, T. Lloyd Fowls.

Sir, — The theory mentioned by Mr. Gibson as to the origi- 
nal use of Stonehenge as a Temple of the Sun is one which 
has been the subject of considerable dispute, and as the pro- 
bability of this theory appears to depend greatly upon the 
accuracy of the asserted orientation of the structure, it may 
be of interest to Mr. Gibson, and possibly to other of your 
readers, to know that this point was tested by a careful survey 
of the remains made some years ago by a party of engineers. 

I may say that Mr. Gibson's description of the " four stone 
pillars'' is not quite accurate ; there are, outside the circle, 
two isolated stones and two depressions in the ground, which 
may perhaps mark the site where two other stones have once 
stood, and these four points are so situated that the line 
through each pair is directed roughly towards the point of 
sunrise on the longest day and the point of sunset on the 
shortest day ; but the depressions are of considerable width as 
compared with the length of the line, and are too indistinctly 
marked to afford any reliable basis of accurate measurement. 

There is, however, a much more conspicuous line, which 
appears to have formed the axis or centre-line of the structure, 
and which is marked at one end by the ^' Friar's HeeP' (the 
largest of all the stones) standing away from the circle and 
in the line of the long " avenue'' which led up to it, and at the 
other end by the centre of the circle itself and by the altar- 
stone placed at the end of the elliptical inner choir, facing the 
avenue and the " Friar's Heel" stone. The bearing of this 
line was carefully taken, and was found to coincide very closely 
with the point of apparent sunrise at the time of the summer 
solstice, but still more closely with the point at which the sun 
may be calculated to have risen several centuries ago. As- 
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sntning the present oatliae of the roanded top of the atone to 
represent also its oris^inal outline, the coincidence appears to 
have been most perfect about 1,000 or 1,200 years ago (as- 
snming a certain change in the obliquity of the ecliptic to have 
taken place in that period). 

I may add that the line is defined not only approximately 
in azimuth, but still more closely in altitude, the ''I'riar s Heel'* 
stone being of such a height that, although placed on lower 
ground, the top of the stone coincides exactly (as seen from 
the altar) with the visible horizon, which is a few degrees 
above the true horizon.

MYSTERIES OF DIONYSOS. 

The sacred gates of the temple at Athens, in which 
the initiation into the mysteries of Dionysos or Bacchus 
and Persephon6 took place, were only opened once a 
year (Demosth., in Newr. SchoL A'ris., ad v. 583), and 
no stranger was ever allowed to enter them. Night lent 
her veil to these august mysteries, which were not 
allowed to be revealed to anyone whatever (Pans. Co- 
rinth, cap. Ixxxvii). This was the only occasion on 
which the representation of the death, descent into hell, 
and resurrection of Dionysos or Bacchus, similar to that 
of the suflFerings of Osiris, which Herodotus tells us were 
commemorated at Sais, in -^gypt, was given. On this 
occasion, the body of the god was distributed and eaten 
(Clem. Pi'ot. Eur. Bacch., ver. 139). This emblematic 
representation consisted of raw flesh, which each of those 
present partook of, in memory of the death of Bacchus, 
who had been torn to pieces by the Titans. His suflfer- 
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ings and death were represented every year, at Chios and 
at Tenedos, by the immolation of a man who represented 
him (Porph. De Ahat., 1. ii, § 56). This festival was 
celebrated at the vernal equinox, like our Easter, at the 
time when the sun passed into the sign of the zodiac, 
which was formerly occupied by the Bull, whose shape 
Bacchus assumed, and subsequently by the Lamb (Plut. 
De Cup. Div)} 

The Rev. Mr. Faber says {Pag. Idol, book iv, chap. 
8), " Dionysos is cut to pieces by the Maenades, on the 
top of Mount Parnassus ; St. Denis^ is put to death in 
the same manner on the summit of Montmartre. Dio- 
nysos is placed on a tomb, and his death is bewailed by 
women ; the mangled limbs of St. Denis are collected by 
holy females who, weeping, consign him to a tomb, over 
which is built the Abbey Church that bears his name. 
Dionysos experiences a wonderful restoration to life, and 
quits the coffin in which he had been confined ; St. Denis 
rises again from the dead, replaces his severed head, to 
the amazement of the spectators, and then deliberately 
walks away. On the southern gate of the Abbey, the 
whole history of this surprising martyrdom is represented. 
A sculptured sprig of the vine, sacred to Dionysos, and 
laden with grapes, is placed at the foot of the holy man ; 
and in all parts may be seen the same tree, blended with 
tigers, and associated with a hunting matcL Dionysos, 
Agrionios, or Rusticus, is represented as attended by 
lions, tigers, leopards, and other savage ianimals, on ac- 
count of the ferocity of his cult." 



THE ASHERA OR GROYE. 

We find in the Bible that Abraham planted a grove 
in Beersheba, and called there on the name of the Lord, 
the everlasting God.' The word usually translated "grove'*, 
in the English version of the Hebrew Scriptures, mostly

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signifies a tree, or a pillar of wood, when it does not 
mean the divinity of whom the tree or pillar was the 
symbol — the Aschera, Astarte, or Ashtaroth of Phoenicia, 
the Mylitta of Babylonia, the Aphrodite of Greece, the 
Venus of Rome, the Syria Dea of Lucan, personification 
of the passive element in the reproductive power of 
nature, usually associated with the Sun-god, or active 
generative principle and object of adoration with all the 
peoples of the ancient world.^ We have before stated 
what the emblems of the vital powers of nature were 
that formed at once the altar and the ashera or grove 
(vol. i, p. 54). In the xxviii chapter of Genesis, Jacob, 
it is said, set up a stone for a pillar, and poured oil on 
the top of it, and called the name of that place Beth El, 
the House of God. " And Jacob vowed a vow, saying, 
If God will be with me, and will keep me in this way 
that I go, and will give me bread to eat, and raiment to 
put on, so that I come again to my father's house in 
peace, then shall the Lord be my God : and this stone 
which I have set for a pillar, shall be God's house/' In 
the xxxi chapter, we are told that the angel of God ap- 
peared in a dream to Jacob, and said, " I am the God of 
Beth El, where thou anointedst the pillar, and where 

thou vowedst a vow unto me ; now, therefore, arise, 

and return unto the land of thy kindred." 

Stones, as enduring things, appear to have been, almost 
universally, objects of reverence and worship with men 
in the long-continued infancy of the human mind. As 
pillars they had a special significance, and were then 
looked on as typical of the instrument efficient in the 
wonderful faculty possessed by the life-giving powers of 
nature. The stone column or token set up by Jacob 
was neither more nor less than this, an emblem, before 
which he and his forefathers were wont to prostrate 
themselves, as the natives of Bengal and other parts of 
the East do to this day. And the oil he poured on its 
top was a further offering to the Divine power it repre-

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sented for fertility and increase. The Jews, through the 
whole of their history, even to the time when the Temple 
of Solomon was built, erected pillars of wood and stone 
to the gods they worshipped — to Baal and Aschera, in 
particular, before which they presented their sacrifices, 
and at the feet of whose altars they poured the blood of 
their victims, and their drink-offerings. Nor can it be 
said that the sacred stone, disguised as column, obelisk, 
or steeple, has yet gone out of date, though its meaning 
is no longer understood. The Egyptian obelisks, and the 
spires of our churches, are emblematic of the same thing 
as the stone which Jacob set up, as the columns erected 
on the " high places" to Baal and Aschera, and as those 
that stood before Solomon's Temple. In certain districts 
of India — the country that gave birth to so many of the 
religious ideas, and to all the philosophy of the world — 
at the present time, every village has its sacred stonb, 
usually set up under the shade of a tree, upon which 
people come and seat themselves, after pouring a libation 
of ghee or oil on its top.* (See pp. 128, 362.)

ARWYSTLI. 

The Cantref of Arwystli contained the three Comots 
of Arwystli Isgoed, Arwj^stli Uwchgoed, and Gwrthry- 
nion. The two first named Comots contain the parishes 
of Llangurig, Llanidloes, Trefeglwys, Llandinam, Carno, 
Llanwnog, and Penstrawad. The Comot of Gwrthry- 
nion comprises the parishes of Rhaiadr Gv^ry, St, Harmon, 
Nant-mel, Llanfihangl-Fach, and Llanfair-yn-Rh6s. In 
1175, Einion ab Rhys was Lord of Gwrthrynion (see 
p. 301), which now forms a part of the modern county of 
Radnor, and the remaining portion of Arwystli now 
forms a part of the county of Montgomery. Hywel ab 
leuaf, who died in the year 1185, was formerly Lord of 
this portion.^

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account of the story as Le had picked up, which is not only 
most wretchedly confused and imperfect^ but fails in most 
particulars^ and this makes the thing itself, in a great measure, 
pass for a trading story. 

" Mrs. Bargrave, who was not forward to propagate a thing 
by which she never got anything but trouble, was so offended 
at the bookseller's publishing as he did, that she could not 
forbear rallying him on the subject ; but the thing has a better 
authority than that of the bookseller, by whom, as it never 
received, so it can never lose credit with such as have a better 
information.

devastated Mercia, and defeated the Saxons, and spoiled 
them sorely ; on which account Offa, King of Mercia, 
made the prreat dyke called ClawJd Offa or Offa's Dyke, 
to divide Wales from Mercia, which still remains". " This 
dyke extends from the river Wye, along the counties of 
Hereford and Badnor to Pwll y Piod, a tavern between 
Bishop's Castle and Llanfair in Cydewain or Newtown ; 
from thence through Montgomeryshire, by Llandyssilio 
and Llan y Myneich, to Tref y Clawdd over the race- 
course on Cefn y Bwch, above Oswestry, above Selatyn ; 
from whence it descends to the Ceiriog ; and thence to 
Glyn ; after which it passes between Chirk Castle and 
the village of Chirk, crosses the Dee below Cefn y Wem, 
and enters ^laelawr ; then leaving P14s Madog on the 
left, passes by Tir y Fron, below Caerddin to Wrexham 
and Pentref Bychan, where there is a mound ; then by 
Plas Bower to Adwy'r Clawdd, near Minera or Mwyn- 
glawdd (the mine upon the dyke); by Brymbo,* crosses 
the river Cegidog, and through a little valley on the south 
side of Bryn lorcyn mountain to Coed Talwm and Cae 
Dwn, a farm near Treuddjn chapel, in the parish of 
Y Wyddgrug, or Mold (pointing towards the Clwydian 
hills) ; beyond which there can be no further traces 
discovered/'^ 



CLAWDD WAT. 

About a mile from Oswestry, in the parish of Selatyn, 
lies a fine military post, on an insulated eminence of an 
oblong form, which has been fortified with much skill. 
The top is an oblong area, containing 15 acres, 3 roods, 
and 18 perches of fertile ground, surrounded by two 
ramparts and fosses of great height and depth. This is 
called Old Oswestry, Hen Ddinas, and anciently Caer 
Ogyrfan, from Gogyrfan Gawr, a hero co-existent with 
King Arthur,' who was crowned King of Britain at Ciren-

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cester in Gloucestershire, by St. Dubricius, Archbishop of 
Llandaflf, in the year 519, when he was only sixteen 
years of age.^ 

A great dyke or foss, called Clawdd Wat, is continued 
from each side of Caer Ogyrfan. This work is little 
known ; notwithstanding it is equal in depth, though not 
in extent, to that of OflFa, Wat's Dyke can only be dis- 
covered on the southern part of Maesbury Mill, in Os- 
westry parish, where it is lost in morassy ground ; from 
thence it takes a northern direction to Caer Ogyrfan, and 
by Pentre r Clawdd to Gob Owain, the site of a small 
fort, called Bryn y Castell, in the parish of Trewen or 
Whittington, then crosses Frees Henlle Common, in the 
parish of St. Martin ; goes over the Ceiriog between 
Bryn Cunallt and Pont y Blew Forge, and the Dyfrdwy 
or Dee river below Nant y Belan ; from whence it passes 
through the park of Wynnstay, formerly called Watstay, 
by another rentre r Clawdd to Erddig, where there was 
another strong fort on its course ; from Erddig it goes 
above Wrexham, near Melin Puleston, by Dolydd, Maes 
Gwyn, Rhos DdA, Croes Oneiras, the mansion of Gwer- 
svllt Isaf, the ancient seat of the Sutton family, crosses 
the river Alun, and through the township of Llai to 
Rhydin, above which is Caer Estyn a British post ; from 
hence it runs by Llanestyn in Yr Hob, along the side of 
Ystrad Alun, which it quits towards the lower part, and 
turns towards Mynydd Sychdin, Mynachlog Rhedin, in 
the parish of Llaneurgain in Tegeingl, by Llaneurgain 
Mills, Bryn Moel, Coed y Llys, Want y Fflint, Cefn y 
Coed, through the Strand fields, near TreflFynnon or Holy- 
well, to its termination below the Abbey of Dinas Basing 
or Basingwerk. Clawdd Wat is often confounded with 
Clawdd Offa, which attends the former at unequal dis- 
tances, from five hundred yards to three miles, till the 
latter whose course has been already described, is totally 
lost.'

To the first article they say and present : That they hare 
hereafter sett downe all ye lands that they know or hare hadd 
notice to appertayne nnto ye Prince within the said manner^ 
bnt because other sererall manner are in sundry places inter- 
mixt with the said mannor, they cannott plainelie sett downe 
ye meeres and bounds of this manner of Dynn*Ile. 

To the second they say : That they know not what demeasne 
landes are in ye said manner.

ANCIENT FORESTS. 

(See Vol. I, p. 291.) 

*^ An esamiuation of the delta of the Mississippi has led to some 
carious discoveries. It shows that for a distance of three hundred 
miles there are buried many forests of large trees, one above the other, 
"with interspaces of sand. Ten distinct growths are in fact obsei'vcd, 
which musty in the opinion of the erudite men who have examined 
them, have succeeded one another. They prove to be the bald 
cypress of the Southern States, and some have been found over 
twent}'-five feet in diameter, one boasting as many as five thousand 
seven hundred rings. From these facts the geologists of the neigh- 
bourhood have drawn the conclusion that the antiquity of each forest- 
growth is ten thousand years, thus giving a hundred thousand years 
to the entire set One can but admire the closeness of the calculation 
which these figures suggest.
